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STUDY INDICATES 
HEALTH BENEFITS 
FROM FUROSEMIDE 


A groundbreaking study 

published in the Journal 
of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association (JAVMA) 
shows that furosemide (trade 
name Sahx, also known as 
Lasix) does more than enhance 
performance in Thoroughbred 
race horses; it also has benefi¬ 
cial effects on the health and 
welfare of those horses. 

‘‘The data in the study pro¬ 
vides the most reliable infor¬ 
mation to guide the highly 
politicized debate over use of 
furosemide in horses ” says Dr. 
Kenneth Hinchchff, professor 
and dean of the Faculty of 
Veterinary Science, the Uni¬ 
versity of Melbourne, and 
co-author with Professor Paul 
Morley, Colorado State Uni¬ 
versity, and Professor Alan 
Guthrie, University of Pretoria 
in South Africa. “To date, 
there has been only a limited 
amount of high-quality evi¬ 
dence—and none matching 
the quality of this study—to 


inform the debate. We know 
that furosemide is associated 
with improved performance, 
and that exercise-induced pul¬ 
monary hemorrhage (EIPH) 
markedly affects race perfor¬ 
mance. But we didn’t know the 
answer to the third-and most 
important-leg of the trifecta: 
Whether furosemide is effec¬ 
tive in treating EIPH. We now 
know.” 

The study, “Efficacy of 
furosemide for prevention of 
exercise-induced pulmonary 
hemorrhage in Thoroughbred 
race horses,” which appears 
in the July 1, 2009, issue of 
the JAVMA, is the first of its 
kind to draw a definitive link 
between the use of the drug and 
the prevention of the bleeding 
condition in Thoroughbreds. 

The study included 167 
Thoroughbred race horses who 
performed under typical racing 
conditions in South Africa 
between November 20 and 
November 28, 2007. Each

horse in the study raced twice, 
once after receiving furosemide 
before the race and once after 
receiving a placebo. The results 
showed that horses were three 
to 11 times as likely to have 
EIPH after placebo adminis¬ 
tration as they were after 
administration of furosemide. 
In addition, about two-thirds 
of the horses that had EIPH 
after administration of the pla¬ 
cebo had a reduction in EIPH 
severity when treated with 
furosemide. 

Hinchchff, Morley and 
Guthrie conducted what is 
considered the ‘‘gold standard” 
of scientific studies, perform¬ 
ing a well-designed, random¬ 
ized, controlled clinical trial. 

“The study could not have 
been conducted without the 
strong support of the rac¬ 
ing industry, both through 


the Grays on-Jockey Club 
Research Foundation and Rac¬ 
ing Medication and Testing 
Consortium in the United 
States, and the racing industry 
in South Africa,” said Guthrie. 

“This study design is similar 
to those used to test the effica¬ 
cy of treatment in human med¬ 
icine,” Morley said. “To date, 
such studies have been uncom¬ 
mon in veterinary science, and 
we believe that our study is 
unique among studies of drug 
efficacy in race horses under 
conditions of racing. The rig¬ 
orous approach to study design 
resulted in a very clear result.”

AAEP ISSUES RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR PURCHASE EXAMS 
AT PUBLIC AUCTIONS 


T 'he Public Auction Task 
Force of the American 
Association of Equine 
Practitioners (AAEP) has 
developed recommendations 
regarding the use of radio- 
graphic reports as part of the 
pre-purchase exams that are 
conducted on horses for sale 
at pubhc auctions. The goal 
of the task force is to pro¬ 
mote ethical practices during 
the sales process, particularly at 
Thoroughbred auctions. 

“We view our recommen¬ 
dations as a ‘best practices’ 
approach that is apphcable to 
veterinarians as well as buyers 
and sellers,” said AAEP presi¬ 
dent Harry W Werner VMD. 
“It is our hope that everyone 
involved in the buying and sell¬ 
ing of horses will embrace the 
highest standards of profes¬ 
sional behavior.” 


Following are key principles 
from the task force: 

• Interpretation of radio¬ 
graphs should be performed 
by a veterinarian retained to 
represent the buyer. The integ¬ 
rity of the sales process could 
be jeopardized if a buyer relies 
solely on a radiographic report 
provided by the seller’s veteri¬ 
narian. 

• Modification or alteration 
of radiographic reports by a 
veterinarian or anyone involved 


with the sales process is consid¬ 
ered unethical and fraudulent. 

• Veterinarians with owner¬ 
ship in horses being presented 
for sale at pubhc auction should 
avoid being involved in the 
representation of those horses 
to potential buyers, including 
performing radiographic or 
endoscopic exams.

IDENTIFICATION SERVICES 


T he Jockey Club has 
enhanced its free Tattoo 
Identification Services by 
adding access to its markings 
database to the tattoo research 
module. 

The free tattoo identification 
service was unveiled in April to 
help owners identify tattooed 
but unknown Thoroughbreds 
in their possession. 

For legible tattoos, owners 
can use a free tattoo lookup 
feature available from The 
Jockey Club’s Web site, and 
for illegible tattoos or partial 
tattoos, customer service rep¬ 
resentatives from the registry 
are available to provide free 
research of a Thoroughbred’s 
identity using the information 
contained in The Jockey Club’s 
database, including color, mark¬ 
ings and photographs. 


The response was extraordi¬ 
nary, with more than 1,700

A rmed with a checkbook 
and more enthusiasm than 
experience, Larry Johnson 
accompanied his grandfather, 
trainer Earl Johnson, to a Fasig- 
Tipton sale at Timonium in late 
in 1978. As Johnson recalls it, 
he purchased a 2-year-old filly 
for $2,400 ‘‘because I thought 
she was really pretty, and I had 
no idea what I was doing.” 

Named Ran’s Chick, the 
daughter of the Bold Ruler 
stallion The Big Boss had no 
credentials to speak of. “You 
could look back three genera¬ 
tions in that family, and the 
most money any horse had 
won was about $9,000. And 
in today's market, that $2,400 
would have been overpaying 
for her,” Johnson admitted. His 
new purchase bowed a tendon 
two months after he bought 
her and never made it to the 
starting gate. 

Ran's Chick went from rac¬ 
ing prospect to broodmare, 
and became the foundation of 
Johnson's breeding and racing 
program, which for many years 
has ranked among the most 
active and successful in this 
region. 

Of Ran's Chick's 13 foals to 
race, 11 were winners. But the 
standout among them all would 
prove to be a lovely, well-bal¬ 
anced chestnut by Parfaitement 
whom Johnson named Special 
Kell after his youngest daugh¬ 
ter, Kelly. 

“She was a terrific race 
horse,” Johnson said of Special 
KeU, a foal of 1987. “We ran 
her six times as a 4-year-old; 
she won five. In four of those 
races, she went to the front, got 
passed, and then came back. 
She just wouldn't lose. She would 
win by a nose, a head, but she 
would win. She won on the dirt, 
the grass-it didn't matter.” 

Among Special Kell's tri¬ 
umphs in 1991 was Laurel 
Park's Very Subtle Breeders' 
Cup Handicap. Winning six 
of her 15 lifetime starts, she 
earned $100,916 before retiring 
and delivering 12 foals. And,

Hke her dam. Special Kell has 
proven her true value through 
her offspring. 

Her first foal was the Mead- 
owlake fiUy Magical Meadow. 
Sold as a yearling at Saratoga 
for $120,000 in 1996, Magical 
Meadow was Johnson's first 
commercial success. 

“She was bought by a guy in 
California,” Johnson said. “She 
got hurt at 3, so I made a deal 
to buy her back for $20,000. 
In 2003, I bred her to Street 
Cry (Ire). Then I sold that colt 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
July sale for $160,000, and at 
that point I was thinking, ‘This 
is ALL terrific.' But I got a 
call two days later from Eddie 
Woods that the horse was an 
unannounced cribber, and he 
was remrning him to me. I 
knew he was a cribber, but 
I wasn't paying any attention 
and it didn't get mentioned. 
So I've got these horses that 
are like boomerangs-they go 
but they come back. And that's 
how I ended up with Street 
Magician.” 

Johnson's current stable 
star. Street Magician won Pim¬ 
lico's Hirsch Jacobs Stakes-G3 
and Gulfs tream's Aventura 
Stakes at 3. Now 5, he set a new 
track record at Presque Isle 
Downs on June 7 with a score in 


the five and a half-furlong Karl 
Boyes Memorial Northwestern 
PA Stakes. That impressive 
debut on a synthetic surface 
has Johnson and trainer Mike 
Trombetta considering ship¬ 
ping Street Magician to Cali¬ 
fornia. “There are a few Grade 
1 s out there on synthetics, as is 
the Breeders' Cup. Mike and I 
are talking pretty regularly 
about it,” Johnson said. 

Meanwhile, StreetMagician's 
dam and granddam are fat and 
happy at Johnson's 175-acre 
Legacy Farm in Bluemont, Va. 

In addition to Magical 
Meadow, who was bred this 
spring to 2007 Kentucky Derby 
winner Street Sense, Johnson 
has retained three other Special 
Kell daughters. 

Star Kell (by Star de Naskra) 
is the dam of another of 
Johnson's sohd performers. 
What Time It Is (by Partner's 
Hero). Star Kell is currently in 
foal to Henny Hughes. 

Stakes-placed Wonder ous 
Woman (by Partner's Hero) 
was bred to Rockport Harbor 
for 2010. 

The Parmer's Hero—Special 
KeU cross is so highly prized 
by Johnson that her daughter 
Keeper KeU, by Two Punch, 
was also sent to the son of 
Danzig this year. 


“I've spent a lot of money 
in stud fees, but these mares 
have been very good to me,” 
Johnson noted. 

But Special KeU and her 
daughters aren't the only 
Legacy Farm success stories 
tracing back to Ran's Chick. 

Special Kell's half-sis¬ 
ter Turn to T. J. (by Turn to 
Reason) produced two stakes 
winners from two foals—Star 
Trace, an earner of $201,764; 
and T. J.'s Turn, the dam of 
stakes winner T. J.'s Posse. 

Another half-sister, What- 
wouldhappenif (by Red Monk), 
was even more proUfic. Among 
her nine winners were stakes 
winner/stakes producer What 
It Is and stakes-placed Not What 
I Do (also a stakes producer), 
Dowhatisay and What Do I Do. 
Winning daughter Dowhatyou- 
wanttwodo is the dam of stakes 
winner Parmers Due. 

Last mated in 2008 at age 
21, Special KeU shpped that 
foal, prompting Johnson to 
retire her. Legacy Farm's grand 
matriarch Uves a Ufe of leisure 
but stiU travels the pastures 
with an “I'm very special” air 
about her. 

Her final three foals wUl 
carry Johnson's colors at the 
races. A Change of Heart, a 
2005 colt by Forest Camp, was 
sent out by Trombetta to a 
maiden special weight victory 
on June 20 at Colonial Downs. 
The Kafwain colt Specialalter- 
native, now 3, is in training with 
Graham Motion at Fair HiU. 
One last visit to Parmer's Hero 
resulted in a colt in 2007. The 
name Hero's End was submit¬ 
ted for the youngster, presently 
at the Webb CarroU Training 
Center in South CaroUna. 

Shaking his head with a 
smile, Johnson still marvels 
at the great good formne his 
modest investment has borne 
over the past three decades. 
“It's reaUy crazy. Every time 
I thought I'd gotten the last 
out of this famUy, along came 
another one.”

Maryland 
racing holds its 
own with two 
big event days 
set for this fall 


T here are no guarantees in life, and those of us who make our 
livelihood in Maryland’s racing industry were left to ponder 
that reality after Pimlico’s spring meet ended on May 23. 
Racing dates for the remainder of the year had not been 
announced as Maryland tracks entered into their prescribed 
hiatus during the Colonial Downs meet that extended from June 
5 to July 28 in Virginia, The entire month of June came and went 
without official word on the summer/fall schedule. 

Meanwhile, with the cloud of Magna Entertainment Corp.’s 
bankruptcy and possible change in track ownership (still no 
definitive word on that). . . a troubled economy. . . and the first 
infusion of slots revenue still close to a year away, Maryland 
racing appeared to be in as precarious a state as at any time in its 
nearly 300-year history. 

Finally, in early July, the Maryland Jockey Club unveiled a live 
racing schedule for the remainder of 2009 at Laurel Park that, if 
not noteworthy for its largesse, is reassuringly similar to last year. 
In fact, it actually improves on last year’s program with not one, 
but two, big event days. 

The only significant change is a positive one-the return of 
the Grade 1 $300,000 Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash, which 
was eliminated from last year’s schedule as a cost-cutting move, 
and brought back to keep it from losing its premier grading. 

As happened in 2008, all open stakes (with the exception 
of the De Francis Dash) were stricken from the books. The 
Maryland-bred Fund program and Jim McKay Maryland 
Million—always a bright spot on the calendar—thus have a 
mission of maintaining stakes-caHber competition within the 
state, while also rewarding those who support Maryland breeding. 

This will be the 24th edition of the Maryland Million, which 
is set for September 26. Also known as Maryland’s Day at the 
Races, the event for nominated Maryland-sired runners remains 
an all-around success that has been frequently imitated but never 
duphcated. 

The announcement of an 11 -day mini-meet at Laurel Park 
during August, and a 57-day Laurel fall meet (September 12 
through December 19) is in a sense an affirmation that Maryland 
is managing to hold its own. Which is the best that we can hope 
for, until the slots program approved in the November 2008 
statewide referendum kicks in and this state has the opportunity 
to forge ahead with an influx of purse money and a revitali 2 ed 
breeding fund. ^ 
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WIN OR LOSE, 
THEY’VE 
GOT GAME

I come the advertised 

X offerings of Summer 
Hill Farm in West Friendship, 
Md. “Boarding, layups and leg- 
ups.” 

This proves an incomplete 
list of services. It ignores Sum¬ 
mer Hill’s range as animal Eden 
and conversational playhouse. 

Down the long, paved drive, 
past a small marquee advising, 
“Please drive slowly. Our squir¬ 
rels don’t know one nut from 
another,” to a comely white 
country house well trimmed 
with pines, azaleas and rhodo¬ 
dendron, an engaging matinee 
awaits. 

The Mobberlej Story feamres 
farm owner Gretchen and 
daughter Bird as themselves, a 
cameo by Summer HiU man¬ 
ager Grady Griffin, and a sup¬ 
porting cast that includes a 
Thoroughbred from death row, 
a nurse mare, three rescued cats 
(one an illegal immigrant) and a 
salvaged burro. (The adopted 
chickens? They’re clucking 
and crowing unconstrained at 
the Mobberleys’ Laurel Park 
stable.) 

THE SCENE 

A dinette table off the 
Summer Hill kitchen, Gretchen 
and Bird seated at opposite 
ends. The coordinated furnish¬ 
ings reflect taste and style. The 
chef’s kitchen, with clustered 
pots and implements descend¬ 
ing the ceiling, is an admitted 
prop; in this two-story, origi¬ 
nal 18th-century log home 
framed by two larger, stucco 
additions, the microwave does 
the cooking. Through sliding 
glass doors, a built-in pool can 
be seen and, beyond that, a 
brown-fenced field. 

The dialogue between 
Gretchen and Bird presents a 
verbal serve and volley, deftly 
dehvered without cue or affec¬ 
tation. 

THE PLAYERS 

Gretchen Mobberley-At 
once saucy, tough and tender, 
a lifelong horsewoman and 
animal lover from Virginia 
who’s lived the past 40 years 
in Howard County, Md. After 
horse-training husband Jack 
died in 1995, Gretchen carried 
on the stable with accustomed 
pep; today, she still gallops and

shows horses. Gretchen can 
incite or empower to full effect: 
known for lavish outbursts, she 
also co-founded the Howard 
County (Md.) Horse Show 
Association to better endear 
young riders to the undertak¬ 
ing and to coax accessibility. 
Gretchen has a smoker’s voice 
and a worker’s hand, blond- 
ish waves that frame her face 
and green eyes with bursts of 
brown around the pupils. Her 
raspy words impart spunk and 
drive, an educated past, self¬ 
assuredness. She has a nuanced 
bearing that imphes patrician 
pedigree; her ancestry bears 
Harry Byrd, former Virginia 
governor and U.S. senator. Yet 
Gretchen resists opening the 
family scrapbook, other than 
to say an uncle raised her in 
Manassas, Va. Age too is taboo. 
“I’m over 50,” she says. 

Bird Mobberley-Gret- 
chen’s devoted adult daughter 
and general aide-de-camp. 
Herself an accomplished horse¬ 
woman and preservationist. 
Bird contents to play a sup¬ 
porting role to her mother’s 
lead. She conveys without 
flaunting a broad knowledge 
of family Thoroughbreds and 
often finishes Gretchen’s spo¬ 
ken thoughts with fact or suf¬ 
fix. Gretchen named her Jenni¬ 
fer Bird Mobberley, used the 
middle name “because she 
looked hke a tittle bird.” Bird’s 
understated way masks a pierc¬ 
ing wit borne of an even, oper¬ 
atic tone. She’s given to com¬ 
mitment, taking lessons in golf 
and, even now, every other 
week, in riding with a show 
horse trainer. Yet she playfully 
acknowledges limitations, such 
as cooking. “I failed home-ec,” 
she says. “Food caught on fire 
with me, and alarms went off, 
and everyone had to evacuate 
the building. I got in trouble 
’cause I thought it was funny.” 

ACT ONE: HOME 

House tights down in a sun- 
washed room, Gretchen raises 
a half-clenched right hand to 
show a temporarily insepara¬ 
ble thumb, index and middle 
finger; she’d just re-glued the 
gasket to the driver’s door of 
her tittle green Honda SUV. 
This metaphor instructs that 
the plain-spoken Gretchen is 
accustomed to sticky situations. 


Often these involve people 
who fail animals. 

People tike Ernie ParagaUo. 

Bird: “I cannot believe 
someone would do that to an 
innocent animal. They totally 
depend on us to take care of 
’em. And the horses, they give 
you so much. They give you 
everything.” 

Gretchen: “They’re tike chil¬ 
dren. They depend on you to 
feed them, to clean after them. 
Everything.” 

In 2004, the Mobberleys 
sold at Timonium a home¬ 
bred yearling son of Partner’s 
Hero and the second foal from 
Pauline’s Prospect. 

Gretchen: “And who bought 
the yearling?” 

Bird: “M and H Stable. It 
was a pinhooker.” 

Gretchen: “And he put him 
in the 2-year-olds in training 
sale, and he brought what? A 
hundred and ...” 

Bird: “Twenty thousand.” 
[Note: This appears a rare 


misstatement by Bird, the sale 
recorded at $110,000.] 

Gretchen: “And ParagaUo 
bought him. And he was 
named Scanlon’s Song, and he 
broke his maiden in New York 
by many, many lengths, and he 
nominated him to the Derby. 
Well... the horse went downhill. 
And he didn’t make the Derby. 
But, during this period, some 
agent from New York caUed 
and wanted to know if I would 
seU Pauline’s Prospect, and he 
wanted her for ParagaUo.” 

Bird: “And Joyce [a fiUy for- 
maUy caUed Val’s Hero], who 
was a full sister” to Scanlon’s 
Song. 

Gretchen: “The yearling. 
And I said. Yes. Of course 
they’re for sale.’ And they 
paid me a very good price for 
them.” 

A hand-written note on 
Summer HUl Farm stationery 
accompanied the horses to 
Paragallo’s Center Brook Farm 
near Albany, N.Y It bore the 
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Bird Mobberley shows off Pauline's Prospect, who is well on her way to a 
full recovery from near starvation. As soon as they heard about inhumane 
conditions at Ernie Paragaiio's farm in New York, the Mobberieys 
tracked down the mare they had sold to him, and brought her home. 


good counsel of a loyal care¬ 
taker: 

Pauline is timid with other mares. 
Pauline's Prospect is a very sweet 
mare. She has no vices nor bad habits. 
She had been running in and out of 
a shed, fed twice a day. We always 
have round bales out in the winter. 
She is accustomed to coming in the 
barn nights at about 30 days before 
she is due to foal She has never had 
any troublefoaling. The yearling also 
runs in and out of a shed. She is 
grained twice a day and has a round 
bale at her disposal Our fields are 
large and she has been with six other 
yearlings. She comes in the barn once 
a week for dinner and to be checked 
and handled. Best of luck with them 
and if you have any questions call 
me — Gretchen. 

This past April, Bird hap¬ 
pened upon an item on The 
Chronicle of the Horse Web site 
that reported the seizure of 


long-neglected horses at Para- 
gallo's farm. She instantly 
thought of Pauline, Joyce and 
Hack, Scanlon’s Song’s pet 
name, and found her mother 
downstairs. ‘T have something 
horrible to tell you.” 

Authorities had seized 177 
ailing, starving, scabby, wormy, 
lice-infested horses and 
entrusted them to the Colum- 
bia-Greene Humane Society of 
Hudson, N.Y., for vetting, safe¬ 
guarding and rehabilitation. 

Paragallo, an investment 
banker and computer soft¬ 
ware executive, had founded 
Paraneck Stable in 1991 and 
soon made millions pinhook¬ 
ing. One horse returned to him 
for an ankle chip. Unbridled’s 
Song, won the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile-G1 and finished fifth 
as 1996 Kentucky Derby favor¬ 
ite. By track, by auction ring 


and now as a sire. Unbridled’s 
Song became a nationwide 
attraction. 

On April 10, Paragallo 
was charged with 22 counts 
of animal cruelty. Then Bird 
appeared in the Summer HiU 
kitchen, and Gretchen was dial¬ 
ing Columbia-Greene. 

Pauhne’s Prospect was 
among those rescued, they told 
her, but there was no record of 
Scanlon’s Song or Val’s Hero. 

Gretchen: “Now, when the 
humane society took over at 
that place, there were five dead 
horses on the ground that they 
knew of And the help said they 
had buried some.” 

Bird groans. 

Gretchen: “But, I mean, 
would that ever occur to you? 
That somebody would give that 
kind of money for horses and 
starve them?” p^ith incredu- 
hty.] “And the man has money. 
Now, if you have almost 200 
horses on a farm, wouldn’t you 
go and look at them sometime? 
Or you have somebody check. 
You go talk to your manager. 
You do something. Even if you 
have goldfish, you make sure.” 

She petitioned Columbia- 
Greene for Pauhne’s return, 
which required a wait for the 
15-year-old mare to be fortified 
and deloused, and a Maryland 
veterinarian’s affidavit affirm¬ 
ing Summer Hill’s commitment 
to the animal. 

Bird: “At least they cared.” 

Gretchen: “They wanted to 
make sure she wasn’t going to 
another concentration camp.” 

Katrina Groboski, a Colum¬ 
bia-Greene adoption counselor, 
says Gretchen’s was among 
the first calls she received. 
“She made an impression on 
me because she was warm,” 
Groboski says. “It wasn’t hke a 
business transaction. It was hke 
she was putting her family back 
together.” 

Gretchen made arrange¬ 
ments with a private shipper, 
who, for $500, brought Pauhne 
home “in a big box stall with 
lots of straw.” 

As April waned, Pauhne’s 
Prospect gingerly descended a 
ramp to her old playground. 
Her chocolate coat was dull 
and patchy; her ribs were jut¬ 
ting, her hips sunken. 


Gretchen: “I thought I was 
going to vomit. It was hor¬ 
rible.” 

Then, as if to ease the grief, 
the mare nickered. 

Gretchen: “And Bird had 
some. . .” 

Bird: “Peppermints.” 

Gretchen: “Pauhne always 
loved peppermints. And she 
gave Pauhne peppermints, and 
we said, Hhis is probably the 
first time she’s had a pepper¬ 
mint since she left.’ ” 

Back with some old pas¬ 
ture pals, Pauhne was fed six 
times a day, small amounts, and 
allowed short paddock spells. 
Within two weeks, she was tak¬ 
ing regular meals three times 
a day. She’d gained more than 
100 pounds. Her coat and eyes 
and gait were brighter. 

Gretchen: “Enough good 
things can’t be said about the 
humane society up there.” 

Bird: “They were great.” 

Gretchen: “They were won- 
derfiil.” 

Bird: “Very helpful.” 

ACT TWO: THE 
SKY’S THE LIMIT 

After she graduated from 
Wilham and Mary College, 
entered a pre-veterinary pro¬ 
gram at Virginia Tech (then 
commonly called VPI) and 
began dating classmate Jack 
Mobberley, a guy she’d known 
from the Virginia horse scene 
most of her hfe, Gretchen 
Burhen endured an experience 
so crushing that she quit school 
and entered the workforce. 

As a flight attendant. 

Gretchen [still trying to 
work the glue off her fingers]: 
“I wanted to be a vet, and all 
of my professors wrote won¬ 
derful letters for me to get 
into vet school. The head of 
our department was a com¬ 
mon bastard who didn’t hke 
women. And I went to see 
him for an interview about get¬ 
ting into that school, and he 
said he would do everything 
in his power to keep me out 
of that school. And the only 
reason was, I would be tak¬ 
ing the place of a man who 
would go to vet school and be 
a veterinarian and practice, and 
I’d probably just get married 
and never practice veterinary 
medicine. And, I mean, I have 
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a bit of a temper, and I wanted 
to reach across that desk [she 
uncorks a laugh] and hit that 
sonofabitch. 

“Really, I had every right to 
go to vet school, and I was 
cut down just like that And, 
I mean, I was devastated; I 
was totally devastated. Why 
would this man do this to me? 
I had worked hard at school; I 
mean, I could do anything that 
any of the boys could do. I 
sheared sheep. I castrated cat- 
de. I trimmed cattie’s hooves. 
I showed catde for the school. 
Well, after that, I didn't want to 
do school any more. That was 
it. It totally crushed my spirit. 
I had to do something else 
and just clear my mind and get 
myself together." 

For Capital Airlines, long 
since absorbed by United, 
Gretchen donned a khaki 
skirt and stockings, waist 
jacket, brown shoes with a 
slight heel, a “dumb-looking 
hat" and became a stewardess. 
Both of her William and Mary 
roommates had taken to the 
air. Gretchen worked domestic 
flights. Chicago. Minneapohs- 
St. Paul in winter’s grip. A lot 
of charters. 

Quiet at the table. Bird 
doesn’t feign a snicker until 
prompted. 

Bird [pitch rising, giggle 
starting]: ‘Well, I can’t picmre 
someone asking for another 
cup of coffee." [Gathering her¬ 
self]: “But she’s the kind of 
person that, if she puts her 
mind to something, she can 
do it." 

The job allowed Gretchen 
five days off at the end of 
each month, time enough to 
show horses back home in 
Manassas. Two years of fly¬ 
ing eased Gretchen’s vet school 
angst; she closed the last over¬ 
head compartment and opened 
the barn door. She remrned to 
Virginia and married Jack; they 
eventually bought a place in 
Middleburg, Va., made a living 
with show horses, hunters, race 
horses, broke yearhngs. When 
the chents waned, Gretchen 
went to work for Audley Farm, 
then trainers Hubert Phipps 
and Glenn BaUenger. Ballenger 
wintered in Middleburg; when 
he shipped to Pimhco that 
spring, he asked Gretchen to 
gallop horses there temporarily. 


Gretchen: “And then he had 
a horse called. . . “ 

Bird: “Equifun.” 

Gretchen [excitedly]: Yeah! 
Equifun, who was a real nice 
filly. And she was a funny 
fiUy, and I got along with her 
real well, and he sent her to 
Chicago for a stake [the Beverly 
Handicap, Washington Park], 
and she won the stake, and 
set [tied, actually] an American 
record for fillies and mares 
going a flat mile" in 1:34. 

Once Ballenger’s every¬ 
day exercise riders reemerged, 
Gretchen joined Jack in his 
burgeoning pubhc stable. It 
was the 1960s; seeds planted, 
the next three decades yielded 
steady fruit. 

Gretchen: “Our first stakes 
winner was. . ." 

Bird: “AH Ahead?" 

Gretchen: “All Ahead." 
She says she and Jack bought 
the fiUy at Keeneland for 
$3,500. Gretchen took her to 
Rockingham Park and left with 
the Rockette Stakes trophy and 
purse. 

Gretchen [matter of factly]: 
“I did my thing. He [Jack] did his 
thing. I went to Rockingham. I 
went to Narragansett. I went 
to Detroit. I took a string every 
chance I got. I did not get 
along with Jack." 

However crossed the wires, 
the messages conveyed. After 
All Ahead, the Mobberleys 
developed multiple stakes win¬ 
ners Sarre Green, Jolly John, 
Applause, Scotch Heather, Jet 
Stream. Jet Stream out-earned 
the lot at $426,058, and the 
Mobberleys bred and stood 
JoUy John, but none lit the sta¬ 
ble hke Sarre Green. Reportedly 
claimed for $6,000 (Gretchen 
insists $4,000), Sarre Green 
retired 23-for-78, winning three 
stakes (two graded), placing in 
six others and becoming the 
Mobberleys’ foundation mare. 

Gretchen typically gal¬ 
loped a dozen or more horses 
a morning then, gave assess¬ 
ments to Jack, then spent the 
afternoon ponying at the races 
or foxhunting at home and, if 
time allowed, schoohng show 
ponies. 

“There seems to be no limit 
to how much riding Gretchen 
will do," Jack told a reporter in 
the early 1970s. “If we had an 
indoor ring, she’d be out there 


HERO CONTINUES TO 
BRING REWARDS 


n April 13, 2006, in 
the Laurel Park din¬ 
ing room, trainer Dale 
Capuano offered food for 
thought. 

He leafed through the 
day’s racing program, looked 
up at client Bob Haynes and 
pointed to a $20,000 claimer 
of interest: the Gretchen 
Mobberley homebred Heros 
Reward. 

A professional fundraiser 
from Potomac, Md., Haynes 
had had many tastes of the rac¬ 
ing game-booking mounts, 
pinhooking, gambling. Heros 
Reward (Partner’s Hero— 
Lifes Passage, by Caveat), a 
winner once in four starts, he 
deemed a gamble. 

Thoughts exchanged, a 
claim slip was completed at 
the table, and Haynes and 
Capuano headed toward the 
race track. The horses were 
approaching the paddock. 

Haynes’s first take on 
Heros Reward: compact, 
sleek-looking, muscular. “He 
really caught my eye." 

The owner said he saw 
Bird Mobberley close by, 
good-looking sunglasses rest¬ 
ing above her forehead. 
“ ‘Hey,Bird,’" Haynes recalled 
saying. “ ‘If I claim your horse, 
can I have your glasses?’ She 
ht up and said, ‘Absolutely.’" 

The claim slip dropped, 
Haynes watched the odds 
board with dismay; Heros 
Reward was 25-1. 

“I was embarrassed," he 
said. He considered making 
a win bet. 

After Heros Reward’s 
sixth-place finish, Haynes 
said Gretchen greeted him 
cordially. “This is a nice 
horse," she told him. “I think 
he’ll do okay." 

Bird offered her sunglasses 
to Haynes: “Here you go." 

“I took your horse," he 
told her. “I don’t want to take 
your glasses too." 

It seemed that Haynes and 
minority partner Jayne Marie 
Slysz hadn’t taken much. 
Heros Reward again lagged 


in his first start off the claim 
a month later, rested three 
months, then resurfaced for 
$5,000 at Delaware Park. “We 
were one race away from a 
giveaway," he said. 

Gretchen said she consid¬ 
ered claiming him back but 
couldn’t make the Delaware 
race, in which Heros Reward 
finished second. 

Capuano uncharacteristic¬ 
ally advanced the gelding into 
a $10,000 claimer and again 
to $15,000, both nondescript 
dirt races, then spoke the 
words that changed every¬ 
thing: “Let’s run him on turf." 

Haynes said he diligent¬ 
ly researched the prospect; 
printouts and data spreads 
projected a fruitless grass 
fiimre for Heros Reward. 
Capuano entered him any¬ 
way, in a non-winners of 
two claimer for $20,000, and 
spoke of playing the 61-1 
longshot. Haynes said he 
talked him out of it. Steadied, 
checked and brushed, Heros 
Reward missed winning the 
five-furlong race by half a 
length. A turf-sprinting beast 
had been revealed. 

Heros Reward has since 
won six stakes and placed 
in five others, five in graded 
company. Holder of multiple 
Maryland-bred champion 
titles, including 2007 Horse 
of the Year, he finished a 
creditable fifth in the inau¬ 
gural Breeders’ Cup Turf 
Sprint last fall at Santa Anita, 
and won his first start back 
this season, the Grade 3 
Shaker town Stakes at Keene¬ 
land. The Mobberleys have 
shared the rewards in breeder 
bonuses, accolades and blood 
relatives. 

“I’m thrilled, of course," 
Gretchen Mobberley said. 
“He was claimed for the price 
I had on him." 

For Haynes, April 13, 
2006, took on new meaning. 
Before the claim, he’d only 
known it only as the 40 th 
anniversary of his father’s 
death. / Vinnk Perrone 
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JACK MOBBERLEY: 
GONE BUT NOT FORGOHEN 



J et Stream was declin¬ 
ing. For three years he'd 
been a stakes-running 
power in Maryland, winning 
four handicaps and nearly 
$400,000. But this was 1993, 
and trainer Jack Mobberley 
had just watched his 7-year- 
old homebred beat one horse 
in a $14,500 claimer. 

“I know how he feels," 
Mobberley said, ‘dVe got a 
lot of old problems creeping 
up on me." 

The sentiment reflected 
much about Jack—his bal¬ 
ance, calmness, deference. 
He apphed salves to horses, 
and to certain circumstances 
that might arise from wife 
Gretchen's outspokenness. 

“I looked to Jack hke 
my dad," said Bobby T.illi s, 
a salaried exercise rider 
for the Mobberleys for six 
years before becoming a 
Maryland horsemen’s official. 
‘‘Gretchen and I never fought 
a lot. When there was friction 
between Gretchen and [me]. 
Jack would pull me aside and 
say, ‘Give her time; she’ll cool 
down.’" 

Born in Arlington, Va., 
and raised in Fairfax, Jack 
had long known Gretchen 
through horse shows when 
they married in 1951. By then, 
he had pulled out of Virginia 
Tech just a few credits shy of 
an agriculture degree. 

The Mobberleys moved 
to Maryland, started a public 
stable, bred and campaigned 
a corps of stakes winners, 
more than 20 in all. Shedrow 
eruptions notwithstanding, 
Lillis said, the barn functioned 
with aim and precision. 


“They had a lot of horses, 
but you got ’em out and you 
got done early," liUis said. 
“They were efficient; it was 
just hke clockwork. You’d 
show up in the morning, 
you’d look at the chart, look 
at the horses you’re gettin’ on; 
it told you whether you were 
goin’ one mile or two miles 
or working. You also knew 
if you were gonna go before 
the break or after the break. 
It was a very set routine. 

“I think Jack probably had 
the managerial skills, where 
Gretchen had aU the appro¬ 
priate skills to take care of 
the horse —knew what was 
wrong, knew what they 
needed. Not to take anything 
away from Jack. I have the 
utmost respect for Gretchen 
Mobberley. Her horseman¬ 
ship. Her expertise. The way 
she takes care of her animals. 
Always, the horses come 
first." 

In later years. Jack served 
on the board of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association. MTHA execu¬ 
tive secretary Wayne Wright 
remembers one crucial issue 
in 1995, as much for the pre¬ 
lude as the outcome. 

On the day of the board 
meeting, Wright said, he took 
a call from Mobberley, then 
terminally ill with cancer. “If 
you need my help," Jack told 
him, “I’ll be there." 

“That’s the kind of guy 
Jack Mobberley was," Wright 
said. “He was a great influ¬ 
ence in the industry. People 
listened to him. They respect¬ 
ed Jack."

until midnight. I’m threatening 
to build a ring just to see how 
long she can ride." 

Gretchen: “I’m good at it. 
I’m not as good as I used to be 
.. . It’s easy for me. It’s peaceful 
out there, usually. I like to ride. 
I hke horses, and I hke squir- 
relly filhes. I hke mares that are 
nervous, and I can cahn them." 

Bird: “She has gotten along 
with some Froot Loops. She 
can cahn them and just give 
them confidence. They’ll be 
nervous and stuff, and pretty 
soon you look, and they’re 
walkin’ home on a loose rein." 

Loose rein? The front door 
opens, and a black Labrador 
Retriever tears in, trailed by 
farm manager Grady Griffin. 
The dog. Shadow, was a 
birthday gift to Grady from 
Gretchen and Bird. 

Back to the filhes, and a few 
of the standouts. 

Scotch Heather. 

Grady [quietly, from the 
kitchen]: “Mean bitch." 

Bird: “She was." 

Gretchen: “A big gray mare, 
and I reaUy hked her, and she 
hked me; we got along real 
weU. But she didn’t hke other 
people except for her groom, 
Ike Rouse. He was the most 
talented groom I ever had; a 
great horseman. And she loved 
Ike. And a vet could not go in 
the stall with her, or a black¬ 
smith, unless either I or Ike 
were there to hold her for them. 
And she was a wonderful kicker. 
And these people that are gal¬ 
loping wrong-way on the track, 
if they tried to come too close 
to her, she nailed them." 

Bird: “And remember when 
[former horse identifier] Coley 
Bhnd. . . 

Gretchen [interrupting]: 
“And they couldn’t check her 
pip] tattoo. Never could. She 
would rear up and slap you 
with her front feet. She was her 
own person, but she was great." 

Applause. 

Gretchen: “She was a feisty 
tittle mare. And speed. Bill. . ." 

Bird: “Backer." 

Gretchen: “[Owner] Bill 
Backer called me. She died this 
winter. She was pretty old." 

On the claim of Sarre (pro¬ 
nounced Sairy) Green: 

Gretchen: “I was ponying 
horses then, and I was sitting 
on my pony one day, and I 


watched this mare run, and she 
made a fabulous run. I don’t 
remember if she won that 
day—I don’t think she did—but 
she came from way out of it. 
And I looked her over, and I 
hked her. And, I mean, she was 
not a pretty mare; she was a big, 
raw-boned mare. 

“Sarre was another wonder¬ 
ful kicker. And she had been 
abused. She didn’t trust any¬ 
body. Scotch Heather was never 
abused; she’d abuse people. An 
abused horse will go to the back 
of their stall; they won’t come 
out to greet you; they won’t 
look for their peppermints and 
their carrots; they’ll stay in the 
back, and when you go into 
the stall with them, they’ll duck 
away from you. If you go to 
raise your hand for any reason, 
they’ll duck—they’ve been hit. 
If you’ve got to get the bridle 
on them, it’s hard to get the bit 
in their mouth; they’re head- 
shy. They have a fear of people. 
A horse’s defense is fight or 
flight, and they will take one 
or the other. Sometimes they’ll 
take both." 

ACT THREE; PASSAGES 

One morning in the early 
1990s, a Laurel Park ambulance 
driver desperately summoned 
a medical helicopter from the 
University of Maryland Shock 
Trauma Center. A horse had 
savagely kicked a woman. Time 
was fleeting. 

Gretchen: “Spence saved 
my life." 

Bird: “I think it’s Conrad 
Spence." 

Gretchen: “I had a horrible 
accident, and I was kicked in 
the stomach, and my stomach 
ruptured, and I lost a whole 
lot of parts. And Spence was 
there-he ordered the chopper 
right away. If he hadn’t done 
that, I wouldn’t be here. I went 
to Shock Trauma—they were 
absolutely fabulous. The doc¬ 
tors did a wonderful job. My 
stomach had to be rerouted; I 
lost a lot of intestines. My pan¬ 
creas was fracmred, and that 
had to be sutured." 

Bird: “There’s not a lot to 
ya, anyway." 

Gretchen: “We joked a lot 
when I got better, and one of 
them even showed me how 
to get up on the roof, where I 
could smoke cigarettes."

A quizzical reaction. 

Gretchen: ‘‘Uh-huh. One 
of the doctors, he bent over 
me, and he had a pack of ciga¬ 
rettes in the shirt pocket, and I 
said, ‘Oh, you smokef He said, 
Aeah.’ I said, dVe been going 
crazy.’ ” 

Doctors warned Jack and 
Bird of possible extensive 
downside; a four-month hos¬ 
pital stay might be optimistic. 
Sixteen days later, Gretchen 
was home. 

Injured June 19. Discharged 
July 5. On Chuckles the lead 
pony in August despite tubes 
to drain pancreatic fluid. 

Bird, on attempting to dis¬ 
suade her mother from over¬ 
reaching in recovery: “Well, I 
tried. Wou know, I really don’t 
think that’s a very good idea.’ 
She just said. Well, this is what 
I’m gonna do.’” 

Gretchen: “I made up my 
mind. And I swam that [back¬ 
yard] pool that fall, up until 
October-it was cold as hell. 
And I jogged. And I rode my 
bicycle. I put forth every effort 
to get myself back.” 

What feeds such spunk? 

Bird: “She smokes, and she 
drinks a martini.” 

Gin. Dry. 

Gretchen: “You don’t want 
to bruise it.” 

Bruises. Scrapes. Bumps. 
Gretchen’s managed plenty 
through the years, often dealt 
to stablehands who didn’t heed 
a horse or instruction. 

“Gretchen can be very hard 
on the help,” says Bobby liUis, 
the Maryland Horsemen’s Assis¬ 
tance Fund’s benefits coordina¬ 
tor who exercised horses full¬ 
time for the Mobberleys from 
1979 to 1985. “I don’t want to 
say she was very hard on me, 
but she told you what to do 
and how to do it, and she wants 
it done that way. And you had 
better do it that way.” 

He works a wry smile. “She 
had a towel that she used for a 
sweat rag. You get off a horse, 
and you’re just beading with 
sweat; you wipe your face off 
It was the end of the morn¬ 
ing, and we were cleaning tack, 
and I not knowing this was 
her sweat rag, I grab her rag, 
and I start cleaning my boots. 
And she looks at me. She says. 
What are you doing? What the

heU are you doing?’ And I’m 
tike, ‘Cleaning my boots.’ She’s 
tike, ‘Bobby, that’s my rag.’ It’s 
a wet rag to me, and I’m just 
figurin’ it came out of a bucket 
or somethin’. I thought I was 
gonna get fired that day, but 
we lasted.” 

With Jack’s death at age 66 
in 1995, Gretchen and Bird 
maintained the racing stable 
and farm. Horses aren’t as 
plentiful at either place (nine 
in training at Laurel, about two 
dozen at Summer Hill), but the 
Mobberleys have replenished 
well in varied ways. 

Near the time of Jack’s 
death, prominent owner/ 
breeder Jim Ryan gave Bird a 
horse to train, Lifes Passage, by 
Caveat out of the John Alden 
mare Likely Passage. The filly 
won one of 11 starts, where¬ 
upon Ryan moved to sell her at 
Timonium. Gretchen stepped 
in and bought her for $7,500. 

Lifes Passage’s fifth foal, a 
dark bay Partner’s Hero colt 
born in 2002, began his racing 
career in shades of gray. Heros 
Reward worked his way to a 
$20,000 claimer in April 2006, 
when trainer Dale Capuano 
snared him. It seemed a ques¬ 
tionable pluck, Heros Reward 
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Main barn and attached indoor ring were buiit by Jack and Gretchen 
Mobberiey when they acquired their current property in the iate 1980s. 
They put the addition on the ieft of the oid farm house. Beiow, Gretchen 
with 18-month-oid Bird, aiready showing she was happiest on a horse. 



soon challenging $5,000 claim- 
ers at Delaware Park. 

Turns out he only needed a 
httle grass. 

Transformed on turf, Heros 
Reward became a local sprinter 
without peer; he was named 
2007 Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year, as well as champion 
older male, turf runner and 
sprinter in 2007 and '08. As 
summer called, he'd earned 
$5,902 short of a million. 

On a Thursday afternoon in 
April, 17-year-old Lifes Passage 


dehvered a healthy Langfuhr 
colt at Summer HiU. Less than 
24 hours later, Gretchen, Bird 
and Grady were scrambling to 
save her. 

Gretchen: “It was obvi¬ 
ous. We'd come up for dinner, 
and we were watching on the 
[closed-circuit] TV the foals. 
And the mare acted colicky, so 
we went down there and gave 
her Banamine, and she just got 
worse and worse. And Grady 
called the vet real soon. And 
within 40 minutes, we had to 
put her down." 

A nurse mare summoned 
from Kentucky connected with 
the foal almost immediately, 
becoming another glad addition 
to Summer Hill. Like Uno, the 
burro Gretchen nabbed from a 
wild-animal sale in Virginia to 
soothe the orphaned and the 
nervous, and Bailey, the red 
tabby she got from a Canadian 
trainer loath to quarantine the 
cat on re-crossing the border. 

Gretchen: “Now you have 
talked to the cra 2 y woman." 

Bird: “At least you don't 
have 40 cats in your house." 

Gretchen: “And, of course, 
all my cats were strays. They 
wandered in." 


Three in the house, three 
in a Summer Hill barn, two at 
the track. 

Gretchen: “I'm not the 
crazy woman with 40 cats. I'm 
the crazy woman with aU these 
strange animals." 

Bird: “Tomorrow the man 
in the white coat'll be com¬ 
ing in." [In a sing-song voice]: 
“‘Here I am. Coming to take 
you away. You too can be happy 
at Happydale.'" 

Contentment cloaks Sum¬ 
mer Hill's 135 acres. Sure, pay¬ 
ing clients have waned, reflect¬ 
ing a statewide torpor, but the 
headwind's manageable. 

Gretchen: “We're eking 
it out. We're not making any 
money; we're treading water 
hke a lot of people are." 

Slots may yet gird the Mary¬ 
land racing industry. Lifes Pas¬ 
sage Hves on through Heros 
Reward, 2-year-old colt Crow 
Bar (by Dance With Ravens) 
and the Langfuhr suckling. And, 
if fate allows, Pauline's Pros¬ 
pect, a granddaughter of Sarre 
Green, might be bred next year. 
There are horses to make, and 
hves to save, before the curtain

Summer Bird followed In the footsteps of his sire, BIrdstone, who upset Smarty Jones In the 2004 edition of the Belmont Stakes-G1. 
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FLYING AGAINST 
EXPECTATIONS 

Summer Bird rises from obscurity to defeat Kentucky 
Derby winner Mine That Bird in the Belmont Stakes.

im Ice walked to the end 
of Nick Zito’s bam 12A 
and stood by himself on 
the horse path at Belmont Park. 
The 35-year-old rookie trainer 
lit a cigarette and hoped the 
raucous crowd would follow 
him and away from Summer 
Bird, the colt who had just won 
the Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

It was nearly 9 o'clock at 
night. A full moon lit the stable 
area and a greeting line of well 
wishers, connections and hang¬ 
ers-on filed into the barn to 
see Summer Bird and Ice. The 
chesmut colt seemed to hke it. 
The trainer wanted peace. 

About a quarter mile away, 
trainer Chip Woolley didn't 
need to shoo anybody away 
from Kentucky Derby-Gl win¬ 
ner Mine That Bird. A couple 
of photographers snapped the 
last moments of this Triple 
Crown, assistant Charlie Figue¬ 
roa snuck away for a smoke, 
and Mine That Bird stared out 
his stall door. That was about it. 

Leaning on a worn-out left 
crutch, Woolley put it in per¬ 
spective. 

‘‘In some ways, you hate 
that it's over. In other ways, 
you're ready for some rest. 
Hell of a run. HeU of a run," 
Woolley said. “It's hard to take 
today, but you have to give him 
credit. He run hard, he laid it 
on the line aU the way. Maybe 


he moved a little early. But, it 
didn't happen. 

“That part don't bother 
me, that's horse racing. I'd 
have been thriUed to run third 
in the Derby, much less win 
the Derby, finish second in 


the Preakness and third in the 
Belmont.” 

Woolley had engineered 
the trifecta of a Triple Crown 
with Mine That Bird. He went 
from amusing sidebar-the guy 
from New Mexico on crutches 


and wearing a cowboy hat—to 
Derby-winning trainer puUing 
the right levers at the right 
time. 

Ice had gone from 34-year- 
old former assistant to Cole 
Norman, Morris Nicks and 
Keith Desormeaux (brother of 
Kent) to 35-year-old Belmont 
Stakes-winning trainer in his 
first try. Yes, it was his birth¬ 
day. 

“You always think about 
when you watched your 
first Belmont and when you 
watched your last Belmont," 
said Ice, who is expecting his 
first child with wife. Heather, in 
September. “It's a dream come 
true to be here. To have won it 
was even greater. It's not a httle 
minor stake. This is a Grade 1, 
last leg of the Triple Crown, 
and we got the job done. I'm 
thankful for the oppormnity 
to be here. To have won it, it's 
great. I can't find a word that 
describes it." 

The Triple Crown stood tall 
yet again, jockey Calvin Borel 
faihng at an unprecedented 
jockey triple crown after win¬ 
ning the Derby with Mine That 
Bird, the Preakness with the 
filly Rachel Alexandra, and fad¬ 
ing to third with Mine That 
Bird in the Belmont. 

Fading to third—funny how 
that happens in the Belmont 
Stakes. The dramatic move 
doesn't work in the mile and

a half Belmont. Borel feU into 
the same trap that got Smarty 
Jones, Funny Cide, Real Quiet, 
Spectacular Bid. To the reso¬ 
lute—not the swiftest—go the 
spoils. 

Mine That Bird pranced 
into the Belmont paddock and 
continued to boil as the field of 
10 were saddled for the 141st 
Belmont Stakes. Borel parked 
Mine That Bird in the back of 
the field, just as he did in the 
Derby, but this time the geld¬ 
ing fought it. In the Derby, he 
dropped the bit and simmered 
in last. This time, he was in the 
bridle, head up, never relaxed 
as co-second choice Dunkirk 
inherited the lead going into 
the first turn. 


Wearing bhnkers for the 
first time. Summer Bird puUed 
new parmer Kent Desormeaux 
close to the pace as well. 
Dunkirk went the first quarter 
in :23.41, a half in :47.13 and 
three quarters in 1:12,43. 

Heading down the backside, 
Borel had a choice with Mine 
That Bird. With his RPM’s rev¬ 
ving, Borel could park Mine 
That Bird behind horses. He 
would have had to stand up 
and say no, or allow him to 
creep up in the clear. He crept 
and then pounced, making a 
dramatic, wide, land-grabbing 
move around the turn. 

Meanwhile, Desormeaux 
looked like he was on the Belt 
Parkway at 5:30, rather than the 


Belmont Stakes at 6:29. The 
HaU of Fame jockey bobbed 
and weaved with a bottled-up 
Summer Bird on the brakes for 
a quarter mile, as the race seem¬ 
ingly went on without him. 

Announcer Tom Durkin 
described Mine That Bird’s 
move with phrases such as: 
‘‘Moving like a shot. A bold blit 2 . 
Catapulting past.” Problem was, 
it’s Belmont Park-a mile and 
a half around, the Big Sandy 
at the end of a gruehng five 
weeks. The track has swallowed 
better horses and bigger moves 
than this. 

By the time they mrned 
for home. Mine That Bird had 
hit the lead, outside the tir¬ 
ing Charitable Man and what 
looked like a tiring Dunkirk. 

Desormeaux had finally 
unearthed Summer Bird but 
he had five lengths to find on 
Mine That Bird. He found 
them quickly. 

“Leaving the backside, I 
couldn’t do anything but pay 
attention to the task at hand. It 
was just a matter of not panick¬ 
ing. Stay there, stay there, stay 


there,” Desormeaux said. “I 
never saw Mine That Bird go. 
He was five in front of him. I 
thought, ‘Oh, man, you blew 
it.’ But when I presented him, it 
was quick, like, ‘I got him.’” 

Summer Bird wore down 
Mine That Bird, whose tank 
had finally hit empty. Dunkirk 
battled back to nail the Derby 
winner for second. Summer 
Bird finished the 12 furlongs in 
2:27.54; his margin of victory 
was two and three-quarters 
lengths and he paid |25.80 to 
win. 

Bred and owned by Drs. 
Kalarikkal K. and Vilasini Devi 
Jayaraman, Summer Bird made 
his career debut at Oaklawn 
Park on March 1, broke his 
maiden 18 days later and fin¬ 
ished third in the Arkansas 
Derby-G2 on April 11. That 
effort convinced the Jayaramans 
(Jay and Devi for short) and Ice 
to try the Derby, where the son 
of Birds tone finished a decent 
sixth, closing ground but never 
getting close to Birds tone’s 
other son. Mine That Bird. 
Ice never thought about the

Preakness, instead shipping the 
long-legged colt to his home 
base of Louisiana Downs and 
then hitting Belmont Park 
three weeks in advance of the 
Belmont Stakes. 

While Mine That Bird wres¬ 
tled with Rachel Alexandra, 
Summer Bird was getting used 
to the wide turns and the deep 
sand of Belmont Park; one was 
still on go, the other was cool 
and calculating. 

“They run two weeks back 
off a hard race; ifs part of 
why [a Triple Crown sweep] 
hasn’t happened in 30 years. 
We needed the five weeks,” Ice 
said. “You feed off the confi¬ 
dence of the horse. This horse 
gave me aU confidence coming 
into this race. He was here for 
the first week and he wasn’t so 
sure of the track, then the last 
two weeks he’s just trained sen¬ 
sational and it paid off today.” 

Natives of India, the Jaya- 
ramans (both now retired, he 
was a cardiologist and she a 
pathologist) began owning 
horses in 1984 while living in 
Hot Springs, Ark. Breeders of 
more than 25 stakes winners, 
they own about 30 broodmares 
and breed to race from their 
farm in Ocala, Fla. 

They won their first Grade 1 
stakes when Irish Actor took 
the Young America Stakes in 
1988. He ran in the Derby and 
Belmont the next spring. 

It took 20 years to get back 
to the classics, but the wait was 
worth it. 

“It’s incredible what has 
happened today,” Jay said, back 
at the barn. “You couldn’t ask 
for a better horse. He’s done 
everything perfect up to this 
race.” 

By the end of a long and 
wild day at Belmont Park, Ice 
had successfully negotiated 
most of the crowd away from 
Summer Bird’s stall. Desor- 
meaux had come and gone, 
exercise rider Chris Trosclair 
mixed Summer Bird’s feed, and 
Ice walked down the shedrow 
to fill a bucket of hot water for 
Summer Bird’s dinner. 

For a moment, it was just 
the owner and his horse. 

‘You beat aU the best horses 
in the country,” Jay said to 
Summer Bird. ‘You did it, you 
beat aU the best horses in the 
country.” ^

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ay 14, 2009, could turn 
out to be one of the 
most significant dates 
in the history of Delaware 
horse racing. On that day, in a 
VIP lounge at Delaware Park, 
Governor Jack MarkeU signed 
legislation that legalized sports 
betting and casino gaming at 
Delaware’s three race tracks: 
Delaware Park, the state’s lone 
Thoroughbred facility, and har¬ 
ness tracks Dover Downs and 
Harrington Raceway 

Many aspects of Delaware’s 
plunge into expanded gaming 
have yet to be resolved, but one 
thing seems certain: the land¬ 
scape of racing in Delaware- 
and consequentiy the entire 
Mid-Atlantic region-is soon 
to be permanently altered. 

“Obviously, the status 
quo wasn’t going to work in 
Delaware,” said Bob Colton, 
the director of the Delaware 
Jockeys’ Association. “Every 
state around here is competing 
with us for the same gaming 
dollar. Delaware had to expand 
their product, especially in 
these hard economic times. I 
guess, then, it’s good thing.” 

Colton isn’t the only one 
guessing. On the surface, 
sports betting appears to be 


a sure thing for the Delaware 
tracks and the state’s horse¬ 
men. Though there are some 
i’s that stiU have to be dotted 
and t’s that have to be crossed, 
it appears that 9.6 percent of 
the revenue from sports bets 
will go toward purses. That will 
help offset a concurrent 10 per¬ 
cent reduction in the amount 
that goes toward purses from 
slot machine winnings. 

Due to current federal regu¬ 
lations, Delaware is the only 
state east of the Mississippi 
River that can legally accept 
sports bets, the primary reason 
many predict it will do healthy 
business in this area. 

But the legahzation of 
sports betting might just open a 
Pandora’s box for the industry. 
The current attimde in Dela¬ 
ware seems to be the more 
gambhng the better. Table 
games appear to be on their 
way to the race tracks, another 
likely plus for racing. But the 
rush to create more gambhng 
opportunities in the state has 
led some key pohticians to caU 
for the creation of stand-alone 
casinos in the state. If that 
happens, it could cause innu¬ 
merable problems for the race 
tracks. 


Actually, sports betting isn’t 
new to Delaware. In 1976, the 
state experimented with a lot¬ 
tery hnked to the results of 
NFL games. In order to win, 
the bettor had to beat the point 
spread in multiple games in 
the form of a parlay wager. 
Many players found the bet 
too difficult to win, and were 
turned off because payoffs 
were not commensurate with 
the challenge of picking so 
many games. Faihng to gener¬ 
ate much business, Delaware’s 
football betting experiment 
was short-hved. 

But, a failure or not, the 
1976 foray into sports betting 
would prove significant. In 
1992, the federal government 
officially banned sports betting 
nationally, with the exception 
of any states where such bets 
were legal at the time. The 
four were Delaware, Oregon, 
Montana and Nevada. 

Despite the door having 
been left open for a resump¬ 
tion of sports betting, the sub¬ 
ject was hardly a hot button 
issue. That changed with last 
year’s dramatic downturn in the 
economy, which left Delaware 
among the many states strug- 
ghng to make ends meet. 


Elected in 2008, MarkeU was 
faced with a budget deficit of 
about $800 milUon. He had a 
problem and a solution-sports 
betting. 

“I beheve the time has come 
for Delaware to reauthorize a 
sports lottery,” MarkeU said 
in a speech dehvered this past 
March. “The proposal we are 
putting forth aUows us to cap¬ 
ture what I believe is the best 
deal for Delaware. The plan 
will help the economy, create 
jobs and help shrink our state 
budget shortfaU by capitalizing 
on our competitive advantage 
and ensuring that the citizens 
receive a fairer share of what 
wiU hkely be an increase in 
gaming revenues.” 

After the Delaware State 
Supreme Court ruled that 
sports betting could go ahead, 
the last hurdle was cleared. 
Sports betting is coming to 
the Delaware tracks and should 
be ready to go by September 
10, opening day of the NFL 
season. 

The question is—what form 
will it take? Nothing is stand¬ 
ing in the way of the Delaware 
tracks taking the same sort of 
parlay bets that people wagered 
on in the 1970s, but the pub- 
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lie has already shown that it 
doesn’t have much of an appe¬ 
tite for that kind of gamble. 

Head-to-head bets between 
two teams, using a point spread, 
is a wildly popular form of 
wagering in this country and 
that’s what the Delaware tracks 
want to offer. With no court 
or other legal authority telling 
them specifically that they can¬ 
not take those kinds of bets, 
the three Delaware tracks are 
prepared to accept single game 
bets. Whether they can do so 
or not wiU ultimately be decid¬ 
ed by the Delaware Lottery 
Commission. 

The matter may eventually 
come down to whether or not 
the courts agree that the spread 
turns betting on a sports game 
into a game of chance and not 
skill. Only games of chance are 
legal in Delaware. 

‘What the governor wants 
to do is exactly what the casi¬ 
nos want to do, and that’s 
straight up bets with a spread,” 
said Ed Sutor, president and 
CEO of Dover Downs. “The 
Supreme Court didn’t issue an 
opinion on this because noth¬ 
ing was written to explain it. 
They had nothing to opine on. 
They didn’t say yes, they didn’t 
say no. They said they have to 
see something before they can 
say whether it’s more a game of 
predominantly chance. In the 
long run, I think we’re going to 
get this.” 

Still, the Delaware tracks are 
looking over their shoulders, 
wondering what, if anything, 
the NFL will do. The league is 
threatening to sue the state of 
Delaware over the sports bet¬ 
ting issue. 

“If sports betting becomes 
more prevalent through state- 
promoted schemes, it will 
inevitably lead those gambhng 
fans to question whether an 
erroneous officiating call or a 
dropped pass late in the game 
resulted from an honest mis¬ 
take or an intentional act by a 
corrupt player or referee,” NFL 
spokesman Joe Browne told 
the Wall Street Journal 

The NCAA has also been a 
strong opponent of any expan¬ 
sion of sports betting. 

With so many uncertainties 
regarding sports betting, no 
one is quite sure how much 


money it will bring in. Markell 
has estimated that sports bet¬ 
ting will mean $55 milhon in 
annual revenue to the state, but 
the total will no doubt be lower 
if only parlay bets are accepted. 
According to Delaware Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation executive director Bessie 
GruweU, the horsemen’s share 
(expected to be 9.6 percent of 
the total revenue on sports bets 
made at Delaware Park) is far 
better than some other possible 
scenarios. 

‘We’re very happy to be get¬ 
ting this,” GruweU said. ‘We’re 
happy we could work with the 
administration and the tracks 
to get us included in this. In 
the beginning, we were worried 
that we were going to get noth¬ 
ing. There was some study out 
there that said we were going 
to make our money from the 
crossover play, with sports bet¬ 
tors betting on the races. I don’t 
buy that.” 

Sports betting wiU be the 
newest addition to a gaming 
menu in a Md-Atlantic region 
that has undergone dramatic 
upheaval in recent years. When 
race track slot machines were 
legalized in Delaware in 1994 
the state had, outside of the 
Atlantic City casinos, Uttie in 
the way of competition for the 
gambhng doUar. Today, gam¬ 
ing is available throughout the 
region, including in neighbor¬ 
ing Pennsylvania. Delaware has 
been hurt by competition, both 
for the gambhng dollar and for 
quahty horses. 

According to the American 
Gaming Association’s “State of 
the States” report, consumer 
spending at race track casinos 
feU by 4.2 percent in 2008 in 
Delaware. The only state that 
did worse was Rhode Island. 

Delaware Park, no longer 
leading such a charmed hfe, 
has had to make some cuts this 
year to adapt to a new chmate. 
Twelve stakes were cut from 
the Delaware schedule and 
the purses of 10 others were 
reduced. In addition, Delaware 
Park reduced its racing season 
by 19 days in order to maintain 
overnight purses. 

“With so much gambhng 
competition out there, we need¬ 
ed something to differentiate 
our product and property,” said 
Delaware Park general manager 


Andrew Gentile. “We feel our 
paddock and the natural beauty 
of the property differentiates 
us, but it’s not enough. We need 
other offerings.” 

Gentile is hopeful that 
sports bettors will gravitate 
toward the horses, something 
slots players traditionaUy have 
not done. He expects on-track 
handle of Delaware’s races to 
show a healthy increase once 
sports betting arrives. 

But how long will Delaware 
Park have a monopoly on legal¬ 
ized sports betting in the East? 
If some pohticians from neigh¬ 


boring states have their way, it 
won’t be long. 

In March, a group repre¬ 
senting a coahtion of New 
Jersey racing and gaming inter¬ 
ests filed suit seeking to over¬ 
turn the federal ban on sports 
betting in New Jersey and other 
states. The suit is supported 
by New Jersey Governor Jon 
Corzine and is being spear¬ 
headed by New Jersey State 
Senator Raymond Lesniak. 

“This federal law deprives 
the State of New Jersey of over 
$100 million of yearly revenues, 
as well as depriving our casinos, 
race tracks and Internet opera¬ 
tors of over $500 million in 
gross income,” Lesniak said. 

For now, though, the Dela¬ 
ware tracks are eagerly awaiting 
the advent of sports betting. 
And once sports bets are up 
and running they will no doubt 
turn their attention to the next 
phase of gambling expansion 
in Delaware—table games. 

There are a few things stand¬ 
ing in the way, but they appear 
to be nothing more than techni¬ 
calities. Toward the end of July, 


a report was to be filed with the 
Delaware General Assembly 
covering such issues as rev¬ 
enue sharing, hcensing fees 
and a review of the enabhng 
legislation. Should state legis¬ 
lators approve the report, as 
they were expected to do, table 
games could be up and running 
at the three tracks as soon as 
January 2010. 

GruweU expects that 4.5 
percent of the profits from 
table games will go toward 
purses. 

It’s clear that there is a 
groundswell of support for 


expanded gaming in Delaware, 
but where does it stop? It’s a 
thorny issue and there are aU 
sorts of answers to that ques¬ 
tion and directions this could 
take. Some could be disastrous 
for the racing industry. 

The original legislation float¬ 
ing around the state capitol 
to approve sports betting and 
table games included provi¬ 
sions to build stand-alone casi¬ 
nos, including one on Delaware 
Park’s doorstep in Wilmington. 
With no horse racing at the 
sites, neither stand-alone casi¬ 
no was expected to have to 
contribute to the racing indus¬ 
try, a scenario that could have 
proved devastating for the 
Thoroughbred and harness 
interests. 

StiU, the problem won’t go 
away. Some influential Dela¬ 
ware pohticians want to revisit 
the subject of stand-alone casi¬ 
nos in the state. The two loca¬ 
tions most often mentioned 
for the new casinos are Wilm¬ 
ington and Millsboro in Sussex 
County.

‘‘The fair thing would be to 
have something for Sussex and 
something for Wilmington/’ 
State Senator George Bunting 
Jr. told the Nem Journal^ Dela¬ 
ware’s largest newspaper. 
“WeVe given these three enti¬ 
ties [the race tracks] the largest 
subsidy in the state’s history 
And they’re doing very well.” 

The race tracks don’t agree. 
They believe the market has 
already reached a saturation 
point and that there isn’t any 
reason to add more casinos to a 
state that is among the smallest 
in the nation. 

“In this region, when it 
comes to gaming, there is an 
oversupply as itis,” Gentile said. 
“Adantic City has been decreas¬ 
ing. The two largest casinos in 
the country are Boxwoods and 
Mohegan Sun in Connecticut 
and, prior to 18 months ago, 
they just continued to grow. 
Now they are showing some of 
their largest declines. There’s a 
point of diminishing returns. 
You’ll see revenue acmally 
decrease. I’ve said Atlantic 
City wasn’t our direct competi¬ 
tion because they are like a big 
supermarket and we are the 


Wawa. Now, there’s even more 
places around that are more 
convenient to the markets we 
used to serve. Eventually, your 
market just gets too small. I 
don’t know how much more 
Delaware can take.” 

GruweU fears the advent of 
stand-alone casinos could shat¬ 
ter racing’s relative stability. 

“Delaware is an extremely 
small state and aU those extra 
casinos would do is water down 
everyone’s product,” she said. 
“The bigger worry is that if 
someone else can put up a free¬ 
standing casino, what incentive 
do these race tracks have to 
keep racing going? We think 
this could be the beginning of 
end for racing.” 

That’s one scenario, and it’s 
the scariest one. For now, a 
potential explosion of gam¬ 
bling in Delaware should ben¬ 
efit a sport that has been hurt 
by outside forces. Purses in 
2010 figure to be better than 
they were in 2009, and maybe 
substantially better. Will that 
always be the case? A new era is 
dawning in Delaware, and what 
it means is anyone’s guess. ^

’CHASING ABOUT byjoe Clancy 


Racing’s Hall 
of Fame taps two 
steeplechase 
greats 


S teeplechasing goes to 
Saratoga every year, but 
every four years Thor¬ 
oughbreds who jump get to 
share the biggest stage in rac¬ 
ing at the National Museum of 
Racing Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y 

For 2009, trainer Janet Elliot 
and timber horse *Ben Nevis II 


will be honored-right along¬ 
side trainer Bob Baffert, jockey 
Eddie Maple, and champions 
Silverbulletday and Tiznow 
The August 14 ceremony 
promises to be a thrill for the 
stiU-active Elliot and the con¬ 
nections of *Ben Nevis II, but 
the event will also be a trip 
down memory lane for steeple¬ 
chase fans. 


*Ben Nevis II dominated 
throughout his brief American 
career as a timber horse, win¬ 
ning aU 12 starts (seven National 
Steeplechase Association runs 
and five point-to-points) and 
capturing the Maryland Hunt 
Cup in 1977 and 1978. Owned 
by the late Redmond Stewart 
Jr. and trained by the then 
wife/husband team of Ann 
(Stewart) and Charhe Fenwick 
Jr., *Ben Nevis II achieved rare 
acclaim in 1980 with a victory 
in the English Grand National 
at Aintree. The third American 
horse to win the venerable 
Grand National, the world’s 
most famous steeplechase, 
*Ben Nevis II joins predeces¬ 
sors Battleship and Jay Trump 
in the Hall of Fame. 

“We’d sort of said it isn’t 
going to happen, Ann and I,” 
said Charlie Fenwick. “We both 
obviously wanted it to happen, 
but we sort of figured he’d got¬ 
ten overlooked for some rea¬ 
son. It’s a wonderful, wonder¬ 
ful thing. It’s very moving for 
all of us and brings back some 
wonderful memories.” 

Janet Elliot, the first female 
trainer (flat or jump) to be 
enshrined, came to America 
from Ireland as a groom. She 
learned plenty in a lengthy stint 
with trainer Jonathan Sheppard, 
struck out on her own in 1979 
and built a career. She trained 
champions Correggio (Ire) and 
Flat Top, won the first Breeders’ 
Cup Steeplechase with Census 
and managed the stellar career 
of “people’s horse” Victorian 
Hill. She joins Sheppard in the 
HaU of Fame-a feat not lost 
on the 60-year-old. 

“I never even thought about 
it, I don’t know what it takes 
[to get in the Hall of Fame],” 
Elliot said. “I think of the HaU 
of Fame to be the big wigs who 
win Triple Crown races and 
things. I know Jonathan is in 
it but he’s won multiple Grade 
1 races on the flat too. I’ve 
thought about some people in 
my time getting in, but it never 
even occurred to me that I 
could be there. What incredible 
company.” 


In new rules put in place in 
time for the 2005 ceremony, 
the Hall of Fame’s steeple¬ 
chase committee meets every 
four years to consider potential 
inductees. American steeple¬ 
chasing does not have a HaU 
of Fame, but horses, trainers 
and jockeys are eUgible for the 
honor along with their counter¬ 
parts on the flat. 

“When you consider the 
degree of horsemanship and 
jockey ship shown by people 
in steeplechasing, and when 
you look at the connections 
between flat racing and jump 
racing, you can easUy see why 
it is part of the Hall of Fame,” 
said Ed Bowen, chairman of 
the HaU of Fame committees. 
“Steeplechasing has been a bul¬ 
wark of the whole structure of 
Thoroughbred racing and wiU 
continue to be. For years, the 
process [of HaU of Fame induc¬ 
tion] was undefined with the 
committee meeting ‘from time 
to time,’ so we came up with 
something we feel reflects jump 
racing’s place in Thoroughbred 
racing whUe still reflecting the 
differences between the two.” 

Bred in England, *Ben Nevis 
II came to America on a bit of 
a dare. Redmond Stewart was 
vacationing in England and 
bought *Ben Nevis II (who had 
a reputation for being brUUantly 
difficult with one win and one 
fall in two EngUsh point-to- 
point starts) without ever see¬ 
ing him. The price was less than 
$7,000 and *Ben Nevis II 
arrived in Maryland just before 
Labor Day 1974. The chesmut 
looked nothing Uke a wise pur¬ 
chase in the early days. He 
bloodied Ann Stewart’s nose 
when Fenwick tried to get on 
him for the first time. The horse 
galloped, strongly. People ques¬ 
tioned his sanity, and their own. 

“When we got him, you 
couldn’t even put tack on him,” 
said Stewart. “He appeared to 
be crazy. I don’t know if I 
should say that, but it’s the 
truth.” 

But somehow it aU worked. 
With CharUe Fenwick in the 
saddle, *Ben Nevis II won a flat 
race at Goshen point-to-point

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in 197 5 and added a timber win 
at Middleburg point-to-point 
two weeks later. In 1976, he 
won over timber at Cheshire 
point-to-point and took NS A 
starts at My Lady’s Manor, the 
Grand National and Fair Hill. 
Bigger fences called in 1977 
and he won the Grand National 
in course record time and his 
first Hunt Cup (and a point-to- 
point spin at Howard County). 
He repeated that double, with a 
course record in the Hunt Cup, 
in 1978 (a season that started 
with a win at Elkridge-Harford 
point-to-point). 

‘‘The first Hunt Cup was 
tough and very often it’s tough 
for every horse the first time 
they do it,” said Fenwick, who 
won the race five times as a 
jockey. “I remember coming 
down from a long way. He’d 
never been so high in the air 
and he landed funny the first 
time. The second Hunt Cup 
was different. It was quite a 
battle with Perfect Cast, but 
I’ve never been on something 
hke he was that day. He was 
letter perfect.” 

So brilliant that he made 
wimesses think of Hunt Cup 
heroes of the past, *Ben Nevis 
II had htde left to prove in the 
U.S. Aintree beckoned and the 
Fenwicks answered. The family 
(Ann, Charhe, Beth, Charhe III 
and Emily) moved to England 
to prep for the 1979 running 
of the Grand National. Trained 
by Captain Tim Forster, *Ben 
Nevis II made Aintree (and 
even attracted some attention 
from the English press) but 
was brought down by another 
horse while negotiating the 
famous Chair fence. 

Hopes dashed, the Fenwicks 
returned home but left their 
horse with Forster. Aintree 
1980 turned out to be com¬ 
pletely different. With his jock¬ 
ey now a trans-Atlantic com¬ 
muter, *Ben Nevis II started as 
a 40-1 outsider in the four and 
a half-mile, 30-fence test over 
extremely soft turf. And never 
missed a step. He handled every 
fence, avoided every pitfall. 

“I made seven trips back 
and forth after we left in the 



spring of 1979,” recalled 
Fenwick. “Everything that 
went wrong the first year went 
right the second year. He was a 
better horse the first year, but 
circumstances got in his way. 
The second time, he jumped 
perfectly. He handled the going 
and everything went his way. 
What a moment in my Hfe, in 
aU of our Hves.” 

Mission accomplished, 
*Ben Nevis II returned to 
Maryland a hero. He made the 
Baltimore Sun and New York 
Times, He paraded at Fair Hill, 
Meadowlands, Saratoga and 
more. Too charged up to ever 
be a foxhunter, *Ben Nevis II 
retired to the farm and died 
in 1995. 

Some 30 years after it all 
happened, Fenwick still mar¬ 
vels at the horse he says he 
“barely controlled but never 
managed.” 

“I still look at every horse 
with him in mind,” said 
Fenwick. “WiU there ever be 
anything hke him again? It was 
atypical of anything I think 
of I always find myself say¬ 
ing things hke, ‘Every good 
horse is going to be sensible 
enough to do the right thing’ 
and ‘Every good horse is going 
to have a good mouth’ and 
then I have to say. . . ‘Well, 
except Ben Nevis.’” 

The year *Ben Nevis II cap¬ 
tured Aintree, Janet EUiot won 
three races in her second year as 
an independent trainer. Barely 
started then, her 30-year career 
stands up to any in American 
jump racing with big names 
dotting every decade. 

Too Few Stripes, her first 
runner, fell while fighting 
for the lead in the Colonial 
Cup. Census battled the great 
Flatterer over and over again 
in the 1980s, winning the inau¬ 
gural Breeders’ Cup at Fair 
HiU in 1986 and once hold¬ 
ing the career earnings record. 
Like Census, Victorian Hill 
never won a championship but 
topped the earnings list from 
1991 to ’97 and won 15 races 
during a career that was inter¬ 
rupted by major cohc surgery. 
Brilliant Irish import Correggio 


won an Eclipse Award in 1996. 
Flat Top backed that up with 
championships in 1998 and 
2002. 

In 1991, Elliot became the 
first female trainer to win an 
NS A championship (with 31 
wins and $826,432 in earnings), 
stopping an 18-year run by for¬ 
mer boss Sheppard atop the 
earnings category. 

Not bad for an Irish lass 
who came to America with 
little more than “riding instruc¬ 
tor” on her curriculum vitae. 

“I had a pony as a child. I 
foxhunted and things and my 
father rode in the British Army, 
but everybody in Ireland has a 
race horse,” she said. “I rode 
out at the farmer’s next door. 
It was a way of hfe, just some¬ 
thing everybody did.” 

She taught at Ireland’s lead¬ 
ing riding academy. Burton Hall, 
and landed a job as a groom 
with the Irish equestrian team 
at the 1968 Olympics in Mexico 


City. The horse went wrong at 
the 11 th hour and that trip fell 
through, but she used her pass¬ 
port to come to Pennsylvania 
for a job with legendary horse¬ 
woman Betty Bird. Injured in 
a car accident, she wound up a 
babysitter for Sheppard’s chil¬ 
dren before moving over to 
the barn. She stayed 11 years, 
through heady days with the 
likes of champions Cafe Prince 
and Athenian Idol, stakes horse 
Leaping Frog and countless 
other stars. 

“I loved it there. It was not 
just a job; they were my family,” 
Elliot said. “I learned so much 
there. I was always intrigued 
with Jonathan’s sense or second 
sense of how he would decide 
on things with his horses. He 
had something I couldn’t quite 
understand.” 

She understood at least part 
of it, because in time she 
became Sheppard’s chief rival- 
winning major races, landing

owners and getting results. She 
bought Census for Atlanta-area 
resident George Chase, struck 
up a partnership with former 
Sheppard client Bill Lickle (who 
owned Victorian Hill, Cor- 
reggio, Mario-Ire, Master 
McGrath, Green Highlander 
and other Elliot stars), trained 
talented runners for Tennessee 
residents Mehnda and Jack Bass 
and added runners from 
Margaret Duprey, Nancy Gerry 
and flat trainer Mike Freeman 
to the mix. Over time, Elliot 
built a powerhouse stable. 

Her horses won the 
Colonial Cup, American Grand 
National, Iroquois and Temple 
Gwathmey five times each. She 
trained six horses who earned 
in excess of $300,000 in stee¬ 
plechase races and is the only 
trainer with two in the top 
eight. 

For aU her achievements, 
she might be better remem¬ 
bered for her work ethic. She's 


old school. She's demanding. 
She stays in the barn all day. She 
frets the details. 

can't cut corners, no mat¬ 
ter what," she said. ‘‘Sometimes 
I think it's time to make it an 
easy day or an easy week, but 
I can't do it. It's just the way 
lam." 

Former owner Lickle echoed 
that sentiment. 

“She cared about our horses; 
she overdid everything," he 
said. “I never saw anybody 
work harder and care more for 
the horses." 

Elliot scaled back her train¬ 
ing operation over the past few 
years. Some owners, including 
Lickle, got out of the game and 
the stable's numbers dwindled. 
She's stiU active, however, and 
bounded out to a quick start 
to 2009 with two wins on the 
season's first day. The Hall of 
Fame call surprised her, but she 
carried six wins from just 17 
runners into the summer. 


“Things have fallen into my 
lap more than me thinking I 
was going to go out and do 
something special," she said. 
“When I left Sheppard's, I 
came down to Camden [S.C.] 
with two or three of my own 
and some other people sent me 
a few to get ready and it just 
sort of kept going from there. 
I didn't plan any of it." 

Now she'll have to plan for 
the Hall of Fame. 

JUMPERS GET 
TO WORK IN 
THE SUMMER 

The weekend schedule of 
race meets closed with Fair 
Hill in late May, but the cir¬ 
cuit moved on to Philadelphia 
Park and Colonial Downs for 
quick visits (a third stop at 
Penn National was abandoned 
due to heavy rain). 

A familiar theme emerged 
as new trainer Ernie Oare won 


a race at each stop. A longtime 
owner on the circuit, Oare took 
out his trainer's license late last 
year and seems to have the 
hang of it. 

“I had more fun at Colonial 
telling all these trainers what an 
easy game this is," he said with 
a laugh. “I joked to [champion 
trainer] Jack Fisher and said, 
‘I don't see what the big deal 
is. This is aU just a piece of 
cake.'" 

Back-to-back wins will do 
that to you. 

Sweep Domino (Chi) started 
the double by taking a $30,000 
optional claimer at Philadelphia 
Park on June 7. The Chilean 
import blasted past much of 
the field in the stretch and 
won by a half-length over the 
Fisher-trained entry of Duke 
of Earl (Ire) and Major Malibu. 
The winner, third behind Duke 
of Earl at Radnor in May, cov¬ 
ered the two and a sixteenth

miles in 3:54.51 while remrning 
a healthy |62.20 as the longest 
shot on the board. 

Oare missed the heroics 
while attending the Budweiser 
Grand Prix at the UpperviUe 
(Va.) Horse Show. 

“It was a bit of a surprise, 
to tell you the truth,’’ he said. 
“I was at the show with my 
wife and I got a caU asking how 
many win pictures we wanted.” 

The Warrenton, Va., resi¬ 
dent did some training decades 
ago, and ventured into it with 
a plan this winter. He rented 
a barn in Ocala, Fla., and ran 
some flat horses at Tampa Bay 
Downs. Sweep Domino spent 
the winter there, started his 
season on the fiat at Aiken in 
March, and fell over hurdles 
at Stoneybrook in April before 
the third at Radnor. Longtime 
Virginia trainer Mairead Carr 
helped get the 10-year-old geld¬ 
ing ready for the Philadelphia 
run, his first win since 2005. 
Trained by Doug Fout then. 
Sweep Domino started his 
American career in 2003 with 
trainer Don Yovanovich. 

Jockey Roderick Mackenzie 
called the victory the next step 
in a progression. 

“How did he pay $62? I 
didn’t expect that kind of price,” 
said the jockey. “At Radnor, we 
went so slow, it didn’t suit him. 
He throws his head around and 
is pretty awkward when they go 
slow in front of him. I thought 
he was going to improve off 
that, but still it was a bit of a 
shock he won.” 

Oare and Mackenzie 
returned to the winner’s circle 
a week later when Indy Run 
dazzled his way to a maiden 
special win at Colonial on June 
14. Sent off at 12-1, the 6-year- 
old came into the race off three 
losses by a combined 96 lengths 
while trained by Doug Fout. 

Everything changed at 
Colonial as Indy Run took over 
turning for home and won 
by three and three-quarters 
lengths over Meshwaar with 
Reveillon third. The winner 
covered the two and a quarter 
miles in 4:20.15 and rewarded 


Oare for taking stalls at the 
New Kent, Va., track. 

“The biggest thing with this 
horse is that we didn’t have to 
ship him anywhere. He gets 
very washy and very nervous 
when he has to ship to a race, 
so being able to walk him right 
over to the paddock from his 
stall was huge,” Oare said. “I 
saw right away that he never 
got nervous or heated up when 
he was in the paddock, so I felt 
pretty good about things.” 

The son of A.P Indy won 
twice on the flat before joining 
Oare’s team in time for this 
year. 

In other June action, Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey’s 6-year-old 
Mabou (Chip Miller) broke his 
hurdle maiden at Philadelphia 
on June 7 for trainer Tom Voss. 
Ramsey claimed the son of 
Dynaformer for $20,000 last 
August at Laurel with steeple¬ 
chasing in mind and received a 
nice return with $15,000 to the 
winner. 


Augustin Stable’s homebred 
Dynamite Flyer (Jody Petty) 
returned from a three-year lay¬ 
off to win an open claimer at 
Colonial on June 14 for trainer 
Sanna Hendriks. Another son 
of Dynaformer, the winner 
looked like a rising star when 
he won his first three flat starts 
(two at Delaware Park and one 
at Saratoga) back in 2004. 

Winless in four flat starts 
the next year, he switched to 
jumps and broke his maiden 
(over future Grade 1 winner 
Sovereign Duty) at Radnor in 
2006. Soundness issues shut 
down the big plans, but the 
8-year-old could be tough to 
handle in the claiming ranks if 
he stays sound. 

“He’s back and better than 
ever. He’s a very classy horse 
and that worked in his favor 
after being away for such a long 
time. I knew going over there 
he was as fit as Sanna could 
possibly have him,” Petty said. 
‘We schooled him Wednesday 


and Friday and that was it. 
They were the first times he 
had jumped a fence in three 
years. But he’s always been an 
amazing jumper and I knew 
after those two schools he 
hadn’t forgotten how.” 

NOTES 

Jockey Padge Whelan, who 
moved his tack from England 
to ride first-call for Tom Voss in 
2008, announced his retirement 
after a nasty fall at Fair Hill on 
May 23. Whelan sustained a 
concussion (the 16th of his 
career) in that fall and didn’t 
want to risk further injury. The 
Irish native placed second in the 
2008 standings and won major 
races with Guelph and Planets 
Ahgned among others. . . 
Saratoga’s steeplechase sched¬ 
ule calls for one jump race 
every Thursday during the six- 
week meet. Colonial Downs 
kicks off the fall schedule on

PRESIOUS 
PASSION PULLS 
OFF ANOTHER 
STUNNER AT 
MONMOUTH 
PARK

N early everyone watching 
the $200,000 Monmouth 
Stakes on June 13 count¬ 
ed out Presious Passion after 
Proudinsky (Ger), the 9-5 
favorite, passed him heading 
into the final mrn. Even Pres¬ 
ious Passion’s trainer, Mary Hart¬ 
mann, thought he was beaten. 
He had set quick fractions to 
open a clear lead of more than 
five lengths down the back- 
stretch, only to succumb to the 
expected cavalry charge. 

Then the unlikely happened: 
Presious Passion came back. A 
length behind Proudinsky at 
the eighth pole, he rallied along 
the rail under a furious drive 
from jockey Elvis Trujillo and 
held off Banrock by a nose as 
the two reached the wire seem¬ 
ingly together. Banrock, ridden 
by Kent Desormeaux, came 
off the rail at the sixteenth 
pole and stormed to the wire 
outside Presious Passion and 
Proudinsky, looking like a clear 
winner. 

Afterward, even Desor¬ 
meaux was in disbehef. “Pm 
flabbergasted that Presious 
Passion really came back on 
the inside Hke that,” the Hall 
of Fame rider said. ‘T stiU can’t 
believe I didn’t get up.” 

Presious Passion covered 
the mile and an eighth on a 
good turf course in 1:47.32. 
Owned by former New Jersey 
resident Patricia Generazio, 
Presious Passion is a perennial 
pari-mutuel underdog (this 
time at 6.40-1). The 6-year-old 
gelding, a son of Royal Anthem 


out of the Marquetry mare 
Princesa’s Passion, simply keeps 
winning. This past winter, he 
won the William L. McKnight 
Handicap-G2 at Calder and 
Gulfstream’s Mac Diarmida 
Stakes-G2. He had not raced 
since March. He has now 
earned nearly $1.4 million from 
a record of 11-6-2 in 38 starts. 

The Monmouth Stakes, in 
its second running, was sched¬ 
uled this year as a prep race for 
the $750,000 United Nations 
Stakes-Gl, a race Presious Pas¬ 
sion won last year. It drew a 
stacked field of eight horses: 
multiple Grade 1 winner Grand 
Couturier (GB) (who finished 
fifth). Grade 2 winners Proud¬ 
insky and Strike a Deal, and 
Grade 3 winners Kiss the Kid 
and Buddy’s Humor. It had the 
feel of a Grade 1 race—and col¬ 


lected a better field than the 
United Nations drew last year. 

Presious Passion was aiming 
to defend his title in the July 4 
United Nations, where bettors 
might finally be convinced to 
support him. 

“He really stepped up to the 
plate today,” said Hartmann, 
whose first Grade 1 win came 
in the United Nations last year. 
“He’s such a nice horse. The 
mile and an eighth is a httle 
short for him, but coming in 
this fresh I thought he would 
run well, and he did.” 

The Monmouth Stakes was 
the highlight of a banner five- 
win day for Trujillo, who also 
won the $70,000 Skip Away 
Stakes with Pia Kirkham’s 
homebred Chirac. A 4-year- 
old gelded son of SHgo Bay 
(Ire), Chirac finished third to 


Cool Coal Man and Atoned in 
last year’s Spend a Buck Stakes 
at Monmouth, but this was his 
first stakes win. Trained by Jane 
CibelH, he was on the front end 
all the way and recorded a one 
and a quarter-length score, for 
his third win in his last four 
starts. 

Trujillo, a 25-year-old native 
of Panama, led fellow country¬ 
man Eddie Castro in wins at 
the end of June. He is show¬ 
casing his talent at a place that 
has historically been a spring¬ 
board for future success, most 
recently for Rajiv Maragh and 
Jose Lezcano, both now riding 
in New York. 

The meet is shaping up 
for an exciting duel between 
Trujillo and Castro, both grad¬ 
uates of the Laffit Pincay 
School in Panama. Castro, 24, 
finished second to his friend 
Lezcano in the standings last 
year and opened an early lead 
in 2009. He did Trujillo one 
better on June 21 when he 
won six races on a single card, 
matching a record first set by 
Walter Blum in 1961, and then 
equaled by Chris Antley, Juke 
Krone, Joe Bravo (four times) 
and Lezcano last season. 

A familiar Monmouth 
maxim held in the $150,000 
Eatontown Stakes-G3 on June 
7, the first graded event of the 
meet. That is: trainer Chris- 
tophe Clement is the one to 
beat in a turf stakes here, nota¬ 
bly in the female division. 

His 5-year-old mare All Is 
Vanity (Fr), a French home¬ 
bred for Jedburgh Stud, 
earned her first graded stakes 
win on American mrf (She 
won a Group 2 in France in 
2007.) After losing by a neck to 
Social Queen in the GaUorette 
Handicap-G3 on the Preakness 
Stakes undercard, she reversed 
the decision on that mare and 
six others in the Eatontown. 

Ridden by Joe Bravo, All Is 
Vanity bided her time near the 
back of the pack and was even 
shuffled back entering the final 
turn. But she unleashed a pow¬ 
erful run on the outside, caught

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Qmet Meadow at the sixteenth 
pole, and ground past her to 
win by a neck. Chestoha fin¬ 
ished third and Ariege, the 3-2 
favorite, was fourth over Social 
Queen. All Is Vanity covered a 
mile and one-sixteenth over a 
good course in 1:41.67. 

“This mare is very consis¬ 
tent,” Clement said. “She has 
not finished off the board in 
any stakes race in the U.S. We 
got lucky we found some room 
in the lane, and luck is always 
good to have. Any time you 
put Joe Bravo on your horse 
in New Jersey you know you’re 
going to get a good ride.” 

One race earlier, Bravo won 
the $70,000 Rumson Stakes for 
3-year-old sprinters with Janet 
Wayson’s Great Love, trained 
by John Robb. The Maryland 
shipper, sent off at 10-1, has 
only finished off the board 
once in 12 starts, and this was 
his second straight stakes vic¬ 
tory. 

As for another sprinter 
Bravo rides, John Petrini’s Joey 
R, arguably the best on the 
grounds and a perennial Mon¬ 
mouth favorite, has been unex¬ 
pectedly sidelined until the faU. 
One day before he was sup¬ 
posed to ship to West Virginia 
to seek a repeat in the following 
day’s Charles Town Invitational 
Dash-a race that could have 
pushed him over the $1-million 
mark in career earnings-he 
suffered a bout of coHc and 
underwent emergency surgery. 

Trainer Ben Perkins Jr. said 
the 7-year-old gelding should 
return at Meadowlands in 
October. 

“Joey was fine through the 
morning, everything normal,” 
Perkins said. “Then in the after¬ 
noon, the groom noticed he 
was uncomfortable in his stall. 
We called the vet, and then he 
got worse so fast it was fright¬ 
ening. We put him on the van 
and sent him to the Mid- 
Atlantic Clinic in Ringoes [N.J.]. 
Dr. Patty Doyle worked on him. 

“The change in him after 
the surgery was ama 2 ing,” 


Perkins said. “By 11 o’clock 
that night, he was looking for 
his supper.” 

Joey P. has a career record 
of 16-7-1 in 35 starts and earn¬ 
ings of $973,472 through his 
last start on May 23, a win 
in the John J. Reilly Handicap 
here. At Monmouth, he has 
assembled a 13-5-1 mark in 24 
lifetime starts and earnings of 
$697,991. 

George and Lori Hall’s 
Atomic Rain returned 
from a 16th-place finish in 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl to 
his home base and defeated 
four others in an entry-level 
allowance at a mile on June 
6, his first win since break¬ 
ing his maiden in June 2008. 
Atomic Rain, a son of Smart 
Strike, finished fourth in the 
Wood Memorial-Gl prior to 


the Derby. Trainer Kelly Breen 
had Atomic Rain on course for 
Monmouth’s $1 million Haskell 
Invitational-Gl on August 2. 

In contrast to previous 
years, several leading hope¬ 
fuls for Monmouth’s flagship 
race were locals. Musket Man, 


third in the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness, and Big Drama, 
fifth in the Preakness, are based 
here and were expected to aim 
for the Haskell. 

One trainer to keep an eye 
on as the meet wears on is 
Ralph Nicks. The 42-year-old 
Midwest trainer is stabled at 
Monmouth for the first time, 
and after Churchill Downs 
closed on July 5 he was expect¬ 
ed to bring a formidable group 
of 30 runners to Barn 22, 
where he had about six stabled 
earlier in the meet. 

Nicks, a Texas native, got 
his start working for his father, 
trainer Morris Nicks, and then 
served as head assistant to Hall 
of Fame trainer Bill Mott for 
14 years. 

“I like to think I got my 
bachelor’s degree in horse train¬ 
ing under my dad,” Nicks likes 
to say, “and my master’s degree 
under Bill Mott.” 

With Mott, Nicks worked 
s with two-time Horse of the 
i Year Cigar and Breeders’ Cup 
o winners Fraise, Ajina and 
g Escena. 

Nicks left Mott to open his 
own stable in 2004. He said he 
would bring in such talented 
horses as Flying Pegasus, sec¬ 
ond to Fries an Fire in the Grade 
3 Risen Star Stakes at Fair 
Grounds, and top grass stakes 
horses Sugar Baby Love (Ger), 
Seaspeak and El CabaUo. Sugar 
Baby Love finished seventh in 
the Eatontown Stakes. ^

UNBRIDLED 
BELLE COMES 
BACK FOR AN 
ENCORE AT 
DELAWARE 
PARK

T WO years ago, Team Valor 
International’s Unbridled 
Belle was one of the 
top older females on the East 
Coast. She captured the Grade 1 
Beldame Stakes in New York, 
as well as the Delaware Handi¬ 
cap-G2 at Delaware Park, en 
route to a season-ending tally 
of $1.16 miUion in earnings. 

But last year. Unbridled 
Belle won only one of four 
starts, that coming at Delaware 
Park in the Obeah Stakes-G3. 
This spring, the daughter of 
Broken Vow was bred to A.P 
Indy, but when she did not 
get in foal she was returned to 
training with Todd Pletcher. 

On June 20, the 6-year- 
old mare won the Obeah, the 
$125,000 local prep for the 
Delaware Handicap, for the 
second year in a row, trounc¬ 
ing six rivals by 11 lengths 
under jockey Richard MigHore. 
Unbridled Belle was timed in 
1:50.79 for the mile and an 
eighth over a sloppy surface; 
the $75,000 winner’s share of 
the purse increased her earn¬ 
ings to $1,595,662. Morena 
(Per) was second, while favorite 
Skyhghter was third. 

‘‘She broke in good order 
and got comfortable real 
quick,” said Migliore of the 
2.10-1 second choice. “It really 
came easy to her. After the first 
quarter mile, I felt very confi¬ 
dent. She really did it well.” 

Sharing the card with the 
Obeah was the $125,000 Susan’s 



Unbridled Belle failed to conceive when bred this season to A.P. Indy, but 
easily captured the Obeah Stakes-G3 for the second year in a row.

Girl Breeders’ Cup Stakes for 
3-year-old fillies, the prep for 
the Delaware Oaks-G2. Bon 
Jovi Girl relished the sloppy 
going as she skipped home 
eight lengths in front of Payton 
d’Oro, coveting the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:44.27. Warrior 
Maid was a dozen-plus lengths 
farther back in third in the 
strung-out field. 

A daughter of Malibu Moon 
owned by Blaze of Glory Stable 
and Tim Ritchey and trained by 
Rtchey, Bon Jovi Girl has been 
out of the money only twice in 
11 starts. The Susan’s Girl was 
the third added-money victory 
for the filly, all coming at Dela¬ 
ware Park, where she boasts a 
record of 4-1-1 in six starts; 
she’s now earned $316,920. 

Also on June 20, Delaware 
Park management honored 


trainer Larry Jones by nam¬ 
ing the fourth race for him and 
presenting him with a trophy. 
Jones, who announced he is 
retiring after this season, has 
been based at the Stanton oval 
the last several years, and has 
made a splash on the national 
racing scene. 

A field of 14 was entered 
for the $75,000 John W. Rooney 
Memorial Stakes on June 13, 
but when rainy weather forced 
the mile and an eighth race off 
the turf, a plethora of scratches 
reduced the field to just three, 
with wagering restricted to win 
only. 

The Rooney Memorial 
turned into a romp for the 
Graham Motion-trained No 
Use Denying, who took the 
lead from her two rivals at the 
start under jockey Joe Rocco 


Jr. and was never seriously 
threatened, cantering home 
over the slop 10 lengths in 
front. Princess Haya, from the 
Michael Matz barn, was second, 
two lengths in front of the Tim 
Salzman-trained Avie’s Tale. 

It was an easy way to collect 
a $45,000 paycheck for No Use 
Denying, a 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Maria’s Mon—Rumors 
Are Flying, by Kris S. She is a 
homebred for Pin Oak Stud in 
Kentucky. 

Lael Stables’s homebred 
Nicanor, the 3-year-old full 
brother to Kentucky Derby 
winner Barbaro, made it two 
in a row on June 17 when he 
captured a first-level allowance 
race on the mrf under jockey 
Anna Napravnik. 

The son of Dynaformer— 
La Ville Rouge, by Carson City, 
led wire to wire and scored by 
nearly two lengths in the mile 
and an eighth contest run on a 
firm course. His final time was 
1:52.95. 

Since trying the turf, Nicanor 
has not been beaten. In May, he 
broke his maiden on the grass 
by 15 lengths, also at Delaware 
with Napravnik aboard. 

Barbaro, whose battle to sur¬ 
vive catastrophic injury in the 
2006 Preakness Stakes ended 
in January 2007, also broke his 
maiden on the Delaware turf 
for trainer Michael Matz, who 
is bringing along the younger 
brother. 

“Nicanor has so much per- 
sonahty and character,” said 
Napravnik. “Mr. Matz and all 
the people that are involved 
with him have done such a 
great job. Both times I have 
ridden him he has just easily 
outrun everyone else into the 
first mrn. In this most recent 
start he did just that, and then 
he relaxed nicely down the 
backside. I knew there were a 
few horses that were trying to 
make a run at him on the turn, 
but when I asked he responded 
willingly. He’s still a bit imma¬ 
ture, but I think he is the type 
of horse that just gets better 
with every race.” 
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‘We are not exactly sure 
where we may run Nicanor 
next/’ said Matz, who indicated 
that a possibility might be the 
Virginia Derby-G2 at Colonial 
Downs on July 18. 

May 26 could have been 
dubbed Jeremy Rose day 
as the 30-year-old native of 
BeUafonte, Pa., found the win¬ 
ner’s circle five times, for five 
different trainers. 

Rose’s victory spree began 
in the second race, when he 
booted home In the Juice for 
John Robb. He then won the 
third aboard Im a Quickie for 
Anthony Regalbuto Jr., the 
fourth with Sandy’s Dream 
for Guadalupe Preciado, the 
seventh on Denver for Todd 
Pletcher, and the ninth on Silver 
Reunion for Graham Motion. 

Horseplayers who boxed 
the mounts of Rose and jockey 
Anna Napravnik hit that exacta 
four times on the nine-race 
Thoroughbred card. 

Rose has won the Delaware 
riding crown twice, in 2001 and 
2007. Through racing of June 
26, he was battling Napravnik 
for second in the jockey stand¬ 
ings; David Cohen was atop 
the leaderboard. 

Sagamore Farm’s Shared 
Account, a 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Pleasantly Perfect, found 
her competition at Delaware 
Park to be a bit easier than 
the graded stakes company she 
faced in Florida over the winter 
as she triumphed in an allow¬ 
ance race on May 27 under 
Rose. 

Shared Account bided her 
time behind pacesetter Ultimate 
Beauty, then responded when 
asked in midstretch to scoot 
past that rival and post a half- 
length victory as the favorite 
in 1:44.03 for the one mile, 70 
yards. 

Trained by Graham Motion, 
Shared Account was purchased 
for $170,000 at the Keeneland 
September sale by Sagamore 
Farm, the historic Glyndon, 
Md., establishment now under¬ 
going a revival with Under 
Armour founder Kevin Plank. 


She is out of the Smart Strike 
mare Silk n’ Sapphire, and is 
a half-sister to graded stakes- 
placed Mark of Success. 

One of Plank’s earhest 
race horse purchases. Shared 
Account broke her maiden at 
Laurel on October 31 in her 
first start, and won again in 
an allowance on January 17. 
From five starts, she has earned 
$64,660. 

Also on May 27, Timber Bay 
Farm’s homebred Sea Wind 
won a six-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight in her first effort 
on dirt. 

In her first trip to the post, 
over the synthetic surface at 
Presque Isle Downs on May 
8, the 3-year-old daughter of 
Northern Afleet flipped and 
ran off during the post parade, 
then finished fifth after flash¬ 
ing some speed. 

Returning at Delaware 
Park, the William Entenmann- 
trained fiUy behaved like the 
consummate professional, 
awaiting room at the head of 
the stretch to kick clear under 
Jose Caraballo and zip under 
the wire one and a quarter 
lengths in front of Silver Clan, 
timed in 1:11.38. 

Although he moved his tack 
to New York for the 2009 sea¬ 
son, jockey Ramon Domin¬ 
guez took a trip to Delaware 
Park on Tuesday, June 2—when 
Belmont Park was dark-to ride 
his first two horses of the meet. 
Dominguez, the leading rider 
at Delaware five out of the 
last six years (2003 to ’06, and 
2008), made the journey back 
to his old stomping grounds a 
productive one, as he rode one 
winner and finished second 
with the other. 

Aboard the favored Tony 
Du trow-trained Cat Moves, 
Dominguez dominated the six- 
furlong allowance race, rallying 
from just off the pace to come 
home by four and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths over French Dip, 
timed in 1:10.60 over a sloppy, 
sealed surface. The 3-year-old 
Tale of the Cat filly is a home¬ 
bred for Edward (Ned) Evans. 


One race later, Dominguez 
took the reins on Shadwell 
Stable’s Aqab, but she was no 
match for the Larry Jones- 
trained Red Dagger, who led 
all the way around in the one- 
mile, 70-yard claiming test orig¬ 
inally scheduled for the turf, to 
win by seven and three-quarters 
lengths. The rest of the short¬ 
ened field was strung out like 
Christmas tree lights. Aqab was 
nearly 11 lengths better than 
third-place finisher My Boy 
Blue, who was ISYi lengths in 
front of Green Recruit, who 
brought up the rear. 

Tifone (Chi) returned to 
the races with a vengeance after 
a seven-month layoff, defeating 
eight rivals in a one-mile mrf 
allowance on June 3 in the fast 
time of 1:35.76. 

Trained by Sanna Hendriks 
for her stepfather George 
Strawbridge Jr.’s red hot 
Augustin Stable, the 6-year-old 
was a Group 2 winner and 
Group 1-placed in his native 
Chile prior to being purchased 
by Strawbridge. 

“Like many South American 
horses, he can be a real handful 
to ride,” said Hendriks. “But he 
has a lovely way of moving, and 
he’s a really cool horse. He’s not 
very big, only about 15.2 hands. 
This was a very nice effort by 
him, and he defeated a very 
competitive field.” 

Hendriks said Tifone had 
the winter off in Pennsylvania, 
and had been training well prior 
to this start. 


“He’s out of conditions 
now, so m probably be point¬ 
ing him to some small stakes 
on the grass,” she said. 

Jockeys Gabriel Saez and 
Ricardo Chiappe were involved 
in a nasty spiU on May 26, but 
neither rider was seriously 
injured. Unfortunately, one of 
the horses involved in the acci¬ 
dent—Saez’s mount, Chanceof- 
showers — suffered severe injury 
and was euthanized. 

Chanceofshowers, a 4-year- 
old filly owned by William 
Austin and trained by Juan 
Vazquez, chpped heels with 
another horse in tight quarters 
and fell entering the far turn. 
Chiappe’s mount, Untuttable 
Gal, stumbled and fell over that 
rival, and trampled Saez. 

Saez, who briefly lost con¬ 
sciousness, was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Christiana Hospital 
in Newark, Del., where it was 
found he had bumps and 
scrapes, but no broken bones. 

The N ational Thoroughbred 
Racing Association (NTRA) 
announced that Delaware Park 
has been fuUy accredited by the 
Safety and Integrity Alliance 
following a complete review of 
all racing operations at the 
Stanton venue. Delaware Park 
is the fourth racing facihty to 
be so designated by the alliance, 
following Churchill Downs and 
Keeneland in April as well as 
Belmont Park in May. ^

PHILADELPHIA 
PARK’S JOSTLE 
STAKES- 
BREAKOUT 
PERFORMANCE 
FOR TRUSTY 
TEMPER

A talented field of nine 
3-year-old fillies lined up 
for the $200,000 Jostie 
Stakes on June 13, and when 
the dust settied it was the lon¬ 
gest shot on the board-45-1 
Trusty Temper-who crossed 
the finish hne first, two and a 
half lengths in front of 16-1 
longshot Northern Belle, with 
37-1 Bandora another length 
and a quarter back in third. 

Handicappers were left 
scratching their heads at the 
result, since Trusty Temper 
came into the Jostie with 
fewer stakes credentials than 
the majority of her eight rivals. 
But the Ronny Werner-trained 
daughter of Successful Appeal 
was ra 2 or-sharp, having most 
recently captured an off-the- 
turf allowance race at ChurchiU 
Downs on May 9. Her only 
other hfetime win came on the 
turf at EUis Park last year. 

Placed just off early pace¬ 
setter and even-money favorite 
Saarhght, Trusty Temper bided 
her time in second under Justin 
Shepherd throughout the first 
half mile of the six and a half¬ 
furlong race while well off the 
rail, then made what looked like 
a premature move to the lead 
turning for home as Saarhght 
began dropping back. 

Then rather than start spin¬ 
ning her wheels, she turned 
on the afterburners. Northern 
Belle, who had ralhed up the rah 
under Kendrick Carmouche, 
came to Trusty Temper’s flank 
just outside the eighth pole.

but was no match as Trusty 
Temper spurted away to the 
dramatic victory in the quick 
time of 1:15.81, one and two- 
fifths seconds off the track 
record. 

Trusty Temper ht up the 
toteboard with a $92 pay¬ 
off, with the exacta return¬ 
ing $794.40 and the trifecta a 
whopping $10,882.60. 

Also-rans included Mani 
Bhavan, winner of the Grade 1 
Spinaway Stakes at Saratoga last 
season. She contended briefly 
but dropped back to last, beat¬ 
en more than 50 lengths. 

Trusty Temper is out of the 
stakes-winning Kingmambo 
mare Mumbo Jumbo, and is 
a half-sister to graded stakes- 
placed Crossword. She is 
owned by Mark Stanley and 
was bred by Bee Zee LLC in 
Kentucky. A $100,000 Keene- 
land September sales yearhng, 
she’s earned $187,250 from six 
starts. 

It seemed to take forever 
for the race to be declared offi¬ 
cial, but when it was, Shelley 
Abrams saw the number of 
her horse, Mr. Boxcar, put up 
into the win spot on June 20. 
It was a gratifying moment for 
Abrams, of Yardley, Pa., as the 
last time the gray 5-year-old 
son of Harry the Hat visited 
the winner’s circle was in June 
2007 when he captured the 
$60,000 Peppy Addy Stakes. 

After a race on October 10, 
2007, Mr. Boxcar went to the 
sidelines for nearly two years. 


‘‘He suffered a condylar 
fracture of his front right can¬ 
non bone,” said Abrams, who 
runs under the stable name 
Smarty’s Gift Stable. “He went 
to the New Jersey Equine 
Clinic, where he was treated by 
Dr. Scott Palmer. Palmer said 
that this, by no means, had to 
be career-ending. Since the 
fracture was on the inside of 
the bone, he drilled holes to 
release stem cells to the area 
and then gave him shockwave 
therapy to stimulate the new 
cells. He was laid up there for 
several months.” 

Abrams said that when 
Mr. Boxcar returned to the 
race track, trainer Dee Curry 
noticed something wasn’t quite 
right and thus avoided what 
could have been a catastrophic 
injury. 

“He had another fracture 
just below the original one that 
was hard to detect on x-rays,” 
Abrams explained. “He went 
back to New Jersey Equine, 
where he had shockwave ther¬ 
apy and was laid up again for 
months. This fracture was eas¬ 
ier to handle and the stem cell 
part was not necessary. Again, 
Dr. Palmer said that this did 
not have to be career-ending 
as long as we gave him time 
and took it slow. He said that 
Boxcar had the talent and the 
desire to race, so I decided to 
give him the chance to do that 
instead of retiring him.” 

Mr. Boxcar’s latest come¬ 
back took place on June 6 in an 


allowance event at one mile at 
Philadelphia. He flashed brief 
speed before retreating to the 
back of the field, and for his 
next start on June 20, Curry 
suggested they drop him into a 
one-mde, 70-yard claiming race 
for a tag of $25,000. 

Over a sloppy, sealed race 
track, Mr. Boxcar vied for the 
J lead under jockey Jose Flores, 
I engaging in a long battle with 
i Three Day Weekend and Pro 
Ruler throughout the first mile, 
then in deep stretch was carried 
out by Three Day Weekend 
and finished a length behind 
that rival. Flores, however, 
claimed foul against Three Day 
Weekend and jockey Jose Arce. 
Stewards took nearly 10 min¬ 
utes before deciding to place 
Mr. Boxcar first and Three Day 
Weekend second. 

The win was worth $21,840 
to Abrams, and boosted Mr. 
Boxcar’s hfetime earnings past 
$134,000. She praised Curry’s 
patience, as well as the staff at 
New Jersey Equine, for their 
care of the gelding. 

When Mr. Boxcar wins, 
Abrams has been donating a 
portion of his purse earnings 
to a program she started called 
Horses Helping Horses. The 
money is used to rescue horses 
from the kill pen at the New 
Holland, Pa., auction. 

“It’s a promise I made when 
Boxcar was a 2-year-old and, up 
until his injury, we rescued six 
of them,” she said. “It’s time to 
get back to business-Boxcar 
insists on it.” 

Abrams will have to wait 
a bit longer to rescue another 
horse, however, as the day after 
the race Scott Lake, trainer of 
Three Day Weekend, appealed 
the stewards’ decision, caus¬ 
ing a hold to be placed on the 
purse. 

On June 7, the 3-year-old 
first-time starter Sheila’s 
Magic ran hke a gri 22 led 
veteran, sitting off the early 
pace and rallying strongly in 
deep stretch to win a six and 
a half-furlong maiden special 
weight by three-quarters of a 
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length under jockey Kendrick 
Carmouche. 

Owned by Ben Dover 
Stable and based at the Fair 
Hill Training Center with 
trainer Michael Trombetta, 
Sheila’s Magic, a gelded son of 
Harlan’s Holiday was clocked 
in 1:16.22. 

Bred by Dale and Joan Ever¬ 
ett in Maryland, Sheila’s Magic 
was a $75,000 RNA at the 2007 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale. He earned 
$24,000 in his debut. 

For the last several years, 
Pat Cummings has been the 
back-up for Keith Jones in the 
Philadelphia Park announcer’s 
booth. Most recently, Cum¬ 
mings was called into active 
duty for several weeks when 


Jones suffered a broken jaw at a 
minor league hockey game and 
underwent surgery. 

But Cummings’s days in the 
booth have drawn to a close, at 
least for the time being, as he 
moved his tack to Waco, Tex., 
to pursue a master’s degree in 
business administration with a 
concentration in management 
at Baylor University. 

‘d’ve called as a sub for Keith 
since 1999,” said Cummings, 
a Philadelphia native. “As I 
always teU people who inquire, 
it was an absolute dream come 
true to call one race. It’s been 
a privilege to call races on and 
off for 10 years.” 

Although Cummings will 
be hanging up his binoculars. 


he intends to stay involved in 
Thoroughbred racing. 

He runs the Web site 
DubaiRaceNight.com, cover¬ 
ing racing from Dubai, and has 
traveled to the last three Dubai 
World Cups. 

“My site is a unique niche 
in the marketplace, and really 
no one else does what I do — 
news, analysis, commentary 
and handicapping of the Dubai 
International Racing Carnival,” 
he said. “Hopefully, it con¬ 
tinues to grow. I had almost 
25,000 hits the week of the 
Dubai World Cup this year and 
never got the site up and run¬ 
ning until January.” 

Jockey Jose Flores celebrat¬ 
ed a career milestone on May 


30, recording his 4,000th win 
aboard AbuUetforfrank. 

Flores, 48, has been riding 
since 1987 and was a regular 
rider at Penn National before 
switching his tack to Philadel¬ 
phia Park in 1999. He won 
his 3,000th race at Philadelphia 
Park in 2003, and was the lead¬ 
ing jockey here the following 
season. 

The native of Peru has a 
hfetime win ratio of 17 per¬ 
cent, and has ridden more than 
23,000 mounts. 

“I’m speechless,” said Flores 
about winning his 4,000th race. 
“But truthfully. I’m very excit¬ 
ed to have reached 4,000. The 
sport and the profession have 
a lot of highs and lows. This is 
very special.” ^ 



RUNNERS 
TRAVEL FROM 
AFAR TO GRAB 
THE GREEN 
AT COLONIAL 
DOWNS

C olonial Downs offered 
four stakes on June 20, 
the grand slam of added- 
money attracting an array of 
classy runners from through¬ 
out the nation. The Colonial 
Turf Cup-G2, first leg of the 
$5 million Jacobs Investments 
Grand Slam of Grass, brought 
together a strong field of nine 
3-year-olds who converged 
from California, New Jersey 
and New York. Not one local 
horse or jockey competed in 
the $500,000 turf stakes. 

Bettors figured it out. They 
hammered California-based 
Battle of Hastings (GB) 
to favoritism and the British 
import didn’t disappoint, 
although it was close. 


Owned by Mike House 
and trained by Jeff Mullins, 
Battle of Hastings repulsed 
determined early pacesetter 
Straight Story to win by a head. 
Second choice Lime Rickey 
closed from eighth to collect 
third after a mile and three six¬ 
teenths in 1:57.79. Tyler Ba 2 e 
shipped in to guide the win¬ 
ner, a 3-year-old son of Royal 
Applause (GB). The stallion 
stands at the Royal Studs in 
Norfolk, Great Britain, but has 
made his presence felt in the 


U.S. with such prolific runners 
as Ticker Tape (GB), Whats- 
thescript (Ire), Moth Ball (GB) 
and Spider Power (Ire). 

Battle of Hastings is doing 
his part. Imported after a 
two-win season as a 2-year- 
old in England, the bay geld¬ 
ing garnered two mrf stakes at 
Santa Anita this spring, captur¬ 
ing the Baldwin-G3 and La 
Puente. Shipped east for the 
American Turf Stakes-G3 at 
Churchill Downs on May 1, he 
finished second to Orthodox. 


The Colonial Turf Cup more 
than doubled his earnings, to 
$474,592. 

While the shippers swept 
the Colonial Turf Cup, the 
locals stood their ground in 
the All Along Breeders’ Cup 
S takes-G3. 

Augustin Stable and Jona¬ 
than Sheppard entered 2009 
with high hopes of dominating 
the filly and mare turf division. 
Forever Together returned for 
I her 5-year-old season, fresh 
I off winning the Breeders’ Cup 
FiUy and Mare Turf-Gl and an 
Eclipse Award. She’s the leader 
until further notice. Sheppard 
and Augustin owner George 
Strawbridge Jr. didn’t know 
they’d be launching a two¬ 
pronged attack at the division. 

Winter View made sure of 
it. The 5-year-old half-sister 
to Augustin’s 2008 European 
2-year-old champion Rainbow 
View won her second straight 
stakes when wrestling the All 
Along from Tejida. Winter View 
closed from last in the field of 
nine to win the $150,000 stakes. 
Dyna’s Lassie finished third 
after nine furlongs in 1:49.56. 

Winter View had to her 
credit one allowance victory 
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(through disquahfication) in 
the U.S. when she picked up a 
mile and a half allowance race 
over Keeneland’s turf in April. 
Sheppard ran the daughter of 
Thunder Gulch back in 18 days 
to win the Bewitch Stakes-G3, 
again at a mile and a half Julien 
Leparoux, Forever Together’s 
rider, made it 3-for-3 with the 
All Along score. 

‘‘It was a pleasant surprise, 
to be honest. We had entered 
the week before at Delaware 
Park for Saturday and that race 
got taken off the turf so we 
scratched. Entries for the AH 
Along closed on Monday so 
we were that close to missing 
it. And it reaUy was a miracle 
being able to get Leparoux as 
well,” Sheppard said. “I reaUy 
didn’t think she was that good 
of a horse earlier in the year, 
but we got her to Keeneland 
and for whatever reason she 
started working faster. I don’t 
know if it was the weather or 
the Polytrack, but she started 
working in :47 when she used 
to go in :49.” 

Sheppard wasn’t sure what 
to expect going into the All 
Along. 

“The AH Along was some¬ 
what of an experimental race. 
We knew she could get 10 fur¬ 
longs on the grass, but what 
would she do going a bit short¬ 
er? Would she be as impres¬ 
sive?” Sheppard said. “And I’d 
have to say she was; she cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t losing any of her 
stretch kick on the cutback in 
distance. With her and Forever 
Together in the barn it certainly 
gives us a lot of options in the 
filly/m are turf races for the 
rest of the year.” 

Trainer Michelle Sharp 
recruited Leparoux for Linda 
Rosenblatt’s Twice as beautiful 
in the Buckland Stakes and 
Churchill Downs’s leading 
jockey produced another last- 
to-first rally to win the $50,000 
stakes by three and a quarter 
lengths over Excessive Heat. 
The 5-year-old mare complet¬ 
ed five and a half furlongs in 


1:05.45 while winning for the 
fifth time in her 17-race career. 

Sharp took over the training 
of Twiceasbeautiful this win¬ 
ter and ran her three times at 
Tampa Bay Downs. She failed 
to hit the board in her first two 
attempts, then woke up at 40-1 
to win a two-other-than allow¬ 
ance on the mrf 

Shipped to Colonial, she 
posted four impressive bree 2 es 
and then handled a scratch-dec¬ 
imated field in the Buckland. 
Ten defections made it easier, 
but Twiceasbeautiful still had 
to get the best of tough foes 
Excessive Heat, Battings tar and 
Charhe Papa. The daughter of 
Texas GHtter went off the lon¬ 
gest price on the board and 
remrned $12.80. 

Drivingmaxandmitzi did 
what he was supposed to when 


winning the Old Nelson, a 
$30,000 stakes for horses who 
had started for a claiming price 
$25,000 or less in 2008-’09. 
The 7-year-old son of Skip 
Away drew off to win easHy by 
three and a half lengths under 
Rosemary Horneister Jr. after 
a mHe and three sixteenths in 
2:00.21. Gray Suitor nosed out 
Primero Peru for second. 

Owned by Midwest Thor¬ 
oughbreds and trained by Hec¬ 
tor Magana, Drivingmaxand- 
mitzi earned his 19th-yes, 
19th-victory from 40 starts. 
He won for the ninth time in 
the past two seasons. Give him 
claimer of the year-he’s been 
claimed seven times since June 
2008. 

Todd Pletcher shipped in 
Edward Evans’s homebred 
Pleasant Strike to sweep the 


Daniel Van Chef for Virginia- 
bred or sired runners on June 
13. The 5-year-old son of 
Smart Strike ran down Frisky 
Thunder, who opened up 
eight lengths on the field in 
the first half mile, to score 
by a length and three quarters 
under Rosemary Homeister Jr. 
Southwest finished third in the 
$50,000 stakes. Pleasant Strike 
finished the mHe and a six¬ 
teenth in 1:44.83 over the good 
turf. 

Pleasant Strike closed in 
on the $300,000 mark with 
his fifth career victory. Last 
year, he won just one race but 
met some tough company like 
Honest Man, Parading and War 
Monger. He failed as the favor¬ 
ite in the 2008 Van Chef, unable 
to run down Frisky Thunder. 

Brothers Franklin and 
HamHton Smith combined to 
win the John D. Marsh Stakes 
for Virginia-breds with Hugo 
on June 6. Bred by Morgan’s 
g Ford Farm, the 4-year-old son 
I of Stormy Atlantic closed 
I from fourth to best Powder 
§ Mountain, with Should Expect 
§ third. Hugo finished the five and 
a half furlongs in 1:07.45 over 
soft turf. Rosemary Homeister 
Jr. guided the winner. 

Hugo failed in two Colonial 
stakes tries last summer, finish¬ 
ing fourth in the Van Chef and 
Punch Line. He picked up his 
fourth career victory. 

Trainer Rodney Jenkins and 
jockey Eric Camacho hit for 
a natural hat trick on June 7 
when they swept the final three 
races on the card, including 
the Oakley Stakes with Trophy 
Collector. The Lazy Lane 
homebred arrived on time to 
win a four-horse photo in the 
restricted five and a half-fur¬ 
long mrf stakes which attracted 
a field of 11. The daughter 
of Strong Hope got the nod 
by a head over And a Cherry 
Tree. Shesabopper finished a 
neck back in third with Huge 
another neck behind in fourth. 
Trophy Collector finished the 
distance in 1:06.30 over the 
good mrf. 
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Claiming veteran Drivingmaxandmitzi, aged 7, seized the opportunity for 
his first stakes win-and 19th career victory-in the Old Nelson Stakes.

Stakes, Pleasant Strike turned the tables this year with a daylight score. 


The winner hopped out 
of a third-place finish against 
graded competition in the Miss 
Preakness Stakes-G3 in May. 
The win gave Trophy Collector 
three victories in her career; 
she’s never been off the board 
in six starts. 

Jenkins and Camacho start¬ 
ed it off when favorite Com- 
binate nailed Fur Lined on 
the line by a head in the sev¬ 
enth race. Bred and owned by 
Concepts Unlimited and Nellie 
Mae Cox, Combinate recorded 
another victory for Virginia 
breeders, taking the allowance 
turf in 1:48.40 for a mile and a 
sixteenth. 

A 3-year-old daughter of 
Volponi, Combinate made 
her career debut on the mrf 
at Colonial last summer. And 
like her dad, she can do both. 
She broke her maiden over the 
Laurel dirt in October, then 
finished second in two allow¬ 
ance races. She exited a fifth- 
place finish in the Black-Eyed 
Susan Stakes-G2 at Pimhco the 
day before the Preakness. 

HiUwood Stable’s Safety 
Valve completed the sweep 
when wiring 10 opponents in a 
maiden turf. Making his second 
career start, the 3-year-old son 
of Distorted Humor won by 
five and three-quarters lengths. 
Safety Valve completed the 
mile over good turf in 1:41.80. 
A $165,000 purchase at the 
2008 Fasig-Tipton May 2-year- 
olds in training sale, the winner 
made his career debut on May 
1, finishing second over the 
Pimlico dirt. 

Kathleen O’Connell and 
Morgan’s Ford Farm welcomed 
the annual remrn to Colonial 
Downs with a win on open¬ 
ing night, June 5. Homebred 
Coral Cave rallied from fourth 
in a field of six to capture the 
conditioned claimer by a half 
length under James Lope 2 . A 
5-year-old daughter of Lion 
Cavern, Coral Cave upset 
favorite Gaffney’s Grits, paying 
$20.40 to win. The Virginia- 
bred finished the mile in 
1:37.21. The race was originally 


scheduled for the turf but rain 
washed away the entire turf 
docket on opening night. 

Coral Cave made 15 starts 
for trainer Tim Tullock before 
hitting the sidehnes in January 
and returning for O’Connell, 
who stables a string at Colonial 
every year. 

O’Connell remrned later 
in the card to win a claimer 
with Tarpon Woods Racing’s 
Heaven’s Reward, another 
runner making his first start 
for her. 

Owner/trainer Keith Dickey 
unleashed first-time starter Taif 
on opening night. The 3-year- 
old son of Concorde’s Tune set 
sail on the lead from the outset 
and scored by six and three- 
quarters lengths over favorite 
(and fellow first-time starter) 
Early Star. Bred in Florida by 


Plaine Enterprises, the winner 
carried Nelson DeSou 2 a to 
the victory, accomphshed in 
1:02.81 for five and a half fur¬ 
longs over the sloppy track. 

A $23,000 purchase at the 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales June 
2-year-olds in training auction, 
Taif propped at Monmouth, 
putting in four bree 2 es on the 
Jersey Shore before heading to 
Colonial Downs for his unveil¬ 
ing. 

Albert Coppola became 
another Virginia breeder who 
reaped rewards on opening 
night when Mount Weather 
fought off Hideaway to take 
an allowance by a length and 
three quarters. Luis Garcia 
guided the 6-year-old son of 
Down the Aisle for trainer 
Ferris AUen. Mount Weather 
hadn’t run since finishing third 


at Colonial Downs 10 months 
earlier. The gray gelding went 
a mile and an eighth over the 
sloppy track in 1:51.12. 

Mount Weather once called 
the tough New York circuit 
home but has made jaunts to 
Colonial Downs for restricted 
stakes. In 2007, he finished 
third in the Daniel Van Chef 
and fourth in the John D. 
Marsh. Last summer, he was 
sixth in the Van Chef, one of 
four starts at the Virginia oval. 
The most recent tally marked 
his fourth career win from 15 
starts. 

Lihth Boucher and Mede 
Cahaba Stable & Stud kicked 
off the Colonial Downs stand 
with a win on the second night 
of racing. Class Mark, making 
his first start since September, 
upset a maiden special weight 
restricted to Virginia-breds. 
Apprentice Andria Terrill ral- 
hed the 3-year-old, in with a 
featherweight 109 pounds, 
from 10th to win by a length. 
Class Mark, a son of Not For 
Love, finished the five and a 
half furlongs over soft turf in 
1:07.76. 

Class Mark made his debut 
at Colonial last summer, plac¬ 
ing eighth, before finishing fifth 
at Kentucky Downs. Boucher 
gave him one published bree 2 e 
in Camden, S.C., on May 23 
and then traveled north to 
Colonial. 

Boucher and Mede Cahaba 
produced Class Disco to win 
a maiden claimer on June 7 and 
also won a maiden special with 
Class Bopper, a top 3-year- 
old over jumps in 2008, on 
June 20. Boucher also picked 
up a win for former cham¬ 
pion steeplechase jockey Blythe 
Miller Davies, sending out the 
homebred Lonesome Nun to 
score in a maiden claimer on 
June 14. 

Hill Parker shipped Classic 
Bridges, a 3-year-old son of 
Sky Classic, from Kentucky to 
Colonial Downs and quickly 
made up for his gas money 
when the Frances Hill Myers 
homebred upset a mrf allow- 
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ance on June 6. Apprentice 
Matt Straight engineered the 
win. 

Classic Bridges complet¬ 
ed the mile and a quarter in 
2:09.98. Three of the nine 
starters exited jump races, but 
Classic Bridges handled the 10 
furlongs easily to register his 
second career victory. Off the 
board in his first four starts, 
Classic Bridges won an off-the- 
turf maiden claimer at River 
Downs in April, and returned 
to finish second on the turf at 
River Downs before collecting 
the money at Colonial. 

Jack Fisher pulled a rare 
double on June 6 when he 
swept two flat races. 

The reigning champion 
steeplechase trainer picked 
up a $5,000 claimer with Edie 
Dixon’s Honolua Storm. The 
8-year-old flunked out of his 
jumping career but picked up a 
wire-to-wire victory. 

Jonathan Joyce rode the son 
of Old Trieste to the win, going 
a mile and a sixteenth in 1:44.25 
over the dirt course. A stakes 
horse on the flat, Honolua 
Storm pushed his career earn¬ 
ings to $334,238. 

“I sent two down, the rider 
took off and I stayed home and 
mowed the fields,” Fisher said. 
‘‘I came in and watched both 
races on the computer live and 
went back and mowed some 
more. It’s easy.” 

Fisher earned a much more 
lucrative score when Gillian 
Johnston’s Ambersham scored 
a maiden special weight win 
over the turf course. Nelson 
DeSouza placed the 4-year-old 
son of Dynaformer just off the 
pace before rallying to win by a 
length and a half Ambersham 
hadn’t started since finishing 
fifth in maiden special com¬ 
pany at Gulfstream Park in 
2008 when trained by Michael 
Matz. The jumps will have to 
wait for the $240,000 2-year- 
old purchase, who completed 
a mile and a quarter in 2:10.69 
over the soft mrf The 10-fur- 
long maiden was another with 
a spice of steeplechasing: three 



of the starters had run over 
jumps while several others exit¬ 
ed point-to-point flat runs. 

Hamilton Smith unleashed 
impressive rookie Tripped on 
June 8. The Bill Backer home¬ 
bred rolled to a four and three- 
quarter-length victory. Ridden 
by Rosemary Homeister Jr., 
Tripped paid $40.40 while 
going five and a half furlongs 
in 1:06.23 over good turf 

Tripped, by Distorted 
Humor, became the second 
winner out of Stellar Slew (by 
Seattle Slew). 

Trainer Carlos Garcia upset 
an allowance turf sprint one 
race later when Maryland-bred 
Busy Bev scored by three and a 
quarter lengths. Veteran Santos 
Chavez guided the Sylvia and 
Harold Greenberg homebred 
to the victory, accomplished 


in 1:05.54 for five and a half 
furlongs on the turf. 

Garcia apphed blinkers to 
Busy Bev, who had lost three 
in a row after breaking her 
maiden under Chavez back in 
January. The jockey hadn’t rid¬ 
den her since that effort. 

Kimberly DePas quale 
rocked the toteboard on June 
9 when her homebred Silky 
Saboteur upset a maiden 
claimer. The 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Greatness rewarded her 
few backers with a $107.40 win 
ticket. Under Tom Foley, Silky 
Saboteur rallied from fifth to 
score by a length and a quarter. 
The winner went five and a 
half furlongs in 1:06.96 over 
the good turf. 

In four starts before com¬ 
ing to Colonial, Silky Saboteur 
bolted twice and finished 


seventh twice at Tampa Bay 
Downs this spring. 

On June 12, Pennsylvania- 
bred Ally Bear picked up her 
second career victory from as 
many starts when wiring four 
rivals. Trained by John Robb 
and owned by Janet Wayson, 
the 2-year-old daughter of first- 
crop stallion Gators N Bears 
went five furlongs in :59.78 
over good mrf Eric Camacho 
guided the winner. 

Ally Bear cost $32,000 at the 
2008 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. Bred 
by Mike DeSaye, she took her 
career debut on May 21 at Penn 
National by nearly 10 lengths. 

Maggie Bryant picked up 
a win with her homebred 
Personal Two when the Mary¬ 
land-bred son of Two Punch 
handled three rivals in a $25,000 
maiden claimer on June 12. 
Under apprentice Sheldon 
Russell, Personal Two rallied 
from third to win by a length, 
s finishing the six furlongs on the 
I dirt in 1:12 flat. 

I Personal Two made his 
g career debut in May at Pimlico 
§ but was soundly beaten, 31 
lengths behind the winner. 

Eddie Graham mrned 
another Colonial trick when 
upsetting a tough allowance 
field with his 7-year-old mare 
DeeHteful Star on June 13. 

The daughter of Afternoon 
Deehtes, who hadn’t raced 
since August 2008, went off 
the overwhelming longshot at 
21-1 (the next shortest price 
was 6-1) and scampered free to 
a two and a half-length win. 

The Virginia-bred mare paid 
$45.20 while going the mile in 
1:39.65. Tom Foley guided the 
winner. Graham doesn’t own 
many horses and this win came 
at the expense of Hickory Tree 
Stable, Larry Johnson, Lael 
Stables and Augustin Stable. 
Pretty heady company for a 
small stable. 

“It was great to win another 
one with her. She always comes 
through for me and she did it 
again,” Graham said. “I was 
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worried coming off the long 
layoff but she tries really hard 
and never lets me down. With a 
small stable, it was pretty amaz¬ 
ing to run against those kinds 
of stables. Then to beat them 
was something else.^’ 

Bred by Audley Farm, 
Deehteful Star collected her 
fourth career victory. The hght- 
ly-raced mare—she was making 
only her 18th career start in 
four seasons at the track-won 
at Colonial in 2007 and again 
in 2008.

T rainer Michael Pino was 
locked and loaded for 
Presque Isle Downs, and 
fired with extreme accuracy 
during the first six weeks of the 
meet. Five times Pino-trained 
runners shipped in, and four 
times they went to the winner's 
circle, twice after dominating in 
$100,000 stakes. Their average 
earnings per start was $31,860. 
Pino modestly said, “We have 
been at the right place at the 
right time.” 

David Ross's Heart of a 
King won twice early in the 
meet, the second win coming 
in the TaU Ships Stakes for 
3-year-olds on June 20. 

Based with Pino's 14-horse 
string at Woodbine, the chest¬ 
nut gelding from the first 
crop of Lion Heart out of 
the Saint BaUado mare Saintiike 
was expected to make his next 


ished third in the Brookmeade 
Stakes against Virginia-breds. 

Jack the Whipper chalked 
up a win for the state of 
Missouri when upsetting a 
maiden claimer on June 15. 
Owned and trained by Michelle 
Fall, the 3-year-old son of Wind 
Whipper led every step and 
held off 1-5 favorite Marital 
Court by a nose, covering five 
furlongs in : 58.40. Gilbert 
Delgado guided the winner, 
who was bred in the Show Me 
State by Theresa Brewer. 


Trainer John Boniface sent 
out a $57.40 turf daily double 
on June 19 with Lucky Zoom 
and Isabel Harp. 

Bonita Farm's Lucky Zoom 
won the opener, a $7,500 
claimer, scoring by a length and 
a half. The 4-year-old son of 
Lucky Clone went five and a 
half furlongs in 1:06.97. 

Half an hour later, Isabel 
Harp ralhed from 11th to 
win a conditioned claimer by 
a length and three quarters. 
Geovany Garcia guided the 


Maryland-bred daughter of 
Mojave Moon. Owned by Mike 
Dalton and Bonita Farm, the 
winner went a mile and three 
sixteenths in 1:59.98. 

Scrub Island upset a condi¬ 
tioned claimer on June 19. Bred 
and owned by Gdlian Gordon- 
Moore, the Virginia-bred son 
of Black Tie Affair (Ire) paid 
$38.20 while scoring for trainer 
Susan Cooney and jockey Tom 
Foley. The winner went a mile 
in 1:39.15. #

start in Canada. But when Pino 
couldn't find a race for him. 
Heart of a King made the 
approximately three-hour trip 
back to Erie, Pa. 

In his first start beyond 
seven furlongs. Heart of a 
King set sail in the one-mile 
and 70-yard Tall Ships and 
coasted on the lead the entire 
thp, winning by a length and a 
quarter over Mikoshi in a time 
of 1:40.51, two-fifths off the 
track record. Shght race favor¬ 
ite Colonel Rutledge finished 
more than three lengths farther 
back in third. 

Michael Pino's brother 
Mario Pino was aboard the 
gelding for the second time in a 
row, having also guided Heart 


of a King to a sohd perfor¬ 
mance in a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance on May 17, winning by 
three lengths. 

A Kentucky-bred purchased 
by Ross for $95,000 at the 2007 
Keeneland September Yearhng 
sale. Heart of a King has made 
most of his career on syn¬ 
thetic surfaces. The TaU Ships, 
his first stakes victory, was the 
fourth win in five outings over 
all-weather tracks-the gelding 
also counts wins at Keeneland 
and Turfway Park and a s takes- 
placing at Woodbine. He has 
earned $145,647 from six 
career starts. 

Two weeks earUer, Ross, 
Pino and Pino teamed up for 
an even easier conquest with 


Libor Lady. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Exchange Rate 
defeated eight other filUes and 
mares in the five and a half- 
furlong Satin and Lace Stakes, 
winning by five and a quarter 
lengths. 

Libor Lady shot out of the 
gate and zipped through open¬ 
ing fractions of :2L93, :44.64 
and :56.55, then kept pouring 
it on to finish in 1:02.89, two- 
fifths off the track record. 

Based with Pino at Fair HiU 
Training Center, Libor Lady 
was making her first start at 
Presque Isle, but showed an 
affinity for synthetic surfaces at 
the training center and proved 
it with a frontrunning victory 
at Keeneland in her previous 
start. A model of consistency 
whUe racing primarily on the 
turf, Libor Lady boosted her 
hfetime record to 17-7-4-3 for 
earnings of $246,835. 

The Florida-bred Libor 
Lady was a $40,000 claim for 
her connections in January 
2008 at Gulfstream and broke 
her maiden three starts later. 
Last September, she captured 
the Walking in Da Sun Stakes at 
Delaware Park at five furlongs 
on the turf and just missed 
in the PG Johnson Stakes at 
Meadowlands. She is the final 
foal out of Laughing Erin (by 
Irish Castle), who was 24 years 
old when she produced her 
only stakes winner from 11 
foals. 
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The third-place finisher 
during Pino’s run was Remain 
Silent, who was making his 
first start of the year in the 
Presidentialaffair Handicap on 
the June 20 card. He led early 
and weakened in the stretch. 

The winner of the $75,000 
Presidentialaffair Handicap for 
state-breds was Whistle Pig, 
who defended his title by tack¬ 
ling the early leaders in the 
stretch and surging to a three- 
quarter-length score. 

A 5-year-old son of former 
Pennsylvania stalhon Patton, 
Whistle Pig has put together 
a sohd record, but thrives at 
Presque Isle. In seven starts 
at the Erie track, the HACK 
Stable colorbearer has won five 
times and finished second or 
third in the other two. Four of 
Whistle Pig’s six stakes wins 
have come over Presque Isle’s 
Tapeta surface. 

The Andrew Carter trainee 
had a busy 2008 campaign, 
making 14 starts (winning six 
and placing in four). After com¬ 
pleting the year with a victory 
in Philadelphia Park’s Yankee 
Affair Stakes, the gelding went 
on a five-month break. 

Whisde Pig’s three prior 
2009 outings, which resulted in 
two thirds and a fourth, didn’t 
deter supporters for his 2009 
Presque Isle debut. Sent off 
at even-money in the field of 
five, he proved he was back by 
getting six furlongs in a swift 
1:08.85 over Night Stand. 

Whisde Pig has earned 
$537,366 from 33 hfetime 
starts. He was bred by Betsy 
Houghton, who with her hus¬ 
band, Ronnie, was honored as 
Pennsylvania’s leading breeder 
in 2008. 

June 20, pubhci 2 ed as 
Pennsylvania State Bred Day, 
featured two additional Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred stakes, both 
$100,000 races for 3-year-olds 
going six and a half furlongs. 

The first stakes of the 
evening was the Lil E. Tee 
Handicap. Sagamore Farm’s 
Winning Drive, trained by 
Michael Rogers, battied through 



the stretch with Anaan before 
pulling away to win by a length 
and a quarter. 

The son of Golden Missile, 
bred by Malvern Stables Inc., 
remained undefeated in three 
starts while getting his first 
stakes win. The bay gelding 
broke his maiden in December 
at Penn National, winning by 
three lengths, then didn’t make 
his next appearance until June 
3, in a state-bred allowance at 
Presque Isle. He won that by 
an impressive six and three- 
quarters lengths. 

Sent off as the 1.10-1 favor¬ 
ite in the seven-horse Lil E. Tee 
field that included stakes win¬ 
ners St John’s Gospel and Juke 
Joint, Winning Drive rated off 
the early leaders before making 
his three-wide move into the 


stretch. His final time was a 
solid 1:16.23. 

Three races later, fillies took 
to the track for the Malvern 
Rose Stakes, and Holly’s Way 
finished in a nearly identical 
time, 1:16.24, with her half- 
length score over Looky Here. 

A daughter of Seattle Fitz 
(Arg) out of Cream Rises, by 
Dance Brightly, Holly’s Way 
went off as the 2.10-1 favorite 
in the field of 10. Co-owned by 
breeder E.H. Beau Lane III and 
trainer Richard Beattie, HoUy’s 
Way had also won her previous 
start over the Tapeta surface, 
taking a state-bred allowance 
on May 21. She came into the 
Malvern Rose with a record of 
two wins and two seconds in 
four starts, and exited with total 
earnings of $111,088. 


Trainer Mike Trombetta 
sent out a scorcher on June 
7, as graded stakes winner 
Street Magician broke the 
track record for five and a half 
furlongs in the Karl Boyes 
Memorial Northwestern PA 
Stakes, shaving a fifth of a 
second off the previous mark 
when finishing in 1:02.24. 

Larry Johnson’s Kentucky- 
bred homebred was a rising 
star at 3, winning Gulfstream 
Park’s Aventura Stakes and 
taking Pimlico’s Hirsch Jacobs 
Stakes-G3 on Preakness Day. 
Street Magician finished off 
the board at Belmont Park 
three weeks later, and went to 
the sidehnes with an injury. 

After a variety of set¬ 
backs—‘dt was a long bumpy 
road and he needed time,” said 
Trombetta-Street Magician 
made only one start at 4, finish¬ 
ing a close fourth in an allow¬ 
ance at Saratoga won by Vision- 
aire who would win the Grade 
1 King’s Bishop next out. 

Street Magician returned to 
form in his first start of 2009, 
a frontrunning five-furlong 
allowance score at Pimlico on 
May 8, his only other outing 
of the year. The son of Street 
Cry (Ire) applied similar tac¬ 
tics in his first start at Presque 
Isle. With Julian Pimentel up, 
the bay pulled away through 
the stretch to defeat favorite 
Tempo Five by two and three- 
quarters lengths. 

Out of the unraced Mead- 
owlake mare Magical Meadow 
(a daughter of Johnson’s stakes- 
winning mare Special Kell), 
Street Magician has won five 
of nine career starts for earn¬ 
ings of $254,440. 

Arkansas resident Joe Mar¬ 
tin has made Presque Isle a 
summer destination since last 
July. That’s when he shifted 
his operation to this track, and 
although he got a late start 
in the meet, he finished with 
with 24 wins, enough for third 
in the final trainers’ standings. 
This year, through June 21, he 
tops the standings with 16 wins 
from 71 starts, seven more 
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Northview-sired yearlings 
were prominent among the 
choices of renowned 
bloodstock agent Baden P. 
"Buzz" Chace (pictured below) 
at the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's 75th 
annual yearling show on June 
28 in Timonium. 

More than half of the ribbons 
awarded for the four classes 
for Maryland-sired yearlings 
were given to yearlings by 
Northview sires, 
including the winners of 
the first two classes, ftzx:

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than Jonathan Sheppard, Jevon 
Crumley and Jamie Ness, who 
were tied for second. 

Nearly a third of Martin’s 
wins have come with sibhngs 
Victorious Halo and Halo 
Victory, both daughters of 
Victory Gallop, and their half- 
brother Red Desert Angel (by 
E Dubai). 

Bred by Ohio family phy¬ 
sician Dr. Paul Gutheil, the 
threesome are out of the 
stakes-placed Halo mare Flying 
Red Jet, and campaign for their 
breeder and his partner Ronald 
DeWolfe. 

Victorious Halo, the eldest 
of the three, now 7, scored first, 
in a $25,000 claimer on May 14. 
She returned 15 days later to 
win by dayhght for the same 
price, and was snatched up by 
trainer Paula Bacon for owner 
Ben MondeUo. Undefeated in 
2009, the mare has a career 
mark of 10 wins from 42 starts, 
and is the richest runner for her 
dam, having earned $222,936. 

Four-year-old Red Desert 
Angel also won his first two 
races of the year at Presque 
Isle, taking a $25,000 claimer 
on May 21 and following up at 
the same level on June 12. 

The next day, Martin sent 
out Halo Victory for her first 
start of the year in a one-mde 
allowance. Overlooked at odds 
of 12-1, the longest price in the 
field of six, the 5-year-old mare 
stalked the early leaders before 
dashing home to win by one 
and three-quarters lengths. 

Martin sent out two other 
winners for Gutheil and 
DeWolfe in June from the same 
family. The first race on June 
12 went to Winningfuhrlong, 
a 4-year-old daughter of Lang- 
fuhr out of stakes winner 
Crypto’s Twinjet, a half-sister 
by Cryptoclearance to Flying 
Red Jet. And the 3-year-old 
Hold That Tiger colt Tiger Will, 
a winner on June 18, is the first 
foal out of Crafty Crypto (by 
Crafty Prospector), a daugh¬ 
ter of Crypto’s Redjet, who is 
a stakes-winning full sister to 
Crypto’s Twinjet. 



Mike Trombetta-trained Street Magician set a new track record 


while winning the Karl Boyes Memorial Northwestern PA Stakes. 


With approximately 16 
horses in the barn, Gutheil and 
DeWolfe are Martin’s biggest 
clients. Another of their run¬ 
ners is stakes-placed Crypto- 
Hght, a half-brother to Crafty 
Crypto who holds the track 
record at Presque Isle for a mile 
and a sixteenth (1:43.08), which 
he set in September 2008. 

Martin, who took out his 
trainer’s hcense in 1990 after 
working as an assistant for his 
brother, current Prairie Mead¬ 
ows-based trainer Tim Martin, 
has had Gutheil’s horses since 
2003. The horses get a winter 
break at Gutheil’s Ohio farm, 
then head to the Martin family’s 
training center in Hot Springs, 
Ark., to prepare for the trip 
north. Joe Martin and his 
brother. Mountaineer Park- 
based trainer Bill Martin, are 
partners and share a 32-stall 
barn located three miles from 
the West Virginia track. Horses 
ship between West Virginia and 
the 16 stalls Martin has at 
Presque Isle. 

HaU of Fame trainer Jona¬ 
than Sheppard, boasting the 
top winning percentage of any 
trainer with 10 or more starts 
(45 percent/nine wins from 20 
starts) through June 21, and 
Harry Vega, the leading rider 
of the meet during the same 
period, with 30 wins from 102 
starts (a 29 percent win ratio), 
teamed up on a foggy June 11 
to take the opener with George 


Strawbridge’s Pennsylvania- 
bred A. R Ridge. 

Boasting top-class creden¬ 
tials, the colt is a 3-year-old 
son of A.P Indy out of grad¬ 
ed winner Seebe, a daughter 
of Dan 2 ig who is a full or 
half-sister to five stakes win¬ 
ners, including champion and 
top European sire Selkirk. 
Making his second career start 
in the one-mde maiden special 
weight, A. P. Ridge had the 
lead as the eight-horse field 
emerged from the fog at the 
top of the stretch, then battled 
with Lovesmelovesmenot to 
the wire to win by a head. The 
4-5 favorite, A. P. Ridge had 
finished fourth in his debut 
15 days earher over the same 
track while gaining late in a race 
that was a quarter of a mile 
shorter. 

One week later, Sheppard 
scored a hat trick for three dif¬ 
ferent owners, with Vega riding. 
They took the fifth with William 
Pape’s Lucky Memento in 
a one-mile race for $15,000 
claimers. The 8-year-old geld¬ 
ing rallied from last to get up 
in the final stride and win by a 
nose as the 4-5 favorite. 

The sixth race, for $25,000 
claimers, went to James Hill’s 
6-year-old Swift Strike, who 
also rated back in last before 
being called on as the field 
rounded the far turn in the 
one-mile race. He won by a 
half length. 


The eighth and final race on 
the card was taken by first-time 
starter Lion Strike. The maid¬ 
en special weight for registered 
Pennsylvania-breds drew a 
dozen starters, and Don Strike 
was an eager frontrunner, slic¬ 
ing through an opening quarter 
in :21.99. 

The dark bay son of Don 
Hearted gave up the lead as the 
field Dt ^e top of the stretch, 
but battled back and pulled 
away to a one-length score, in 
a final time of 1:10.40 for six 
furlongs. 

Bred by Rick and Dixie 
Abbott, Don Strike races for 
Augustin Stable. He is anoth¬ 
er purchase made by Patti 
Miller of EQB Bloodstock for 
Strawbridge, following such 
gems as champion Forever 
Together and Grade 1 winner 
Informed Decision, who com¬ 
pete in Strawbridge’s famed 
Augustin Stable colors. 

Don Strike, a $210,000 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-old 
sales graduate, is a half-brother 
to stakes winner Double Down 
Vinman. His dam, Christmas 
Strike (by Smart Strike), has 
three stakes horses from her 
first three foals. Don Strike is 
her fourth foal. 

Twice during the meet 
Vega has won three races on a 
card-he first Dt the mark on 
June 14. 

The first 2-year-old races 
produced no surprises, as odds- 
on favorites captured both. 

On May 29, eight filhes 
hned up, with The Elks tone 
Groups’s Letter of the Law 
the overwhelming choice. The 
daughter of Stormy Atlantic 
trained by Ron Potts Jr. bob- 
bled at the start, but qmckly got 
underway with Wilhe Martinez 
and took control in the first 
quarter mile. From there she 
was never in danger, and won 
by two and a half lengths over 
longshot Maddie’s Odyssey. 
Her time for four and a half 
furlongs was :52.19. 

The next day, the boys took 
to the track, and Zipatron did 
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just that, leading at every call 
before pulling away to a four 
and a half-length score. He 
recorded a time of :52.59 for 
the four and a half furlongs. 


A Pennsylvania-bred son 
of City Zip, Zipatron is cam¬ 
paigned by his breeder, Stephen 
Barberino, who races in the 
name of SJB Stable Trust. 
Anthony Ferraro trains. For 


rider John Grabowski, it was 
his first win of the meet from 
two starts. 

The race also produced a 
rare triple dead heat as Hor¬ 
rendous, Darkestbe foredawn 


and Mickejoe hit the wire 
together to finish fourth in the 
eight-horse field. ^ 



CHARLES 
TOWN SPRINT 
FESTIVAL 
TOTALS 
$750,000 IN 
STAKES PURSES

C harles Town staged the 
second big event night 
of its 2009 racing season 
on June 20-a Sprint Festival 
consisting of five stakes with 
purses totaling $750,000. 

Harold Queen’s BigDrama, 
coming off a fifth-place fin¬ 
ish in the Preakness Stakes-Gl, 
showed no qualms about 
tackling the tight confines of 
Charles Town’s three-quarter- 
mile track in the $250,000 Red 
Legend Stakes against a quality 
field that included local favorite 
Russell Road and fellow ship-in 
Azul Leon, a Grade 2 stakes 
winner last year at Del Mar. 

Not even the fate of Grade 1 
star Commentator, humbled 
just two months previously in 
the $750,000 Charles Town 
Classic by locally trained 
Researcher in the first round of 
the track’s upgraded stakes 
schedule, kept trainer David 
Fawkes from testing Big Drama 
in the three-turn seven-furlong 
contest. 

Fawkes’s faith in the strap¬ 
ping 3-year-old son of Mont- 
brook reaped a reward large 
enough to boost Big Drama 
above the $1 million mark in 
career earnings. To pick up that 
hefty payday, jockey Eibar Coa 
settled 1-2 favorite Big Drama 


into fifth as longshot Forty 
Thieves set a quick early pace 
through a quarter mile. When 
Coa shd to the outside, he 
turned the talented colt loose 
and Big Drama did the rest, 
reeling in Forty Thieves on the 


turn for home and pulling away 
for an impressive seven-length 
victory in 1:24.03 on a track 
labeled fast. 

Jockey Kendrick Carmouche 
rallied multiple stakes winner 
Bunker HiU to a second-place 


finish. Trained by Derek Ryan, 
Bunker Hill outgamed Mark 
Russell’s third-place finisher 
Russell Road by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length, to somewhat 
avenge a second-place finish 
to the West Virginia-bred geld¬ 
ing in the $100,000 Blue and 
Gold Stakes at Charles Town 
on April 18. 

His stakes win cost Russell 
Road, who was consequently 
forced to carry the maximum 
124 pounds in the Red Legend, 
giving significant weight to 
both Big Drama (117) and 
Bunker Hill (116). That didn’t 
sit well with Russell Road’s 
trainer James W. Casey, before 
or after the race. 

‘d’d hke to have gotten 
equal weights,” Casey said. 
“Everybody has a different 
opinion about weight. Some 
people don’t think weight’s all 
that important, but I do.” 

Another runner burdened 
by his own success was Schiano 
Racing Stable’s Gabriel’s Smile, 
who also carried the maximum 
weight and faded after a brisk 
start in a major step up in com¬ 
pany. Coming off a sensational 
sprint score in Charles Town’s 
$50,000 Coin Collector Stakes 
on June 6, Gabriel’s Smile fin¬ 
ished sixth in the Red Legend 
f to snap a three-race win streak, 
I While Big Drama proved 
% that home-track advantage only 
I goes so far. Happy Hour Stable 
campaigner Trust Or Bust 
indicated that familiarity can 
stiU provide the inside track to 
the winner’s circle at Charles 
Town with a hard-charging vic¬ 
tory in the four and a half- 
furlong $250,000 Charles Town 
Invitational Dash. 

A late scratch of defend¬ 
ing race winner Joey R, who 
underwent cohc surgery two 
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days before the Dash, left as 
Trust Or Bust’s main competi¬ 
tion Edmund Gann’s Grade 
3 winner Ikigai. A winner of 
four straight sprints, including 
three at Charles Town, Trust 
Or Bust had his owner/trainer 
Paul McClelland’s complete 
confidence despite a talented 
field that also included multiple 
stakes winner Stormin Baghdad 
and five other stakes horses. A 
victory at Charles Town in the 
$100,000 Webb Snyder Stakes 
(on April 18) gave McClelland 
the nerve to try once more in 
the hope that experience on a 
night-time short track would 
work to his advantage. 

“We knew he could do 
it-he earned the chance,” said 
McClelland. “These were obvi¬ 
ously much better horses, but 
the same scenario. Do I want 
to take them on at six furlongs? 
I think he would deserve a 
shot down the line, but I’m 
not looking to do it if I don’t 
have to.” 

The Florida-bred Trust 
Or Bust proved McClelland’s 
theory as jockey Gerald Almo¬ 
dovar guided the 4-year-old 
son of Trust N Luck to a 
two and a quarter-length win 
in :51.11. Win More Stable’s 
SecretinteUigence held on for 
second and longshot Sea Dubai, 
who got the start as an alter¬ 
nate, finished third for owner/ 
trainer Gerasim os Moschonas. 

“I’ve got to give aU the cred¬ 
it in the world to Gerald as far 
as handling this horse,” said 
McClelland, who earned the 
biggest stakes win of his career. 
“Four and half - there’s not a 
whole lot of strategy to it. You 
just hope you don’t get hung 
three or four or five-wide.” 

That’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened to Ikigai, as jockey Jer¬ 
maine Bridgmohan couldn’t get 
the 4-year-old colt back into 
contention after getting hung 
out six-wide. 

Kentucky-bred 4-year-old 
No Advantage continued an 
impressive campaign with a 
mild upset in the $100,000 Wild 
and Wonderful Stakes. Trained 


by Stephanie Beattie for a 
parmership of Suare 2 Racing 
Inc., Joseph Besecker and Kirk 
Wycoff, the son of Posse gave 
jockey Brandon Whitacre an 
unforgettable seven-furlong 
trip by escaping the rail for a 
late charge to a one-length win 
against favored Acting Zippy 
in 1:24.44. 

Bruce Levy’s 7-year-old 
gelding Eddie C., who had not 
raced since his victory in the 
2008 edition of the Wild and 
Wonderful last October, took 
third, one and a half lengths 
behind the winner. 

Whitacre didn’t know if 
he would find the room to 
turn loose No Advantage, who 
entered the race off a win in 
the Grade 3 William Donald 
Schaefer Stakes on May 16 at 
Pimlico and has finished in the 
money in seven of eight starts 


this year under the guidance of 
new trainer Beattie. 

“I was so tight, I couldn’t 
even puU the goggles down, 
and I needed to,” said Whitacre, 
grandson of legendary Charles 
Town jockey Jesse Davidson. 
“I could only look out of the 
top where my goggles were not 
tight enough, and I was search¬ 
ing through a crack in the top 
from my visor to that tittle 
crack in my goggles. Thankfully, 
I saw [Acting Zippy] and I saw 
the rail, and I just tried to stay 
right there. 

“It was definitely one heck 
of a trip and my gosh. I’ll 
remember it for the rest of 
my life.” 

Padua Stables’s Juliet’s 
Spirit opened her 3-year-old 
campaign in impressive fashion 
by winning the $100,000 Lady 
Charles Town Stakes by one 


and a quarter lengths. The Steve 
Asmussen-trained fiUy covered 
the four and a half furlongs 
in :5L35 under jockey Larry 
S terting Jr. Owner/trainer John 
Robb’s Onearmedbandit, the 
favorite with Oliver Castillo 
up, took second and the John 
Ser vis-trained Score One More 
had a three-race win streak 
snapped with a third-place fin¬ 
ish. 

The $50,000 Fancy Buckles 
at four and a half furlongs 
for West Virginia-bred fillies 
and mares served as the Sprint 
Festival opener, and it turned 
out to be another memora¬ 
ble evening for Charles Town 
trainer Tim Grams. 

Grams sent out James 
Carter’s 3-year-old homebred 
Beware of the Bop to handle 
older competition with a one 
and three-quarter-length win. It 
was her second straight stakes 
victory, following her triumph 
in the Its Binn Too Long Stakes 
at Charles Town on June 6, as 
s well as her fourth win in a row.

I Jockey Larry Reynolds brought 
J Beware of the Bop home with 
I a winning time of :51.75. 

“She can be a handful — that’s 
the Bop coming out in her,” 
said Reynolds, who works the 
filly for Grams. “They’re all 
fast, but they’ve got quirks.” 

Reynolds was especially glad 
to win for Grams, who trained 
the race namesake Fancy 
Buckles. 

‘We foaled [Fancy Buckles] 
and raised her, my wife Judy 
and I,” Grams said of the filly 
who was bred by his former 
wife, Robin Grams. “She just 
mrned into a really nice filly for 
us. She got on a roll one time 
and won six or seven races in 
a row, then we ran out of races 
for her.” 

Beware of the Bop could be 
the latest top runner for Grams, 
who has a number of talented 
fillies, along with the venerable 
7-year-old gelding Jenkin Jones, 
in his barn this season. 

“We’ve got a real strong 
bunch of 3-year-old fiUies,” said 
Grams. “We’ve got a couple 
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geldings that are doing good, 
but it’s mostly fillies this year.” 

Grams plans on adding dis¬ 
tance for Beware of the Bop. 

‘‘This will be her last sprint, 
at least at four and a half,” 
Grams said. “We’ll stretch her 
back out for some of those 
other races and go back to run¬ 
ning her at seven-eighths of a 
mile. Actually, I hke her better 
stretched out.” 

The Sprint Festival pro¬ 
vided another strong wagering 
total for Charles Town, with 
the handle of $1,429,771 on 
the evening’s card (a figure not 
including simulcasts of out-of- 
state races at Charles Town) 
believed to be the second-larg¬ 
est in the 75-year history of 
the track. 

The record was set at the 
inaugural Charles Town Classic 
on April 18. The next special 
event at the track is the Race 
for the Ribbon, scheduled for 
August 15 and highlighted by 
the inaugural running of the 
$250,000 Charles Town Oaks. 

Starting on June 6, Charles 
Town began offering increased 
purses for certain races con-

tatmng seven or more starters. 
The races affected are all allow¬ 
ance races, including starter 
allowances and allowance/ 
optional claimers, plus open 
claiming races at $16,000 or 
$12,500. Maiden special weight 
races are not included as part 
of the field size incentive plan. 

“We’re in a competitive 
location geographically and in 
a competitive time on the cal¬ 
endar,” Charles Town racing 
secretary Randy Wehrman said. 
“We’re taking a step to reward 
horsemen who help us to drive 


both quality and field size. Not 
to be chche, but it’s a win-win 
situation.” 

Early indications have been 
that the added incentive has 
been a boost to field sizes, but 
Charles Town officials intend 
to track the plan on a monthly 
basis to determine whether it 
will continue. 

Donald’s Pride, Charles 
Town’s 2005 Horse of the 
Year, has been retired from 
racing and is already starting 
work toward a second career 
in three-day eventing. Under 


longtime trainer Patty Burns, 
the 9-year-old gelding amassed 
hfetime earnings of more than 
$531,764 and earned a slew 
of stakes victories for Gaynor 
Hough Stable. 

“We had considered run¬ 
ning him as a 9-year-old, but 
he’s done so well by us that 
we wanted him to leave on a 
high note,” Amy Gaynor said. 
“He won a stakes in November 
2008, and we thought we 
should give him a chance at a 
second career.” 

Donald’s Pride (by Deputed 
Testamony out of Pamela’s 
Trial, by Rollicking) was the last 
runner in the Gaynor Hough 
Stable. Amy Gaynor said the 
family is weighing its options 
for the fumre, but wanted to 
make certain Donald’s Pride 
would have a bright outlook. 

“He’s been such a wonder¬ 
ful horse,” Gaynor said. “We 
want to give him the best pos¬ 
sible life that we can give him. 
You can’t run them forever. 
He’s been such a miracle horse 
for us.” ^

I nside the building and out 
on the track, the evening of 
May 29 drew myriad top local 
performers to the Hollywood 
Casino at Penn National. 

A nine-race program worth 
a total of $418,000 —the richest 
night in Penn National’s his¬ 


tory-shared billing with the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association’s annual Iroquois 
Banquet honoring the most 
accomphshed PA-breds of 
2008. 


Four stakes, three of them 
PA-res trie ted events, highlight¬ 
ed the race card. 

First off was the $75,000 
RobeUino Stakes for Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred fillies and mares at a 


mile and a sixteenth, originally 
scheduled for turf but moved 
to the good main track. Five of 
the original seven entered went 
to the post, including multiple 
stakes winners Miss Blue Tye 
Dye and Speechifying, named 
Pennsylvania’s horse of the 
year in 2007 by the Philadelphia 
Park horsemen. 

Coastal Solace, half of a 
Steve Kiesaris-trained entry 
with Speechifying, drew off 
to a one-length victory under 
Anna Napravnik, leaving her 
stablemate to settle for second. 
Miss Blue Tye Dye was two and 
a half lengths back in third. 

Owned by Klesaris in part¬ 
nership with Pughsi Racing 
LLC and Ruby Stables, Coastal 
Solace was bred by former 
PHBA president Bill Solomon, 
and sired by Coastal Storm, a 
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The hickory tough 3-year-old St John’s Gospel, owned by Lee Christian, 
carried the banner for PA-based stallion Activist in the Power by Far Stakes.

son of Storm Cat who stands 
at Solomon’s Pin Oak Lane 
Farm in New Freedom, Pa. 

It was the first start of the 
season, as well as the first stakes 
win, for the 4-year-old filly who 
sold for a bargain $2,000 at the 
2007 Mountain Springs Arena 
Mixed Sale in Shartlesville, Pa. 
Coastal Solace has now earned 
$211,710. 

The next stakes on the card 
was the six-furlong, $100,000 
Power by Far Stakes for 3-year- 
olds sired as well as bred in 
Pennsylvania. The winner and 
heavy favorite at 10 cents on 
the dollar was Lee Christian’s 
St John’s Gospel, who came 
from just off the pace to defeat 
Count the Gold by one and 
three-quarters lengths under 
Hector Ramos. 

Winner of last year’s Penn¬ 
sylvania Nursery, St John’s 
Gospel captured the Private 
Terms Stakes earher this sea¬ 
son at Laurel Park and owns 
four wins from 10 career starts 
for trainer Andrea Gonzalez. A 
son of Activist (by Wild Again), 
who stands at Judith Barrett’s 
Godstone Farm in Pine Grove 
Pa., St John’s Gospel is rapidly 
closing in on Speechifying, who 
continues to rank as Activist’s 
best offspring. Barrett bred St 
John’s Gospel, whose earnings 
now stand at $214,945. 

Fair HiU Training Center- 
based Serene Harbor made 
the trip to GrantviUe, Pa., a 
profitable one for his owner/ 
breeder Nina Gardner and 
trainer Ehzabeth Merryman as 
he scored a game neck vic¬ 
tory over Joey Carson in the 
$75,000 Nepal Stakes for 
PA-bred 3-year-olds and up at 
a mile and a sixteenth. 

It was the first stakes win in 
26 starts for Serene Harbor, a 
6-year-old gelded son of Valley 
Crossing. Stakes-placed at 4 
but winless in 2008, he’s now 
earned $221,646. 

Serene Harbor hads from a 
female family developed by the 
late famed breeder Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt; his fourth dam is 
champion Next Move. 


The Roanoke Stakes for 
PA-sired, PA-bred 3-year-old 
fillies was canceled after fading 
to attract sufficient entries. 

Rounding out the card 
was the unrestricted $60,000 
Changing Times Stakes for 
3-year-olds and up at six fur¬ 
longs. That race was won in the 
quick time of 1:09.97 by Acting 
Zippy, a Florida-bred record¬ 
ing his third stakes win in a 
row. The 4-year-old son of City 
Zip led up to the victory with 
wins in the Vincent MoscarelH 
Memorial at Delaware Park on 
April 25 and Decathlon Stakes 
at Monmouth Park on May 9. 

Conditioned by Wilham 
Bennett, who co-owns him 
with Carl Bowhng, Acting 
Zippy has won or placed in 10 
stakes from 26 starts, earning 
$359,228. 


Even before his broodmare 
Cabana Girl was due to foal 
to the cover of Skip Away in 
2004, Jed NelUgan had a special 
name picked out, and it didn’t 
matter whether the foal was a 
colt or a fdly. 

For many years Nelhgan, 
a native of Cazenovia, N.Y., 
maintained a close friendship 
with the late trainer Sonny 
Hine. 

‘‘We were pretty good 
friends,” said Nelhgan. “We 
talked about a lot of things, 
and not just horses. We were 
close right up until Sonny died 
[in 2000] from cancer.” 

Hine’s big horse, as many 
will recall, was Skip Away, a 
$22,500 purchase who bank¬ 
rolled more than $9 million 
and earned Horse of the Year 
honors in 1998. 


“After Sonny passed away, 
I sent my mare Cabana Girl 
to Skip Away, and I already 
knew I was going to name the 
foal In Memoryofafriend,” said 
NeUigan. 

In Memoryofafriend has 
turned out to be a hard-knock¬ 
ing tribute to Hine, who was 
inducted into racing’s HaU of 
Fame posthumously in 2003. 
Although not a star hke his 
sire, he has won a trio of races 
and more than $60,000, includ¬ 
ing a $19,000 starter allow¬ 
ance race the night of June 12. 
Under jockey Taylor Hole, In 
Memoryofafriend, now com¬ 
peting for trainer Gerasimos 
Moschonas, came from just off 
the pace in the mile and an 
eighth contest to defeat First 
King and favored Robyn Chief 
by three-quarters of a length at 
odds of 14-1. 

In Memoryofafriend was 
co-bred in Texas by Nelhgan, 
_ who operates under the name 
I St. Francis Farm, and Charles 
I W. Ham III. While Nelhgan 
§ hves near Ocala, Fla., he board- 
“ ed Cabana Girl at Ham’s farm 
in Montalba, Texas. 

“At the time, I kept a few 
broodmares in Texas thinking 
it was the next big state pro¬ 
gram,” said Nelhgan. “But it 
really wasn’t that productive, 
financial-wise, for me.” 

Cabana Girl became a 
broodmare for Nelhgan after 
he watched her compete in 
the 1996 Selima Stakes-G3 at 
Laurel Park, in which she was 
unplaced. The daughter of 
Conquistador Cielo mrned up 
a year later in a $5,000 claiming 
race at Tampa Bay Downs. 

“She came into the paddock 
wearing four bandages, and she 
never finished the race-she 
was pulled up at the half-mile 
pole,” said Nelhgan. “I claimed 
her and took her home, and she 
was broken in a miUion pieces. 
I eventually got her in good 
enough shape to breed her.” 

As for In Memoryofafriend, 
Nelhgan describes him as being 
“a big, strong gelding in a plain 
brown wrapper.” 
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Cabana Girl is now deceased, 
and Nelligan, 70, has scaled 
back the si 2 e of his broodmare 
band and boards them near his 
Florida home. His St. Francis 
Farm was named in honor of 
the patron saint of animals. 

“Saints have always inter¬ 
ested me,” said Nelligan. “And 
while St. Francis loved all ani¬ 
mals, he was an avid horse¬ 
man and was especially fond 
of horses.” 

Nelligan has spent his hfe 
in Thoroughbred racing. He 
rode as a steeplechase jockey 
in the Mid-Atlantic region, 
worked as an exercise rider 
for Hall of Fame steeplechase 
trainer Michael Walsh, man¬ 
aged Fountainhead Farm in 
Lexington, Ky, and maintained 
long relationships with stalwarts 
of the sport such as Leshe 
Combs III, Bull Hancock and 
Tyson Gilpin. 

“I have been lucky in this 
business to have worked 
around some very knowledge¬ 
able people who helped me 
immensely,” said Nelligan. 

Janet WaysoAs HiU Cross¬ 
ing made it two in a row with a 
two and a quarter-length score 
in an allowance on June 6. But 
a peek at the 3-year-old son of 
Yarrow Brae’s running line for 
this six-furlong test shows it 
wasn’t as easy as the final mar¬ 
gin suggested. 

Under jockey Oliver Castillo, 
Hill Crossing jumped to the 
lead as the gates opened, and 
immediately engaged in a duel 
with Mr. Mannie through the 
first quarter mile in :22.18. Mr. 
Mannie began dropping back, 
but a fresh challenge emerged 
from Eighttofasttocatch, who 
ranged up on the outside of 
Fhll Crossing. By the time 
they’d completed a half mile 
in :45.24, Hill Crossing had 
his nose in front, but lost that 
lead to Eighttofasttocatch at 
the top of the stretch. Coming 
down the lane, it was a two- 
horse battle, with Hill Crossing 
slowly drawing away from that 
rival and speeding under the 
wire in 1:11.79. 



Acting Zippy made it three stakes wins in a row with his speedy victory 
over Secretintelligence and Island Warrior in the Changing Times. 


Bred in Maryland by Donald 
Reuwer and trained by John 
Robb, HiU Crossing has won 
twice from three starts. 

Also on June 6, Daybreak 
Stables’s Rocket Defense kept 
her record perfect at three 
starts, three wins, with a vic¬ 
tory in a first-level conditional 
allowance. Bred in Virginia 
by Audley Farm, the 3-year- 
old daughter of Peace Rules 
covered the six furlongs in 
1:11.17. She’s trained by Dove 
Houghton. 

Trainer Diane Day and 
jockey Joe Hampshire Jr. made 
the two and a half-hour trip 
from Philadelphia Park to 
Penn National a profitable 
one as they teamed up to win 
an allowance on June 11 with 
Herman Heinlein’s homebred 
Pick’s Express. 

A 3-year-old son of 
Speights town dispatched as 
the second choice in the field 
of seven. Pick’s Express was 
sent to the lead by Hampshire 
immediately and never reUn- 
quished that position, opening 
up a five-length advantage at 
the top of the lane and cruis¬ 
ing home three and a quarter 
lengths in front of Royal Clash, 
with favored Sleigh Rider, from 
the Murray Rojas barn, a nose 
back in third. 

Over a track labeled good. 
Pick’s Express was timed in 
1:11.12 for the six furlongs. 
The victory was his third from 
seven starts, and he’s earned 
$50,610. 


“He’s not a big horse-just 
over 15 hands—but he’s built 
Uke a tank,” said Day. “I first 
got him last fall, and he had a 
tendency to always race wide. 
But we made some equipment 
changes and he’s reaUy straight¬ 
ened out. He hugged the raU 
all the way in this race at Penn 
National.” 

Heinlein, a resident of 
Florida, owns a private farm in 
Lexington, Ky, where he keeps 
a broodmare band. He has 
owned or bred several stakes 
winners, including multiple 
graded stakes winner Soldier’s 
Dancer, an earner of nearly $1 
miUion. 

Purse levels, already 
at record heights, reached 
stiU higher as Penn National 
Gaming Inc. announced that 
overnight purses would be 
boosted to a daily average of 
$170,000 beginning June 11. 

While the increase was due 
largely to slots revenue, PNG 
officials also pointed out that 
live on-track handle was up 10 
percent over the same period in 
2008, and wagering on exports 
of the Penn National racing 
product increased 40 percent 
from 2008 levels. 

Officials also pointed out 
that average field sizes at Penn 
National during May and June 
were the highest in the Mid- 
Atlantic region, at 9.3 horses 
per race. 

“One of the major forces 
in making our program grow 
is field size,” said Rob MareUa, 


Penn National’s director of 
racing. “Racing secretary Paul 
Jenkins and his staff have done 
a great job utilizing the purse 
resources to put together a very 
attractive program for horse¬ 
men.” 

The second tote glitch in 
a two-week span occurred on 
June 5, when wagering pools 
remained open after the sec¬ 
ond race had begun. With Penn 
National Gaming management 
working to iron out the problem 
with its wagering hub. United 
Tote, the race wasn’t declared 
official until 11:45 p.m., about 
four hours after it had been 
run. PNG officials said a com¬ 
munication hnk between the 
GrantviUe oval and the hub 
in Portland, Ore., went down, 
allowing betting to continue on 
the race nearly 30 seconds after 
it began. 

On May 20, a similar tote 
communication failure forced 
PNG to refund more than 
$150,000 in wagers. 

Management responded to 
the two incidents by announc¬ 
ing on June 6 that, going for¬ 
ward, wagering will close on all 
hve races when the first horse is 
loaded into the starting gate. ^

JIMMY MURPHY: TRAINER WAS 
AN INSPIRATION TO MANY 


James W. (Jimmy) Murphy, one 
of Maryland’s most esteemed 
horsemen, died on June 13 at 
the age of 82. 

While Mr. Murphy is des¬ 
tined to be best remembered 
for his feats as a flat trainer— 
with more than 50 stakes 
winners during a career that 
spanned 44 years-he earned 
earlier acclaim as a top-ranked 
show rider and leading steeple¬ 
chase jockey 

Mr. Murphy grew up 
with horses despite living in 
Milwaukee, Wise., an area not 
known for racing. He moved 
to the East after serving in the 
Army during the Korean War. 

In 1959, Mr. Murphy led 
the nation by steeplechase 
wins, with 20 victories from 
106 starts. Only nine riders in 
history have managed to top 
Mr. Murphy’s career number 
of steeplechase wins (185), 
a record that he compiled 
between 1948 and ’64. 


EARL BEGLEY SR. 

Otto Earl Begley, a longtime 
assistant to the late prominent 
Maryland trainer Bernard P. 
(Bernie) Bond, died on April 
29. He was 78. 

Mr. Begley was born in Cov¬ 
ington, Ky, and brought to 
Maryland by his uncle Robert 
(Red) HoweU, a former jockey 
who served as an outrider at 
Maryland tracks for many years. 
An exercise rider early in his 
career, Mr. Begley moved up 
within Mr. Bond’s crew and 
worked for that perennially 
successful racing stable for 36 
years. 

Among the standouts Mr. 
Begley helped to develop for 
the Bond stable were major 
stakes winners Cure the Blues 
and Singing Susan, and Sham 
Say (a Maryland-bred fiUy sold 


He mrned to training flat 
runners in 1965, and in the 
ensuing decades saddled horses 
to win more than 100 stakes 
races. On three occasions he 
won three stakes in one day. 
His top performers included 
Hickory Tree Farm’s home- 
breds Bemo, winner of the 
1973 American Derby-Gl and 
1977 United Nations Handi- 
cap-Gl, and Bring Out the 
Band, who starred in the 1977 
Acorn Stakes-G1. 

Murphy also sent out 
Delicate Ice to win the 1982 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2, 
and during Preakness week 
1994 won the Pimlico Distaff 
(then Grade 3) with Double 
Sixes and Miss Preakness 
Stakes (then ungraded) with 
Foohsh Kisses. 

Among his other standouts 
was graded winner Horatius, 
who later became a stalwart 
member of Maryland’s stallion 
ranks.

“The thought, the memory, 
will be positive, upbeat, inspi¬ 
rational, for here is a man who 
led a full fife-over 80 years 
of not only devoting him¬ 
self to his passion, horses- 
whether the show horse, the 
steeplechase horse or the flat 
horse, but also to helping oth¬ 
ers and being a great friend 
and a giving man.” 


A native of Coleman, Tex., 
Mr. Henry was a Merchant 
Marine veteran of World War II. 
He was retired from the United 
States Treasury Department, 
and also was employed at Wal- 
Mart for 15 years. 

Mr. Henry began training 
horses at Penn National the 
day the track opened in 1972, 
and continued until his retire¬ 
ment a few years ago. Among 
his best runners was multiple 
graded winner Land of Beheve, 
who captured the track’s 1987 
edition of the Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup Handicap-G3. 

Survivors include his wife 
of 64 years, Jorene Forbes 
Henry.

Lil E. Tee led author 
to far-off realms

W hen Lil E. Tee, the 
obscure Pennsylvania- 
bred who won the 1992 
Kentucky Derby as a 17-1 shot, 
was euthanized earlier this year 
after becoming ill following 
surgery, his unlikely triumph 
was recalled and re-analyzed in 
media obituaries. 

‘‘Sometimes I think he gets 
overlooked a bit,” said Jim 
Plemmons, owner of Old 
Frankfort Stud near Lexington, 
Ky, where Lil E. Tee’s entire 
15-year stud career took place, 
Plemmons’s comment was 
an understatement. The horse 
didn’t accomphsh much on 
the track after his victory at 
Churchill Downs, and his stud 
career was modest. That he 
ranks among the least known, 
most unglamorous Derby win¬ 
ners is irrefutable. 

But news of his death 
brought me to a standstill. I 
was never among those who 
overlooked him or forgot about 
him. I was his biographer. 

In the spring of 1992 my 
newspaper, the Baltimore Sun, 
sent me to Louisville to cover 
the Derby. I was writing col¬ 
umns, and like most of the 
press, captivated by Arazi, the 
dashing French-trained colt 
favored to win in the wake 
of his astonishing runaway tri¬ 
umph in the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile-Gl the year before. 
I paid htde attention to D1 E. 
Tee or any other horse in the 
Derby field. But late Saturday 
afternoon, Arazi faded after 


being in position to take the 
lead at the head of the stretch, 
and 111 E. Tee rallied from the 
middle of the pack to win by a 
length. The next day’s newspa¬ 
per headlines focused not on 
the winning horse so much as 
his Hall of Fame jockey, Pat 
Day, who had never won the 
Derby before (and never did 
again, it turned out). 

When I remrned to Balti¬ 
more, my editor asked me to 
write a horse-themed feature 
story that could run before the 
Preakness two weeks later, and 
I started making calls about Lil 
E. Tee since his name was in 
the news. I quickly realized his 
rise from obscurity was more 
improbable than anyone had 
imagined. His pedigree was 
unspectacular, below average 
for a Derby winner. He was 
foaled at Pin Oak Lane Farm 
in New Freedom, Pa., at the 
time more of a Standardbred 
operation. He had undergone 
cohc surgery as a yearhng, 
almost died, and been sold by 
his breeder for $3,000, a pit¬ 
tance in the horse business. He 
was deemed so pedestrian at 
one point that a sales company 
in Ocala, Fla., denied him a 
spot in one of its auctions. He 
made it into the sales ring only 
after being conditioned by a 
pinhooker, essentially a horse 
trader looking to turn a quick 
profit. 

It was aU amazingly blue- 
coUar stuff for a Derby win¬ 
ner. 


My article caused a stir when 
it ran; fans were shocked at the 
Derby winner’s unlikely jour¬ 
ney. Lil E. Tee finished fifth 
in the Preakness, developed a 
lung infection, and was retired 
for the year, but while he faded 
from the view of most fans, I 
had my eyes on him. I was 36 
years old, and after 13 years 
of newspaper journalism, anx¬ 
ious to try my hand at writing 
a book. I had been looking 
for a suitable topic, and Lil 
E. Tee’s rags-to-riches story 
seemed perfect—the stuff of 
Hollywood, really. 

Within months I had a deal 
with the University Press of 
Kentucky, which had a history 
of pubhshing horse-related 
books. It was a small deal that 
gave me as much time as I 
needed to finish, but it com¬ 
mitted me. Now I had to write 
the thing. 

I set out to re-report the 
story in much greater detail. 
My Baltimore Sun article had 
consisted of some 2,000 words, 
and the book manuscript need¬ 
ed to be at least 60,000 words. 
I planned to expand the narra¬ 
tive by also telling the stories 
of the horse’s human connec¬ 
tions, including Day, the jockey; 
the breeder, Larry Littman, a 
Philadelphia-area businessman; 
the trainer, Lynn Whiting, a 
low-key second-generation 
horseman from the Midwest; 
the owner. Cal Partee, an 
Arkansan who had done well 
in the timber business; and the 


various pinhookers and sales 
agents who had dealt with Lil 
E. Tee. The horse had passed 
though a remarkable assort¬ 
ment of hands, starting with 
those of the man who had 
pulled him out of his dam at 
Pin Oak Lane Farm. 

Over the next few months 
I traveled to Pennsylvania, 
Florida, Arkansas and Ken¬ 
tucky, and interviewed my 
sources, collecting dozens of 
hours of tape. (I did so while 
also jugghng a full-time job 
at the Sun that took me to 
dozens of Baltimore Orioles 
games as well as major sport¬ 
ing events such as the Super 
Bowl, the Final Four and the 
Masters.) I began the process 
as an unabashed novice, hav¬ 
ing covered the Triple Crown 
races, but, as a general sports 
columnist, having never delved 
into the day-to-day machina¬ 
tions of the horse business. 
It’s a comphcated way of life, 
and I’m sure I asked plenty 
of stupid questions. But my 
subjects were friendly, patient 
and generous with their time. 
They were my teachers in what 
amounted to a Horse Racing 
101 class. 

Littman — a small-scale 
breeder who didn’t know until 
shortly before the Derby that 
a horse he had bred was in the 
race-taught me about nicks 
and crosses. Day, a major fig¬ 
ure, painstakingly conveyed the 
details of a religious experience 
that changed his life, and also 
watched the tape of the race 
with me a handful of times, 
explaining what he was think¬ 
ing every step of the way—criti¬ 
cal information for a writer try¬ 
ing to recreate an event. Partee, 
a wealthy but humble man, told 
me his life story. 

In Florida, where Lil E. Tee 
had bounced around the low 
end of the sales business, I 
found there was distrust among 
the obscure agents, trainers, 
and exercise riders who had 
dealt with him. Some money 
had been skimmed off the top 
of a transaction—another part 
of my education in how the 
horse world really worked. But 
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everyone expressed amaze¬ 
ment at Lil E. Tee’s miracle 
turnaround. 

Whiting, the veteran trainer, 
taught me the most. The horse 
had given him the biggest win 
of his career, and he was excit¬ 
ed that a book was being writ¬ 
ten. He had bought lil E. Tee 
for Partee near the end of the 
horse’s 2-year-old campaign, 
and he painstakingly reviewed 
his thinking behind the count¬ 
less decisions he made that 
helped get the horse to the 
Derby and across the finish 
line. An old school trainer with 
a small stable, Whiting had a 
dry sense of humor and often 
veered off topic to discuss 
other aspects of the training 
game and horse racing in gen¬ 
eral. I liked him enormously 
and can safely say now, these 
many years later, that he taught 
me more about horses and rac¬ 
ing than anyone I have known. 
I can still hear him saying, ^‘The 
only person who makes out in 
this game is the feed guy.” 

When my interviews were 
completed, I sat down to write. 
StiU jugghng my duties at the 
Su% I wrote on airplanes, in 
hotel rooms and on weekends. 
When I was home and needed 
a quiet place to work, I went 
to the offices of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, 
where this magazine is pub¬ 
lished. The people on the staff 
were kind enough not to shoo 
me away, but they did feel sorry 
for me, they admitted later. Why 
would anyone spend so much 
time writing a book about, of 
all horses, the quickly forgotten 
Lil E. Tee? He was retired by 
the time I finished. 

The book came out in 1996, 
four years after Lil E. Tee’s 
Derby triumph. To my dehght, 
the reviews of The Longest Shot: 
Ul E. Tee and the Kentuc^ Derby 
were positive. Then someone 
‘‘from Disney” left a message 
on my answering machine one 
day. That floored me, although 
I had always thought the story 
would make an entertaining 
movie. My family had a great 
time sitting around casting the 
characters for a few weeks, but 


it turned out the person was 
from a very small production 
company that rented space at 
some Disney-related building, 
possibly in a closet. They did 
end up securing the film rights 
for a year but never took the 
idea beyond that. 

Having learned that I could 
write a book, I began to pro¬ 
duce them regularly while stiU 
at the Sun. My next two were 
about football and baseball, but 
all along, I felt the pull to return 
to horse racing. In writing 
about Lil E. Tee, I had learned 
that horse racing stories were 
as rich, dramatic and unpre¬ 


dictable as those found in any 
major sport, and that people 
in the industry were unfailingly 
helpful as you wrote. 

Starting in 2003, I wrote 
three straight books about 
horses and racing. The first was 
Native Dancer: The Grey Ghost, 
Hero of a Golden Age^ about 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s famous 
runner who retired to Saga¬ 
more Farm in Glyndon, Md. 
Then came The Great Match 
Race: When North Met South in 
Americas First Sports Spectacle^ 
about a North-South match 
race in 1823. Finally, I collabo¬ 
rated with jockey Edgar Prado 


on his Barbaro-themed mem¬ 
oir, My Guy Barbaro: A Jockey's 
Journey Though Love, Triumph and 
Heartbreak with America's favorite 
Horse. 

The other books all had 
larger publishers and sold more 
copies than The Longest Shot^hut 
Lil E. Tee’s will always be the 
one that had the most influence 
on me, having opened my eyes 
to racing as the bountiful story¬ 
telling feast it surely is. Looking 
back, I understand that I was 
privileged to take that Horse 
Racing 101 class with Whiting 
and Day as my instructors. Lil 
E. Tee made it all possible. ^

ORATORY’S FIRST 
MAKES A STATEMENT 


T he 2-year-old colt Work 
for a Cure, a member of 
Oratory’s first crop, drew 
off to an impressive five-length 
victory in a maiden special 
weight at Colonial Downs on 
June 5 to become his sire’s first 
winner. 

Bred in Maryland by Dark 
Hollow Farm, Work for a 
Cure, a half-brother to Group 
1 -winning millionaire Our New 
Recruit (out of the Lord Avie 
mare Delta Danielle), was mak¬ 
ing his third start for owner 
John Salzman Sr., who pur¬ 
chased the chesmut for $8,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearhng sale. 
Trained by Tim Sal 2 man, Work 


for a Cure had been third in 
his previous outing, a four and 
a half-fiirlong maiden special 
weight at Pimlico on May 2. 

Sent off as the 2.70-1 third 
choice in the field of five. Work 
for a Cure saved ground off a 
hot pace before being eased out 
in upper stretch over the sloppy 
main track. Driving to the wire 
under James Vail, Work for a 
Cure finished five and a half 
furlongs in 1:04.34. 

Graded stakes winner Ora¬ 
tory, a 7-year-old son of Pulpit 
who stands at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md., has 58 
current 2-year-olds. The bay 
staUion is owned by Darley, 
who campaigned him during a 


3-year-old season in which he 
finished first or second in his 
five starts. 

The only time Oratory 
competed in a stakes race, he 
demohshed seven rivals in win¬ 
ning the Grade 2 Peter Pan 
Stakes at Belmont Park by four 
and three-quarters lengths. 
He set a new stakes record of 
1:46.35 for the mile and an 
eighth, which was three-fifths 
of a second faster than cham¬ 
pion Slew o’ Gold’s mark set 22 
years earlier. Oratory earned a 
Beyer speed figure of 114, one 
of the highest in the country at 
a distance of more than a mile 
in 2005. 

While preparing for the 
Dwyer Stakes-G2 a month 
later. Oratory suffered a condy¬ 
lar fracture in his right front leg. 
He was retired with earnings of 
$189,000, with additional vic¬ 
tories in allowance and maid¬ 
en special weight company at 
Aqueduct, both at a distance 
of one mile. 


A grandson of A.P. Indy, 
Oratory is out of multiple 
s takes winner Arrested Dreams, 
a daughter of Dehere who 
earned $319,969 and also pro¬ 
duced stakes-placed Preach It.

Top-priced Mid-Atlantic-bred yearling 
of ail time sold for $5.4 million. 


B Keeneland's two-day sum¬ 
mer yearling sale produced fire¬ 
works in more ways than one, 
as Windfields Farm saw a 
homebred Canadian-born son 
of Northern Dancer sell for 
$8.25 miUion to Robert Sangster 
and partners-the second high¬ 
est-priced sales yearling in his¬ 
tory-only to have the sale chal¬ 
lenged when veterinarians for 
Sangster determined later that 
the colt had an injured foot. 

Out of Ballade (by *Her- 
bager), thus a half-brother to 


champions Devil's Bag and 
Glorious Song, the colt made 
up nearly half of Windfields's 
gross receipts for the sale. The 
Maryland farm's consignment 
saw 14 horses sell for a total 
of $17.7 milhon, an average of 
$1,264,286. 

The four Northern Dancer 
offerings from Windfields 
totaled $14,660,000, averag¬ 
ing $3,665,000. In all, a dozen 
yearhngs by Windfields's great 
sire grossed $41,360,000 for an 
average of $3,446,666. 

The fourth-highest price of 
the sale was the first foal out 
of the classy Truly Bound bred 
by Windfields. The Northern 
Dancer offspring sold for $5.4 
million to Sangster, establishing 
a new record for a Maryland- 
bred sales yearling. That bet¬ 
tered the price of $4.6 million 
Stavros Niarchos spent at the 
same sale for a full brother 
to Dixieland Band (Northern 
Dancer—Mississippi Mud) 
sold by breeder Bayard Sharp. 

In all, six Mid-Atlantic-bred 
yearlings sold for $2 million or more 
at the venue, four by Northern 
Dancer. The sale of the Ballade 
colt was official, although Windfields 
repurchased a half-interest in him 
later that fall Named Imperial 
Falcon, he won two of three starts 


in Ireland before entering stud at 
Windfields in Chesapeake City in 
1988. He later spent several sea¬ 
sons at Dr. William Solomon's Pin 
Oak Fane Farms in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. Imperial Falcon 
sired a total of nine stakes winners 
from 287 runners, with totalprogeny 
earnings of just over $10 million. 

The Truly Bound colt, named 
Obligato, failed to win in two starts 
and made his stud career in New 
York, where he sired five stakes 
winners, topped by $962,390-earner 
and graded stakes winner Boom 
Towner. He remains the highest- 
priced Mid-Atlantic-bred sales year¬ 
ling ever sold. 

B AUaire duPont's homebred 
Believe the Queen annexed two 
graded stakes in less than a 
month at Belmont Park, taking 
the True North Handicap-G3 
and Tom Fool Stakes-G2. The 
4-year-old son of Beheve It 
defeated top sprinter A Phe¬ 
nomenon by two lengths in the 
latter. 

Horses from duPont's famed 
Woodstock Farm, a neighbor 
of Windfields in Chesapeake 
City, were having a excellent 
season, as duPont's Thirty 
Flags returned a stakes winner 
in her first outing of the year. 
And duPont sold a Northern 
Dancer colt out of Zonely for 


$2.4 million at the Keeneland 
summer yearling sale. 

B Two top-class Maryland- 
bred runners were soon to 
launch breeding careers: Word 
came that Deputed Testamony, 
the previous year's Preakness 
Stakes-G1 winner, would not 
be put back into training after 
being injured a few months 
earlier, and Heardight No. One 
had been returned to Country 
Roads Farm in West Virginia. 

Trained by J. WilHam (Bill) 
Boniface for his family's Bonita 
Farm and partner Francis Sears, 
Deputed Testamony joined 
his sire. Traffic Cop, in Bonita 
Farm's stallion barn in Bel Air, 
Md.

Horses play important 
role in new approach 
to psychotherapy 

by Maggie Kimmitt 
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Remember, a horse can 
tell you a lot of things, if you 
watch and expect it to be sen¬ 
sible and intelligent," wrote 
Mary O'Hara in her beloved 
1941 novel My Friend Flicka. 
The emerging field of Equine 
Assisted Psychotherapy (EAP) 
is based on that concept. 

Parkton, Md., horsewoman 
Robin Dunning was research¬ 
ing the use of the horse as a 
therapeutic tool when she 
came upon the Equine As¬ 
sisted Growth and Learning 
Association (EAGALA) on the 
Internet several years ago. For¬ 
merly employed in the mental 
health field at Sheppard Pratt 
Hospital in Baltimore, Dun¬ 
ning was "looking for some¬ 
thing that married mental 
health and horses." 

The EAGALA model, 
which utilizes horses acting as 
a resource for change through 
various unmounted activi¬ 
ties with clients, was precisely 
what Dunning had hoped to 
discover. 

She called her findings to 
the attention of friend Pam 
Dudek, a licensed clinical so¬ 
cial worker who boarded her 
horses at Dunning's 12-acre 


farm in northern Baltimore 
Gounty. 

"Robin came to me and 
asked if I had ever heard of 
EAGALA," Dudek said. "I 
said no, but it had been my 
lifelong dream to use horses 
for therapy, and I did not want 
to do therapeutic riding. I 
didn't see that as true mental 
health therapy; it's much more 
life skills and coping skills. I 
wanted to do deep psycho¬ 
therapy" 

After learning more about 
the organization, the pair 
headed up to Vermont for an 
intensive training seminar. 

Dunning explained, "They 
call it an 'untraining' because 


horsepeople have to unlearn 
everything they ever thought 
they knew. 

"As instructors, we teach 
people how to ride the way 
that we want them to ride. 
And we have certain things 
that we tell people to do when 
we're trying to get them to ma¬ 
nipulate a horse. That all goes 
out the window when you're 
working with people in men¬ 
tal health, because we want 
them to learn what works 
best for them. What they [EA¬ 
GALA] try to do is get you 
to think about the horse and 
who they are and their person¬ 
alities, how that relates to the 
people that they're around."

Satisfied that the program 
was exactly what they'd been 
looking for, Dudek and Dun¬ 
ning, using Dunning's farm as 
their base of operation, incor¬ 
porated as The Horse Inspired 
Growth and Learning Center 
Inc. in 2005. They began see¬ 
ing their first clients in August 
2006. Dudek, as the mental 
health specialist, had to be li¬ 
censed in her field. She was 
required to have a significant 
level of experience and com¬ 
petency in the populations 
and issues that the practice 
would encounter. 

"My primary role is to ob¬ 
serve humans in the horse/ 
human interaction and look 
for patterns of behavior, of ap¬ 
proaches, of attitudes. . . and 
to look for shifts in those pat¬ 
terns," Dudek said. 

The EAGALA model re¬ 
quires a two-person team. The 
equine specialist-Dunning's 
role-must be a professional 
horseman/horsewoman. 

"You can't be a backyard 
rider; you have to be some¬ 
one who's been in the busi¬ 
ness; you've been around a 
lot of horses and situations 
with horses so that you are re¬ 
ally aware of their personali¬ 
ties, things that are unique to 
them," she said. "And there 
is also the fact that I live here 
with these horses and I know 
them individually. I'm the one 


who selects the horses for the 
program." 

Currently in service at the 
farm are four crossbred horses 
and two Shetland ponies. Rae, 
Dunning's 2-year-old Warm- 
blood gelding, has lived there 
his whole life. 

"He's never been neglected 
or abused, so he is that un¬ 
formed young horse. A couple 
of the other horses have come 
from abusive situations, and 
it's very interesting that some 
of our clients who come to us 
with histories of abuse in dif¬ 
ferent forms will gravitate to¬ 
wards those horses. And the 
horses will sometimes gravi¬ 
tate towards them," Dunning 
explained. "The unique part 
about this and why horses are 
so perfect in this modality is 
that they are absolute honest 
beings. What you see is what 
you get. If they're nervous or 
angry, they're going to show 
that to you, unlike people, 
who put on filters and masks. 
Horses can sense that in peo¬ 
ple." 

Dudek went on, "The horse 
is a sentient therapeutic tool. It 
can give off a lot of informa¬ 
tion about what is going on 
with a client, either by the way 
it is responding to that client 
or what the client is projecting 
onto that animal. I do tradi¬ 
tional talk therapy in an office 
setting, and this is so much 


more powerful. I have seen 
clients that would spend years 
in the office make huge strides 
in a matter of a few months 
doing this." 

The center's mission state¬ 
ment is "To provide a safe and 
encouraging environment 
for individuals, families and 
groups to repair and enhance 
their personal and interper¬ 
sonal relationships through 
the use of the EAGALA mod¬ 
el." 

Clients come from all walks 
of life and find the center in 
different ways. Dudek pointed 
out that "a lot of people don't 
believe in the stigma that is at¬ 
tached to mental health, and 
many of the folks who come to 
us aren't coming because they 
are clinically depressed or 
they have generalized anxiety. 

"They are coming because 
they want their lives to be bet¬ 
ter; they want their relation¬ 
ships to be better. They know 
they are not where they could 
be. We are strength-based. 
Everyone who walks on this 
property comes with skills, 
abilities, talents and knowl¬ 
edge. When we get over¬ 
whelmed by things in our 
lives, the first things we lose 
sight of are our strengths." 

During a new client's ini¬ 
tial visit, Dudek and Dunning 
simply observe the interaction 
between equine and human. 


No information is given about 
the horse, and clients are al¬ 
lowed to name the horses 
whatever they choose to call 
them while they are there. 
Each person is handed a halter 
and lead shank, but is given 
no direction or instruction as 
to how to approach the horse 
or to put the tack on. 

"We don't care how they 
do it," Dunning said. Accord¬ 
ing to Dudek, however, two 
fundamental rules are made 
clear: "First, don't do anything 
to hurt the horses, and don't 
do anything to hurt the treat¬ 
ment team. 

"Your safety is your re¬ 
sponsibility. It would be un¬ 
ethical and disrespectful for us 
to presume we should protect 
you; it takes that away from 
you. And a lot of the people 
who come here were never 
allowed to be responsible for 
themselves; they always had 
somebody else telling them 
what to do and how to be." 

Both women hastened to 
add that, while clients are told 
that their choice of horse is up 
to them, it has frequently been 
noted that the horse quite of¬ 
ten chooses the client. A con¬ 
nection is made when some¬ 
thing resonates between the 
horse and the individual being 
treated. And just as frequently, 
knowing their clients' histo¬ 
ries and backgrounds ahead of 
time has enabled them to pre¬ 
dict which horse each person 
will select. The horses stand in 
for things-for people, places 
or events in the clients' lives. 

Through the use of their 
Web site, radio and print ad¬ 
vertising, open houses, word 
of mouth and cold-calling, 
Dunning and Dudek have 
diligently marketed their ser¬ 
vices over the past three years. 
This year has seen their efforts 
pay off, and a chain reaction 
is beginning to happen, Dun¬ 
ning said. 

"We just finished working 
on a contract with Baltimore 
County Public Schools and 
will start working with them 
in the fall. We are going to be 
a part of what they call the 
AVID Program-a college pre¬ 
paratory program targeted for 
higher education. These stu¬ 
dents, if they go on to college. 





























will be the first in their fami¬ 
lies to do so." 

Villa Maria, a special needs 
program associated with Stella 
Maris in Timonium, just com¬ 
pleted the approval process, 
and the center will be working 
with young adolescents aged 
11 and up. A women's group 
meets on Saturdays, and cur¬ 
rently on the table are plans to 
offer couple's retreats. 

"Regardless of our clients' 
experience, knowledge or 


lack thereof with horses, they 
very quickly come to under¬ 
stand the intuitive nature of 
these animals," Dudek con¬ 
cluded. "As therapists, we see 
the bond forming, and we see 
them come to learn how pow¬ 
erful this modality is."

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—Lobbyist’s report— 

Governor’s Commission on 
the Horse Racing Industry 
hears goals and objectives

O n May 27, the Governors Commission 

on the Horse Racing Industry met for the 
first time. The Commission was created 
on March 6 by New Jersey Governor Jon Corzine to 
address possible funding solutions for horse racing 
purses post-2010. The funding solutions developed 
by the commission are to promote the future 
sustainability of the state’s horse racing and breeding 
industries. 

The 15-member commission is chaired by 
northern New Jersey businessman Robert Bildner. 
The first meeting provided each member of the 
commission the opportunity to discuss his or her 
goals and objectives for the commission. 

Dennis Drazin, representing the state’s 
Thoroughbred interests on the commission, said 
that any solution or solutions would need to be 
presented before the July 2010 reporting deadline. 

He said that it will take time to pass legislation to 
enact ideas to help the tracks and any solutions must 
be enacted prior to the end of the current agreement 
between the racing and casino industry. 

In 2008, racing and casino officials agreed to a 
$90 million or $30 million per year supplement to 
race purses to be paid by the casino industry. State 
officials and the race tracks agreed not to try to 
place slot machines or video lottery terminals, which 
operate like slots, at the race tracks while the subsidy 
agreement is in effect. 

That agreement expires in 2011. 

Jerold Zaro, chief of the Office of Economic 
Growth, said the horse racing and casino industries 


are both hurting from out-of-state competition and 
must re-evaluate how they do business. 

"While we’ve been playing tennis with this issue 
for the past 10 years, both industries have declined,” 
Zaro said. "It’s time for both industries to take a hard 
and painful look at what they need to do. There’s no 
time for niceties and posturing.” 

Zaro also said that the state must modernize 
the racing product. Procedures as shifting 
the Meadowlands from a Standardbred to a 
Thoroughbred meet once a year don’t make sense, 
according to Zaro, who pointed out that it costs the 
state $2 million each year to change from one breed 
to another. He also said that he believes that if the 
casinos had gone in with race tracks on video slots 
years ago, both industries might have benefited. 

State Senator Jennifer Beck (R-Monmouth), who 
has two race tracks in her legislative district, said if 
casinos and race tracks do not work together to meet 
out-of-state competition. New Jersey will continue to 
lose both out-of-state and in-state patrons to casinos 
and race tracks in border states. 

Thomas Carver, director of the Casino 
Reinvestment Development Authority, said he 
believes that if the race tracks were to get slot 
machines, any potential new investment in Atlantic 
City would go away. 

The commission was slated to meet again at 
Monmouth Park on July 8. 
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Joey P. is three-time winner 
ofjohnj. Reilly Handicap 



J ohn PetrinFs homebred Joey P. now owns three 
victories in Monmouth Parkis $60,000 John J. 
Reilly Handicap, having won the race in 2006, 
2008 and most recently on May 23. The 7-year-old 
gelded son of New Jersey-based stallion Close Up 
captured the six-furlong event by eight and a quarter 
lengths, covering the distance in 1:08.62, for the 12th 
stakes win in his career. Hermosillo was second and 
Flirtatious Smile finished third. 

Joey P. sat third behind Unwritten and Flirtatious 
Smile, who were cutting out a fast pace. When Bravo 
moved his hands slightly on the turn, Joey P. took 
off, grabbing the lead entering the stretch, and never 
looked back. 

"When we drew the outside we figured weM 
just sit off the early pace,” said winning trainer Ben 
Perkins Jr. "That was real impressive. WeTe really 
lucky he came back so good.” 

Bravo, who has been aboard Joey P. for 11 of his 
16 career victories, was impressed all over again. 

"This horse is just tons of fun to ride,” Bravo said. 
"He makes the job so easy for me. When we were 
heading toward the top of the lane, the two horses 
inside him were really working hard and he was just 
in a morning gallop. This New Jersey-bred just keeps 
impressing people more and more every time he hits 
the track.” 

Perkins was aiming Joey P. for the $250,000 
Charles Town Invitational Dash on June 20, a race he 
won last year, but the gelding had colic surgery two 
days prior to the race and is now on the sidelines. His 
career earnings stand at $973,472. 


Love That Dance stars in 
Open Mind Handicap 



T hree-year-old filly Love That Dance, carrying 
the colors of her breeder John Petrini, took 
command at the start against her older rivals 
and never looked back, posting a three and a half- 
length win in the $60,000 Open Mind Handicap at 
Monmouth Park on May 31. 

Trained by Ben Perkins Jr., Love That Dance 
carved out fractions of :22.50 for the quarter and 
:45.25 for the half before reporting home in 1:09.59 
for six furlongs over a fast main track. Love for Not 
finished second and Open Skies was third. 

"She’s a lot like her stablemate,” said winning 
jockey Joe Bravo, referring to multiple stakes winner 
Joey P. "After the first jump, the race was over. She’s 
a very fast filly and awesome to ride. Right out of the 
gate she landed on the front end and relaxed for me.” 

It was the fourth start and first win of the season 
for Love that Dance, a daughter of Not For Love- 
Broad Exchange, by Broad Brush. 

Last year she won the New Jersey Filly Juvenile 
Stakes and was named champion New Jersey-bred 
2-year-old filly. In all, she has won four of 10 career 
starts and earned $154,549.

A iken, S.C., native Marion 

(Jamie) Cornwell has gotten a 
lot of media attention in the past 
several months, but not for reasons 
that anyone would have chosen. 

This past April, Cornwell, 33, was 
living out his dream as a member of 
the competitive Maryland jockey 
colony when he began experiencing 
physical problems. 

Cornwell, nicknamed The 
Stickman, underwent a battery of tests 
and ultimately was diagnosed with a 
malignant tumor on his pancreas. 

Maryland’s racing community 
rallied around a fundraiser for 
Cornwell, arranged in late May by 
Christy Wilson, the daughter of retired 
jockey Rick Wilson. 

Tragically, Cornwell lost his mother 
to pancreatic cancer when he was 
19 years old-the same age when 
he decided to pursue his dream of 
becoming a jockey. 

He got his early education from 
Franklin (Goree) Smith at the Elloree 
Training Center. “I was working 


and had been going to college,” said 
Cornwell. “He told me that everyone’s 
not cut out for it, but he’d give me 
a shot. I was still working another 
job, but I was mucking stalls, raking 
shedrows and bringing out horses. I 
was at the training center for about 
three or four years on and off working. 
I always worked hard. You couldn’t ask 
for a better boss. I enjoyed my time 
there.” 

He rode his first race in 2004, and 
lifetime from 259 mounts, he has 12 
wins, 18 seconds and 11 thirds. His 
first victory came on October 31, 

2007, aboard Banana Pancakes at 
Laurel Park. “On Halloween, and I 
broke from the 13 hole,” Cornwell 
recalls. 

While he is battling cancer, 
Cornwell is living in Bowman, S.C., 
with Ellen and Robert Easterlin, 
parents of a childhood friend. “[The 
Easterlins] are a second mom and 
dad,” said Cornwell. “I love them, 
and I don’t know what I’d do without 
them.”

Evans-bred runners dominate 
Virginia-bred championships for 2008 


E dward P. Evans of Spring 
Hill Farm in Casanova, Va., 
was in the spotlight this spring as 
the breeder of Florida Derby-Gl 
hero Quality Road and Belmont 
Stakes-Gl contender Charitable 
Man. 

But quality runners are noth¬ 
ing new for Evans. When the 
list of 2008 Virginia-bred cham¬ 
pions was released, it included 
five horses bred by the long¬ 
time Virginia horseman. Runners 
foaled and raised at Spring Hill 
earned $3,300,699 last season, 
and included Virginia-bred cham¬ 
pions Charitable Man ($187,200), 
Warning Zone ($186,980), Ghost 
Dancing ($110,882), Dance HaU 
Days and Casanova Move, as weU 
as the top money-earningVA-bred 
of 2008, Japanese stakes winner 
Fusaichi Auster ($464,981). 

Charitable Man (Lemon Drop 
Kid—Charitabledonation, by 
Saint Ballado) was named cham¬ 
pion Virginia-bred 2-year- 
old male. Sold by his breeder 
for $200,000 at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. Chari¬ 
table Man campaigned for Mr. 
and Mrs.William K. Warren Jr. of 
Tulsa, Okla., and trainer Kiaran 
McLaughlin. He made two starts 
at 2, breaking his maiden at 
Saratoga by IVA lengths before 
winning the $250,000 Belmont 
Futurity Stakes-G2 in September. 

The turf is the place where 
Evans’s Warning Zone is the 
happiest. Carrying the colors of 
Rising Sun Racing Stable at age 
4, the son of Chester House 
earned his title as champion 
Virginia-bred turf runner by 
winning the Sunset Handicap-G2 
at Hollywood Park in July. Before 
that, he was second in the San 
Juan Capistrano Invitational-G2 
and third in the San Luis Rey 


Handicap-G2, both on the turf at 
Santa Anita. Warning Zone, out 
of the Storm Bird mare Migrate, 
now boasts career earnings of 
$341,310. 

Casanova Move was named 
champion Virginia-bred 2- 
year-old filly after placing third 
in the $65,000 Love Affair Stakes 
at Aqueduct; she was the highest- 
ranked Virginia-bred on the fillies 
division of the Experimental Free 
Handicap. Casanova Move is by 
Langfuhr out of Casanova Junction 
(by Pleasant Colony). 

Dance Hall Days (by Seeking 
Daylight out of Dance Move, 
by Capote) had back-to-back 
wins at Monmouth, capturing an 
allowance race by five and three- 
quarters lengths before scoring in 
the $70,000 Serena’s Song Stakes, 
to earn honors as champion 
Virginia-bred 3-year-old filly. 

Taking year-end honors 
as champion Virginia-bred 
sprinter, the fiUy Ghost Dancing 
won three races in a row from 
April to June and finished sec¬ 
ond in two others as a 4-year- 
old last year. By Silver Ghost 
out of Ransom Dance (by Red 
Ransom), Ghost Dancing, still 
owned by Evans, won allowance 
races at Delaware and Monmouth 
Park; both races were six-furlong 
sprints. Then in June, she won 
the $60,000 Oakley Stakes at 
Colonial Downs going five and a 
half furlongs on the turf. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bertram Fire¬ 
stone’s homebred Winchester was 
honored as Virginia-bred horse 
of the year and champion 
3-year-old male after return¬ 
ing to the United States from 
Ireland. Prior to returning state¬ 
side, the Theatrical (Ire) colt fin¬ 
ished second in the Silver Stakes 
at the Curragh. Winchester, out of 


Rum Charger (Ire), by Spectrum, 
won the $400,000 Secretariat 
Stakes-Gl at Arlington Park to 
secure year-end honors. 

Brooke and Lindsey Royster 
of Chance Farm in Gordonsville, 
Va., bred Sir Whimsey, who was 
named champion Virginia- 
bred older male. Sir Whimsey 
(Jump Start—^Apogee, by Star de 
Naskra) earned $287,834 from 
six starts, including a victory in 
the $350,000 Gulfstream Park 
Handicap-G2. Sir Whimsey, who 
was a $55,000 Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember sale yearling, also finished 
third in the $250,000 Pimlico 
Special-Gl and $150,000 Ben 
Ali Stakes-G3 at Keeneland for 
owner Turtle Bird Stable. 

Debbie Sue (by Citidancer 
out of Privateers Bay, by Allen’s 
Prospect), bred by Gillian Gor- 
don-Moore, took her second Vir¬ 
ginia-bred championship when 
she was named champion Vir¬ 
ginia-bred older mare. She 
also won the award in 2006. 
Owned by Fred and Deborah 
Greene and trained by Hamilton 


Smith, Debbie Sue won $108,620 
in 2008, upping her career earn¬ 
ings to $400,265. She won the 
$60,000 Brookmeade Stakes at 
Colonial Downs and finished 
second in the $200,000 Maryland 
Million Ladies. 

Not only did Mignon Smith’s 
Mede Cahaba Stable and Stud 
LLC produce the champion 
Virginia-bred over fences, but 
the decision came down to a race 
among three of her jumpers: Class 
Shadow, Class Bopper and Class 
Real Rock-all stakes winners. 
Class Shadow won out based on 
three wins, including a stakes vic¬ 
tory against tough competition, 
and three stakes placings. 

Class Shadow (Rock Point— 
Class Eclipse, by Class Secret) 
won a $20,000 maiden hurdle at 
the Carolina Cup and followed 
that up with a $25,000 allow¬ 
ance win at Foxfield.The 4-year- 
old fiUy ended her campaign in 
2008 with a win in the $50,000 
Peapack Sport of Queens Filly 
and Mare Hurdle Stakes. For the 
year, she earned $88,068.

T hirty-two years ago, those 

famous words on the pedestal 
of the Statue of Liberty moved 
Raimondo Schiano-DiCola to 
walk the path blazed by countless 
others. Today he is solidly ensconced 
at Charles Town Races, where he 
trains a stable of nearly 20 horses, 
including Gabriel's Smile, one of the 
top 3-year-old West Virginia-based 
runners in current competition. 

Although bred in Kentucky, 
Gabriel's Smile qualifies to compete 
in West Virginia-bred restricted 
events through the raiser program 
(having been raised in the state).The 
gelded son of Five Star Day—Like 
a Woman (by Rahy) was heavily 
favored in each of his first five 
starts at his home track, and owns 
five Charles Town victories by a 
combined margin of 33 lengths. He 
has won at distances from four and 
a half to seven furlongs. 

In his most recent victory, on June 
6, he won ridden out to a nine and 
a half-length score in the four and a 


half-furlong $50,000 Coin Collector 
Stakes. That win boosted his earnings 
to $100,397. 

How did you get from there to 
here? 

In 1977 I came to the United 
States from Italy. My first destination 
was New York City, where a small 
number of my relatives had settled. 

It didn't take me long to realize 
that the American dream wasn't 
as easy to obtain as friends had led 


me to believe. I was barely scraping 
by making minimum wage in the 
restaurant business. 

The frustration escalated daily, 
nearly pushing me to contemplate 
going back home, until I was 
persuaded to visit my cousins in 
Hagerstown, Md. Lonely and lost, 
my real story began there. It was a 
struggle at first, but I was fortunate to 
surround myself with good business

people. The encouragement of 
family members inspired me to open 
my own pizza parior in 1980. 

Soon afterward i met my wife of 
28 years, Lori, and in 1982 had my first 
daughter, Lucia. 

in 2002 i soid my business and 
began training horses on a fuii-fime 
basis. 

Talk about Gabriers Smile and 
what he has meant to your career. 

This horse is owned by my 
brother Michaei and named after 
his 7-year-oid son, Gabriei. Michaei 
purchased Gabriei's Smiie as a 
weaniing in Kentucky (for $7,000 at 
the Keeneland November saie). My 
brother must receive aii the credit for 
this acquisition, because to this day i 
have yet to set foot in the Biuegrass 
State. 

Though i have had some very 
talented runners in my barn, i wouid 
place GabrieLs Smile at the top of 
the list. 

His inteiiigence and iaid-back 
style make him a pieasure to train. 
Jockeys C.J. Schneider and Travis 
Dunkelberger, aiong with exercise 
rider Lori Bourne, put a iot of time 
and energy in his eariy preparation 
and gate schooiing. 

Though precocious as a 2-year- 
old, GabrieLs Smiie did not race 
because his knees wouidnd 
sufficiently close. This year our 
patience has been rewarded. 

The first biemish on his record (the 
Fred "Gappy" Caposseia Stakes on 
February 15 at Aqueduct) i biame 
on his inexperience and my rush to 


judgment. In his third lifetime start we 
went to Aqueduct and tried stakes 
company only to finish a distant sixth. 
Not to make excuses, but the timing 
and trip were extremely challenging. 
For now we will keep our home field 
advantage. 

During your career as a trainer 
you have been equally successful 
with horses going long or short. 

Do you train differently for a 
particular distance? 

I am of the opinion that you cand 
teach a horse to run fast; it comes 
naturaiiy. However I prefer to beiieve 
that it is possible to train a horse to 
compete at longer distances and 
in doing so they are eligible to stay 
sounder longer. My brother and I 
share the philosophy that If you want 
a good horse, you must breed one. 

In this business no one gives anything 
of vaiue away via the claim box. 

You mentioned the claiming 
game. Last year your brother 
spent $32,000 to claim a West 
Virginia-bred mare. Has this 
purchase been productive? 

We thought long and hard about 
Shesagrumptoo before dropping the 
ciaim on the 5-year-old daughter of 
Luftikus.She was Breeders Classics 
eiigibie and with the purses here 
and at Mountaineer Park it seemed 
a worthwhile venture. 

She was second in last year's 
$500,000 Cavada Stakes, the first 
time we raced her, and recentiy 
piaced second in the Shy Native 
Stakes. 

A mare of this caliber only needs 
to start four or five times a year to 
earn her keep. 


The claiming game can provide a 
quick return on your investment but 
is very risky. 

Lifetime, Shesagrumptoo has 
made over $350,000, and being out 
of the usefui broodmare Roberta 
Grump shouid make her an 
interesting mother in her own right. 

When you are spotted on the 
rail In the morning or at the races 
at night, family and friends are 
always close by. Is this a key 
element to your success? 

itaiians are known as very 
famiiy-oriented peopie and my 
reiationships with friends and 
business associates are especially 
meaningful. 

From my early mentors In the 
game (Ronnie Ahait and Walter 
Schauf) to my brother Michael, my 
cousin Vinnie, my wife Lori, daughters 
Sabrina and Lucia, to my grandson 
Tyier and owners Antonio DeCarlo 
and Mike Fasheiii, everyone has a 
speciai piace in my heart. 

Those who know me best realize 
i am the kind of person that wants 
to do one thing and do it well. From 
the restaurant business to training 
race horses, i beiieve in a hands-on 
approach, i know there will be peaks 
and valleys in this game, but with the 
aid of famiiy and friends the valleys 
don't seem too steep. 

Do you have any regrets that 
you left the restaurant business? 

No, I am living my dream. The 
West Virginia breeding program is 
fantastic. We have year-round racing 
at ChariesTown and my grandson 
Tyier puts a twinkie in my eye every 
day.
